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The  President 


Mr.  J.  F.  Leary  was  born  in  Baltimore,  July 
12,  1851,  where  he  spent  his  boyhood  and  ob¬ 
tained  his  preliminary  education.  In  1869  he 
entered  the  Drug  business  in  the  employ  of  Mr. 
J.  Perkins  Grice,  who  then  conducted  a  well 
known  pharmacy  at  Broadway  and  Baltimore 
Street.  After  serving  three  years  as  apprentice 
and  two  years  as  clerk  in  this  store,  during  which 
time  he  took  a  special  course  in  the  Maryland 
College  of  Pharmacy,  Mr.  Leary  opened  a  store 
in  Rock  Hall,  which  he  has  successfully  con¬ 
ducted  since.  With  a  record  of  forty-six  years 
service,  Mr.  Leary  is  looked  upon  as  one  of  the 
Grand  Old  Men  of  his  profession  in  Maryland, 
and  one  whom  his  association  loves  and  delights 
to  honor.  He  is  a  charter  member  of  the  Asso¬ 
ciation  and  has  attended  every  annual  meeting  ; 
was  elected  Second  Vice-President  in  1888  and 
and  again  in  1900,  and  President  at  Annapolis 
in  June,  1914. 


First  Session 


Old  Senate  Chamber,  State  House, 

Annapolis,  Md.,  June  23,  1914. 

(The  meeting*  was  called  to  order  by  President  Frames  at 
4  o’clock  P.  M.) 

PRESIDENT :  I  now  have  the  privilege  of  calling  to 
order  the  first  business  session  of  the  Thirty-second  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association.  His 
Honor,  Mayor  Strange,  of  this  city,  is  with  us,  and  he  has  con¬ 
sented  to  welcome  us.  I  have  the  pleasure  of  introducing 
Mayor  Strange.  (Applause.) 

Mayor  STRANGE:  Mr.  President,  Delegates  and  Mem¬ 
bers  of  this  Convention :  To  make  an  address  of  welcome  is 
something  that  is  hard  to  do,  in  my  estimation.  I  remember 
once  I  was  a  delegate  to  the  Inland  Waterways  Convention  at 
Washington,  and  President  Taft  delivered  the  address  of  wel¬ 
come.  It  was  a  very  warm  day,  something  like  this,  and  he 
said  that  with  all  his  duties  as  President  of  the  United  States 
he  now  had  to  act  as  Mayor  of  Washington  City,  which  he 
considered  more  of  an  honor  at  that  time  than  to  be  President. 

I  am  always  glad  indeed  to  see  the  different  conventions 
meet  at  Annapolis.  Annapolis,  from  an  historical  standpoint, 
is  an  ideal  place  for  such  gatherings.  You  gentlemen  and 
ladies  should  feel  honored  to  be  allowed  to  hold  your  conven¬ 
tion  on  this  sacred  spot.  In  this  room  Washington  resigned 
his  commission  as  commander-in-chief  of  the  United  States 
Army  before  taking  the  presidency  of  the  United  States — in 
this  very  room — therefore  I  say  you  are  upon  hallowed  ground. 

You  will  find  on  your  visit  to  Annapolis  many  places  of 
interest  that  to  a  lover  of  history  are  worth  looking  into.  You 
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will  find  here  on  this  hill  the  old  Treasury  where  the  Continen¬ 
tal  Congress  of  the  United  States  met  when  this  great  com¬ 
monwealth  was  only  thirteen  colonies.  If  you  will  go  farther 
down  Maryland  avenue  you  will  find  a  great  many  buildings 
with  histories.  The  Peggy  Stewart  building,  for  instance,  the 
building  now  owned  by  the  Elks,  where  Admiral  Schley  mar¬ 
ried  his  wife.  I  judge  a  great  many  of  you  read  the  novel 
“Richard  Carvel,”  which  is  very  interesting.  The  scenes  of 
that  novel  were  laid  in  Annapolis,  and  on  the  Eastern  Shore 
and  South  river.  Right  over  yonder,  back  of  the  church,  is  the 
Richard  Carvel  house,  also  the  mansion  of  Charles  Carroll  of 
Carrollton,  one  of  the  signers  of  the  Declaration  of  Independ¬ 
ence.  He  was  brave  enough  when  he  signed  his  name  as  one 
of  the  signers  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence  to  write  “of 
Carrollton”  after  it,  so  that  he  would  not  get  mixed  with  the 
other  Charles  Carrolls  in  case  he  should  be  wanted.  It  showed 
how  brave  those  men  were  in  those  days  when  they  did  sign 
the  Declaration  of  Independence,  which  gives  to  us  today  this 
great  country. 

I  am  always  glad  indeed  to  welcome  people  to  Annapolis, 
for  I  feel  proud  of  our  city.  We  have  a  grand  little  city  here. 
The  health  conditions  are  fine — I  know  you  gentlemen  are  in¬ 
terested  in  health.  When  I  say  health  conditions  are  fine,  no 
druggist  ever  gets  rich  here,  or  doctor  either.  We  are  ideally 
located  in  every  particular,  well  drained  and  well  sewered. 

And  we  have  plenty  of  pretty  girls  here.  If  any  of  you 
gentlemen  want  to  see  them,  go  around  and  look  at  them,  but 
don't  take  any  away  with  you. 

I  hope  you  will  enjoy  your  visit  here,  and  I  extend  to  you 
the  hospitalities  of  Annapolis,  and  hope  when  you  adjourn  this 
meeting  you  will  want  to  return  some  other  time  to  enjoy  your¬ 
selves.  Thank  you.  (Applause.) 

PRESIDENT :  Gentlemen,  I  am  sure  you  all  appreciate 
the  kind  words  of  welcome,  and  I  am  going  to  ask  Mr. Thomas 
to  make  some  response.  (Applause.) 
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Mr.  THOMAS:  Your  Honor,  Mr.  President,  Members 
of  the  Association:  His  Honor  has  said,  very  truthfully,  that 
it  is  a  difficult  matter  to  deliver  an  address  of  welcome  under 
any  circumstances.  I  can  assure  him  that  it  is  also  a  rather 
difficult  matter  for  me  to  respond  to  an  address  of  welcome.  I 
feel  very  much  like  giving  you  a  piece  of  philosophy  from  the 
Wise  Old  Owl,  which  runs  something  like  this  : 

“A  wise  old  owl  lived  in  an  oak, 

The  more  he  saw  the  less  he  spoke : 

The  less  he  spoke  the  more  he  heard, 

Why  can't  we  all  be  like  that  bird?’’ 

We  certainly  appreciate  very  much  indeed  the  Mayor's 
kind  words  of  welcome  to  this  beautiful  and  historic  city,  a 
city  not  only  famous  in  the  history  of  Maryland,  but  in  the 
history  of  this  great  country  of  ours,  and  it  is  indeed  a  great 
privilege,  as  he  has  told  you,  for  this  Association  to  hold  its 
meeting  in  this  grand  old  chamber.  As  I  understand  it,  we  are 
on  the  original  site  of  the  old  Senate  Chamber  that  was  built 
possibly  away  back  in  1782  or  1783. 

It  has  been  the  custom  of  almost  all  state  associations  to 
meet  in  the  month  of  June :  it  really  is  well  that  this  should  be 
the  case.  There  is  nothing  strengthens  organizations  like  a 
meeting  of  this  kind.  We  come  to  see  our  fellow  pharmacists, 
we  rub  up  against  each  other.  I  think  these  conventions  are 
educating.  It  is  often  the  case  that  some  member  from  an  ob¬ 
scure  little  town  where  pharmacists  do  not  have  the  advant¬ 
ages  found  in  large  cities  will  come  to  these  meetings,  and  in 
our  discussions  he  can  give  us  food  for  thought,  and  it  is  our 
duty,  as  members  of  this  Association,  to  listen  patiently  to  our 
county  members  as  well  as  to  the  city  members,  and  all  learn 
from  each  other. 

As  to  the  remarks  of  the  Mayor,  I  am  glad  to  hear  of  the 
satisfactory  conditions  of  Annapolis,  but  would  it  be  in  that 
condition  had  it  not  been  for  the  medical  profession,  and  pos- 
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sibly  the  profession  of  pharmacy  has  played  some  part  in  mak¬ 
ing*  it  healthy  and  wealthy  ?  It  seems  to  me  that  is  the  case. 

The  members  of  this  Association  have  worked  hard  and 
done  their  utmost  to  make  these  meetings  a  success.  I  think 
it  is  a  duty  that  every  member  owes  to  the  Association — their 
loyal  support. 

I  want  to  extend  the  thanks  of  the  Association  to  His 
Honor,  the  Mayor,  for  his  most  kindly  and  happy  welcome,  and 
to  assure  him  that  we  will  be  delighted  to  have  him  here,  or  any 
others  from  the  Ancient  City  of  Annapolis,  at  our  meetings,  at 
any  and  all  times.  (Applause.) 

PRESIDENT :  The  next  thing  on  the  program  is  the 
President’s  address.  Will  Mr.  Stotlemeyer.  the  First  Vice- 
President,  take  the  chair? 

(Mr.  Stotlemeyer  did  as  requested.) 

PRESIDENT’S  ADDRESS. 


Another  year  has  passed  and  we  are  holding  our  annual 
meeting  in  the  capital  city  of  our  State,  and  in  the  same  build¬ 
ing  where  the  fourth  annual  meeting  was  held,  just  twenty- 
eight  years  ago.  Of  the  many  who  attended  the  meeting,  I  see 
but  few  here  in  attendance  today. 

Just  why  we  have  allowed  so  many  years  to  pass  before 
returning  to  Annapolis,  a  city  rich  in  historic  interest  and  older 
by  a  score  of  years  than  the  metropolis  of  our  State,  I  do  not 
know,  but  I  do  believe  it  was  a  happy  thought  on  the  part  of  the 
Executive  Committee  in  selecting  this  city  for  the  thirty-second 
annual  meeting,  and  I  sincerely  hope  that  this  meeting  will 
demonstrate  the  wisdom  of  their  choice. 

In  the  original  by-laws  of  our  Association  the  President 
was  directed  to  present  an  address  embodying  such  scientific 
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facts  and  events  of  the  year,  and  to  make  such  suggestions  as 
in  his  judgment  would  promote  the  interests  of  our  organiza¬ 
tion.  To  attempt  to  give  a  resume  of  only  the  most  important 
and  the  most  interesting  of  such  facts  would  be  a  herculean 
task,  and  besides  a  waste  of  time  for  which  there  would  be  ab¬ 
solutely  no  excuse  in  these  days  of  the  many  pharmaceutical 
journals  within  the  reach  of  all  of  our  members. 

Our  present  by-laws  allow  a  greater  freedom,  and  your 
President  may  select  any  subject  which  he  may  see  fit.  Were 
I  rewriting  the  present  by-laws  I  would  be  tempted  to  insert  a 
clause  which  would  eliminate  the  address  entirely,  or  at  least 
make  its  delivery  purely  optional.  We  have  but  a  compara¬ 
tively  few  business  sessions,  and  I  believe  the  time  can  be  spent 
more  profitably,  and  the  interest  in  the  meeting  better  sus¬ 
tained,  by  taking  up  the  routine  business  at  once,  and  conse¬ 
quently  I  shall  make  my  address  very  brief. 

During  the  last  few  years  in  which  I  have  attended  the 
annual  meetings  regularly  I  have  been  more  and  more  im¬ 
pressed  with  the  value  of  the  social  features  of  our  meetings. 
The  fraternal  spirit  awakened  and  stimulated  during  these 
hours  of  relaxation  from  the  cares  of  business  accomplishes 
much  for  our  Association.  Our  members  become  better  ac¬ 
quainted  with  each  other,  petty  jealousies  are  dispelled,  and 
when  the  need  for  concerted  action  along  either  constructive  or 
defensive  lines  is  felt,  it  is  much  easier  to  obtain  such  action. 
Some  of  the  State  Associations  have  as  an  adjunct  a  traveling- 
men’s  auxiliary,  the  special  object  of  which  is  to  stimulate  the 
social  side  of  the  annual  meetings,  and  I  would  suggest  that 
the  members  of  our  Association  who  belong  to  the  traveling- 
fraternity  would  give  this  matter  some  thought  and  considera¬ 
tion  and  adopt  some  such  plan  if  found  to  be  feasible.  We  all 
know  from  personal  experience  that  the  traveling-  men  are 
“live  wires,”  and  if  such  an  auxiliary  should  be  founded  there 
would  surely  be  something  doing  as  a  result.

Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association 


By  means  of  a  series  of  letters  the  Executive  and  the  Leg¬ 
islative  Committees  have  kept  our  members  informed  regard¬ 
ing*  various  matters  of  interest,  especially  along  legislative 
lines.  Details  of  their  work  will  no  doubt  be  presented  in  the 
respective  reports  to  be  made  by  these  two  committees,  so  I 
will  not  anticipate,  but  desire  just  here  to  express  my  appre¬ 
ciation  of  the  work  of  each,  and  to  especially  thank  the  chair¬ 
man  of  each  for  the  hearty  support  and  co-operation  which  I 
have  received.  The  Membership  Committee  has  been  active, 
and  as  a  result  we  have  a  number  of  new  names  added  to  the 
roll.  The  work  done  by  the  Entertainment  Committee  will  soon 
be  in  evidence,  and  I  feel  sure  will  afford  enjoyment  and  pleas¬ 
ure  to  all  who  participate. 

Before  concluding,  I  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the  As¬ 
sociation  to  a  bill  now  pending*  in  Congress  intended  to  provide 
a  remedy  for  the  unfair  competition  of  various  great  trading- 
monopolies  with  the  independent  merchants  of  this  country. 
It  is  known  as  the  Stevens  Bill  (H.  R.  13,305),  and  I  have  no 
doubt  you  are  all  familiar  with  its  intent  and  provisions. 

In  my  opinion  it  offers  the  most  practical  solution  of  the 
cut-price  problem  that  has  yet  been  devised.  And  I  would  rec¬ 
ommend  the  passage  by  this  Association  of  a  resolution  endors¬ 
ing  the  Stevens  Bill  and  pledging  our  support  to  the  same. 

And  now  in  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  you  for  the  honor 
you  have  conferred  upon  me,  and  to  express  the  hope  that  our 
Association  has  made  some  real  progress  during  the  past  year. 

CHAIRMAN  :  Ladies  and  Gentlemen :  You  have  heard 
the  able  address  of  our  President,  embodying,  as  it  does,  some 
important  suggestions.  What  is  your  pleasure?

The  N.  A.  R.  D.  extends  hearty  and  fraternal  greetings  to  the 
Maryland  State  Pharmaceutical  Association,  in  annual  meeting 
assembled  at  Annapolis,  Maryland,  and  wishes  for  it  a  largely  at¬ 
tended  and  most  successful  meeting. 
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Organization  and  co-operation  with  equal  opportunities  to  all 
are  still  emblematical  of  the  principles  of  the  X.  A.  R.  D.  While 
the  principles  of  the  National  Association  are  based  upon  the  above 
fundamentals,  yet  when  it  is  considered  that  from  each  of  these 
sources  there  has  branched  out  issue  upon  issue,  caused  by  the  vari¬ 
ous  conditions  that  arise  from  time  to  time  confronting  the  pro¬ 
fessional  as  well  as  the  economic  situations  environing  the  retail 
druggist,  one  is  simply  appalled  with  their  great  significance  and  we 
must  be  ever  ready  to  meet  them.

It  should  be  apparent  to  every  fair-minded  man  and  is  mani¬ 
fested  in  many  ways,  that  all  the  successful  retail  drug  co-opera¬ 
tive  organizations  of  the  country,  whether  national  or  local,  owe 
their  success  largely  to  the  teachings  of  the  parent  organization. 
This  is  largely  true  of  the  United  Drug  Co.  (Rexall),  the  A.  D.  S., 
the  A.  D.  F.  I.  Co.,  the  Druggists’  Indemnity  Exchange,  and  more 
recently  the  Tampa-Cuba  Cigar  Co.  You  cannot  get  away  from  it 
and  it  must  be  recognized  at  its  true  value. 

In  matters  of  legislation,  more  especially  in  that  of  national 
legislation,  we  are  now  beginning  to  realize  what  organization  and 
co-operation  truly  means  and  could  we  only  have  included  in  our 
membership  one-half  or  two-thirds  of  the  entire  retail  drug  trade, 
what  a  powerful  influence  we  would  have  had  to  back  up  our  efforts, 
but  even  as  it  is,  with  the  selection  of  the  best  and  ablest  representa¬ 
tives  from  our  own  profession,  we  are  making  hopeful  progress,  and 
in  the  matter  of  price  maintenance,  or  more  properly  price-registra¬ 
tion,  which  we  have  strong  hopes  of  having  legally  enacted  by 
Congress  the  coming  year,  we  should  enlist  the  attention,  the 
sympathies  and  the  helpful  assistance  of  the  entire  retail  trade.  A 
uniform  retail  selling  price  is  something  that  should  be  fully  appre¬ 
ciated  by  every  man  who  stands  for  all  that  is  fair,  equitable  and 
just  in  trade.  With  the  restoration  of  equal  opporunities  for  all, 
freed  from  the  contamination  and  injustice  of  great  combinations 
of  capital,  there  should  be  created  an  impetus  for  success  in  the 
retail  drug  trade  that  will  be  simply  marvelous. 
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Is  there  any  one  of  us  with  soul  so  dead,  or  so  blind  to  the  live 
issues  of  the  day,  that  cannot  for  himself  see  that  it  is  his  bounden 
duty,  almost  his  religious  duty,  to  support  his  professional  organi¬ 
zations  for  what  they  are  trying  to  do  for  him:  first,  his  local 
association,  where  the  local  interests  should  predominate;  second, 
his  state  association,  where  important  state  legislation  matters  can 
only  be  successfully  handled,  and  third,  your  national  association, 
where  only  subjects  and  legislation  of  a  national  character  can  be 
properly  taken  care  of.  What  can  an  individual  accomplish  in 
proportion  to  what  may  be  accomplished  in  collective,  organized 
concert? 

These  are  very  important  subjects  to  think  over  not  only  dur¬ 
ing  your  leisure,  but  at  all  times.  Give  your  undivided  and  loyal 
support  to  your  associations  as  stated,  for  it  is  only  by  these  means 
that  success  can  be  accomplished.

DRAFT  OF  RESOLUTIONS. 

Whereas,  the  unfair  practice  of  cutting  prices  of  standard 
goods  is  being  generally  used  as  a  means  of  destroying  the  inde¬ 
pendent  merchants  of  the  country  and  creating  great  trading  mo¬ 
nopolies,  thus  seriously  injuring  the  prosperity  of  the  towns  and 
smaller  cities;  and 

Whereas,  the  claim  that  price-cutting  is  in  the  interest  of  the 
consumer  is  wholly  unfounded,  since  the  loss  on  standard  goods  is 
always  offset  by  the  higher  prices  charged  for  unknown  goods  of 
doubtful  quality;  and 

Whereas,  House  Bill  13305,  introduced  in  Congress  by  Repre¬ 
sentative  Stevens,  of  New  Hampshire,  is  a  measure  that  will  aid 
in  establishing  fair,  free  and  honest  competition,  relieved  from  cut¬ 
throat  methods,  and  give  the  independent  merchant  an  opportunity 
to  do  business  under  legitimate  conditions, 
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Resolved,  That  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association 
heartily  endorses  the  Stevens  bill,  and  calls  on  the  United  States 
Senators  and  Congressmen  from  this  state  to  favor  that  measure, 
and  to  use  their  influence  in  having  it  enacted  into  law  at  the  pres¬ 
ent  session  of  Congress. 

Resolved,  That  we  commend  the  utterances  of  President  Wil¬ 
son  at  Philadelphia,  on  October  29,  1912,  when  in  defining  his  policy 
he  said: 

“Safeguard  American  men  against  unfair  competition  and 
they  will  take  care  of  themselves  *  *  *  If  you  make 

the  processes  by  which  small  men  are  undersold  in  particu¬ 
lar  markets  criminal;  if  you  penalize  in  the  same  way  those 
discriminations  by  which  retail  dealers  are  punished  if 
they  deal  in  the  goods  of  anybody  except  the  big  manu¬ 
facturers;  if  you  see  to  it  that  raw-  materials  are  sold  upon 
the  same  terms  to  everybody;  if  you  see  that  the  closed 
market  for  credit  is  opened  up  by  a  very  different  banking 
system,  then  you  have  freed  America,  and  I  for  my  part 
am  willing  to  stop  there  and  see  who  has  the  best  brains;” 

and  we  pledge  him  our  earnest  support  in  any  effort  he  may  make 
to  enforce  the  principles  of  equal  rights  and  equal  opportunity  to 
honest  dealing  with  the  consuming  public. 

SECRETARY :  In  connection  with  this  letter  was 
sent  a  communication  asking  that  I  present  to  this  Associa¬ 
tion  for  consideration  a  draft  of  a  resolution  referring  to  a 
bill  which  is  now  before  Congress,  and  to  which  the  Presi¬ 
dent  made  reference  a  few  minutes  ago,  to  the  effect  that 
this  Association  approve  this,  bill  and  ask  their  representa¬ 
tives  in  Congress  to  favor  it. 

Mr.  HANCOCK :  I  think  the  bill  is  sufficiently  under¬ 
stood  so  that  we  may  proceed  to  give  it  the  endorsement  of 
the  Association  as  it  stands,  and  I  move  that  this  bill  be 
considered  Thursday  morning. 

PRESIDENT:  Gentlemen,  you  have  heard  the  mo¬ 
tion  offered  by  Mr.  Hancock. 

Mr.  THOMAS:  Air.  President,  in  seconding  that  mo¬ 
tion  I  heartily  agree  with  him,  for  I  think  this  well-known 
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Stevens  bill  is  impressed  on  every  retail  pharmacist  in  our 
broad  land,  and  a  resolution  coming  from  the  Association, 
after  discussion,  would  be  probably  stronger.  Therefore,  I 
endorse  what  Mr.  Hancock  has  said. 

(Motion  put  to  vote  and  carried.) 

PRESIDENT :  The  ne.xt  order  of  business  :  Report  of 
Executive  Committee,  Mr.  Thomas,  Chairman. 

Mr.  THOMAS  (reading  report)  : 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical 
Association  begs  to  report  that  they  have  been  untiring  in  their 
activity  during  the  past  year,  keeping  in  as  close  touch  as  possible 
with  our  Legislative  Committee,  our  Secretary,  etc.,  and  assisting 
in  keeping  our  members  informed  of  what  occurred  to  affect  the 
interests  of  the  organization  by  writing  them  from  time  to  time  as 
to  what  had  been  accomplished.  A  great  deal  of  interest  was  taken 
by  this  Committee  in  the  selection  of  a  place  of  meeting,  as  much 
assistance  as  possible  being  given  to  the  Entertainment  Committee 
in  making  this  selection  a  success. 

Until  this  year  it  was  not  the  habit  of  any  of  the  Committees — 
the  Executive  Committee  included — to  keep  the  members  in  touch 
with  the  work  of  the  various  committees  by  sending  them  from 
time  to  time  letters  outlining  what  had  been  accomplished.  It  is 
believed  that  this  action  during  the  past  year  has  done  much  to 
keep  alive  the  interest  of  our  members  of  the  Association,  and  it 
is  earnestly  suggested  that  the  incoming  Executive  Committee, 
and  all  other  committees,  particularly  the  Legislative  Committee, 
adopt  the  same  plan.  By  this  means  we  believe  that  members  will 
keep  more  closely  in  touch  with  the  Association  than  though  they 
depended  for  their  touch  entirely  upon  the  publication  of  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  of  the  annual  meetings.

Mr.  THOMAS:  Mr.  President,  I  want  to  say,  in  this 
connection,  that  the  Executive  Committee  has  been  untiring 
in  their  efforts  looking  towards  the  interests  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion.  They  have  sent  out  quite  a  number  of  letters,  pos¬ 
sibly  six  or  eight  different  times,  and  as  the  report  states, 
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there  is  only  one  object  in  view — to  let  the  members  feel 
and  know  that  the  Association  is  studying  their  interests 
and  actively  looking  out  for  everything  to  aid  pharmacy. 

PRESIDENT :  Gentlemen,  you  have  listened  to  the 
report  of  the  Executive  Committee.  What  is  your  pleasure? 

Mr.  HANCOCK — Mr.  President,  I  move  it  be  received 
with  thanks  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

(Motion  seconded,  put  to  vote  and  carried.) 

PRESIDENT :  The  report  of  the  Secretary  is  next  in 
order. 

SECRETARY :  Air.  President,  Gentlemen  and  Ladies : 
The  work  of  the  Association  this  year  has  been  so  similar 
to  that  for  several  years  past  that  I  did  not  feel  it  was  nec¬ 
essary  to  write  out  a  formal  report.  The  Secretary’s  work 
speaks  for  itself.  If  you -get  a  letter,  he  has  done  some¬ 
thing;  if  not,  he  has  done  nothing.  So  it  is  hardly  neces¬ 
sary  to  write  out  a  formal  report.  The  proceedings  this 
year  were  published  as  promptly  as  usual,  the  total  cost  to 
the  Association  for  the  proceedings  being  about  $300,  in¬ 
cluding  postage,  and  from  the  advertising  section  of  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  we  had  a  return  of  approximately  $200,  making  the 
proceedings  cost  the  Association  net  about  $100,  which  has 
been  about  the  usual  cost  since  I  have  held  the  office.  In  ac¬ 
cordance  with  our  custom,  we  have  not  been  very  active  in 
soliciting  advertisements ;  we  have  simply  tried  to  depend 
on  those  old  friends  who  have  been  with  us  without  trying 
to  create  the  impression  that  we  were  seeking  advertise¬ 
ments  to  curtail  our  expenses.  The  report  of  the  proceed¬ 
ings  last  year  was  published  by  L.  A.  Engel  &  Co.,  who  have 
had  the  work  for  several  years  on  a  satisfactory  basis,  the 
cost  per  page  being  $1.28  for  600  copies,  including  all  the 
work  connected  with  mailing,  except  the  cost  of  postage. 
No  communications  of  any  particular  importance  have  come

to  the  Secretary  during  the  year.  Current  matters  have  been 
given  attention,  letters  from  members  and  others  making 
inquiries  as  to  the  work  of  the  Association  were  answered, 
various  inquiries  have  been  received  and  referred  to  the 
proper  committee.  Such  communications  have  been  sent 
out  as  the  Executive  Committee  has  ordered,  and  they  speak 
for  themselves.  One  item  of  interest  which  is  usually  ex¬ 
pected  in  the  Secretary’s  report  is  in  connection  with  the 
recommendation  of  the  Association  made  to  the  Governor, 
in  filling  the  yearly  vacancy  on  the  Board  of  Pharmacy.  Mr. 
Ephraim  Bacon,  as  many  of  you  know,  was  reappointed  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy.  I  believe  this  covers  all 
the  important  facts  in  connection  with  the  work  of  the  Sec¬ 
retary  during  the  year,  other  than  to  say  that  I  appreciate 
the  co-operation  of  the  members,  and  trust  the  work  has 
been  entirely  satisfactory. 

PRESIDENT :  The  next  item  is  the  report  of  the 
Treasurer.  Mr.  Westcott  notified  me  he  would  not  be  able 
to  be  present,  but  sent  the  books  and  vouchers  and  his  re¬ 
port,  which  the  Secretary  will  please  read. 

(The  Secretary  read  Treasurer’s  report  as  requested.)

Gentlemen: — 

Your  Treasurer  regrets  that  he  will  be  unable  to  be  present  at 
the  meeting  in  Annapolis  to  present  his  report  in  person. 

He  begs  leave  to  report  that  the  usual  details  of  his  office  have 
been  attended  to.  Bills  to  members  for  dues  and  to  advertisers 
have  been  rendered  and,  so  far  as  possible,  collections  have  been 
made.  All  bills  against  the  Association  have  been  paid.  The  expendi¬ 
tures  during  the  past  year  have  been  somewhat  larger  than  usual  and 
the  receipts  from  dues  and  advertisers  somewhat  less,  resulting  in 
loss  in  our  balance  of  cash  on  hand  of  about  $144.00.

REPORT  OF  MEMBERSHIP  COMMITTEE. 

To  the  President  and  Members  of 

The  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

Gentlemen: — 

I  beg  leave  to  make  the  following  report  in  behalf  of  the  Mem¬ 
bership  Committee: 
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Our  membership  has  not  made  any  material  gain  in  the  last

This  can  be  done,  if  the  druggists  in  the 
outlying  districts  will  co-operate,  as  the  druggists  in  the  large 
towns  have  contributed  their  quota  and  more.

PRESIDENT :  There  will  be  a  final  report  of  the 
Membership  Committee  later,  at  which  time  action  will  be 
taken.  I  would  like  to  say,  however,  that  we  have  a  very 
efficient  membership  committee,  and  I  am  sure  I,  as  well  as 
the  Assciation,  appreciate  the  work  they  have  done.  The 
next  order  of  business  is  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Entertainment.

Mr.  HENGST :  Mr.  President  and  Ladies  and  Gentle¬ 
men  :  The  Entertainment  Committee  came  to  Annapolis  in 
a  body  and  have  arranged  the  following  program  for  the  en¬ 
tertainment  of  the  members :  The  President’s  reception  to¬ 
night  at  9  o'clock.  Tomorrow  afternoon  at  2  o’clock,  or  as 
near  2'  o’clock  as  possible,  we  will  have  a  trip  up  the  Severn, 
returning  to  Annapolis  about  4  and  continuing  the  trip  to 
Claiborne.  At  Claiborne  there  will  be  a  luncheon,  and  the 
return  to  Annapolis  will  be  about  quarter  past  eight.  To¬ 
morrow  night  at  the  hotel  there  will  be  a  card  party  and 
music.  On  Wednesday  afternoon  at  3  o’clock,  at  the  hotel, 
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we  will  meet  for  a  trip  through  the  Naval  Academy  and 
other  places  of  interest  in  Annapolis.  On  Thursday  night 
there  will  be  another  card  party  and  dancing.  At  both  of 
these  card  parties  there  will  be  prizes. 

PRESIDENT :  One  of  the  special  committees  is  the 
Committee  on  the  Proctor  Memorial. 

Mr.  PtANCOCK:  Mr.  President,  ladies  and  gentlemen: 
(reading  report). 

The  Committee  on  the  William  Proctor,  Jr.,  Monument  Fund 
at  last  has  the  honor  to  report  that  sufficient  money  has  been  col¬ 
lected  for  the  Monument. 

Maryland  has  given  her  share  through  personal  subscriptions 
and  appropriations  made  on  two  occasions  by  the  Maryland 
Pharmaceutical  Association. 

The  Committee  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association 
will  be  able  to  make  a  favorable  report  to  that  Association  at  its 
annual  meeting  in  Detroit  in  August  next,  and  it  may  be  reason¬ 
ably  expected  that  authority  will  then  be  given  to  the  Committee 
to  contract  for  the  work,  so  that  the  Monument  may  be  in  readi¬ 
ness  for  dedication  at  the  meeting  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical 
Association  to  be  held  in  Washington  in  1917 — the  Centennial  year 
of  the  birth  of  Professor  Procter. 

The  Committee  will  recommend  a  formal  unveiling  of  the 
Monument  to  the  Father  of  American  Pharmacy  and  a  large  gath¬ 
ering  may  be  expected  for  the  occasion. 

The  Congress  of  the  United  States  will  be  petitioned  to  assign 
a  space  in  the  Smithsonian  grounds  in  Washington,  D.  C-,  and 
also  to  furnish  the  granite  base  for  the  Monument  which,  when 
unveiled,  is  to  be  turned  over  to  the  United  States  Government  and 
cared  for  like  the  other  Monuments  in  the  Capitol  City, 

We  submit  for  inspection  a  photograph  of  a  model  presented 
to  your  Committee  by  the  Baltimore  sculptor,  Mr.  Edward  Berge, 
who  has  made  a  liberal  offer  for  the  erection  of  the  Monument. 
His  character  and  reputation  will  warrant  satisfactory  work. 

At  a  recent  meeting  in  Philadelphia,  in  the  Hall  of  the  Phila¬ 
delphia  College  of  Pharmacy,  which  was  arranged  by  Prof.  J.  P. 
Remington,  there  was  assembled  a  few  of  the  old  friends  of  Prof.

Procter  to  criticise  the  model  of  Mr.  Berge,  who  was  present  to 
make  necessary  changes. 

Professor  Remington  was  the  assistant  of  Professor.  Procter 
at  the  time  of  his  death  and  afterwards  his  successor  in  the  Col¬ 
lege.  A  more  favorable  opportunity  could  not  be  had  to  secure  a 
correct  model  than  was  obtained  at  this  meeting.  Those  present — 
now  old  men — had  been  clerks,  students,  and  daily  associates  of 
Professor  Procter. 

There  was  a  unanimous  vote  in  favor  of  the  corrected  model 
and  a  resolution  was  passed  in  favor  of  securing  the  services  of 
Mr.  Berge  for  the  building  and  erection  of  the  Monument.

Mr.  HANCOCK:  I  think  you  will  all  be  interested,  Mr. 
President, — if  I  am  not  imposing  on  your  time — if  I  pass 
around  this  photograph  of  the  model  of  the  Proctor  monu¬ 
ment.  About  a  month  ago  this  meeting  was  held  in  Philadel¬ 
phia,  at  which  several  friends  of  William  Proctor  were  pres*- 
ent,  and  they  have  finally  succeeded  in  securing  a  model  of  a 
monument  that  I  do  not  think  is  rivalled  by  any  other — with 
possibly  the  exception  of  the  monument  to  Nathan  Hale.  The 
monument  is  to  be  placed  in  the  Smithsonian  Grounds  at 
Washington,  where  monuments  to  Dr.  Gross  and  Dr.  Benjamin 
Rush  have  been  placed  by  the  American  Medical  Association 
and  the  Association  of  Surgeons,  and  this  will  complete  the 
triad,  Pharmacy,  Medicine  and  Surgery,  and  I  am  proud  to 
say  this  one  thing,  that  the  other  two  monuments,  while  excel¬ 
lent  in  detail,  do  not  begin  to  compare  with  the  monument  to 
William  Proctor.  It  is  almost  a  speaking  model. 

Mr.  THOMAS :  I  move  this  report  be  accepted,  Mr. 
President.  I  wish  to  say  that  every  pharmacist  in  this  broad 
land,  and  everybody  who  has  anything  to  do  with  pharmacy 
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ought  to  be  proud  to  know  of  the  great  work  that  the  chairman 
of  this  Committee,  Doctor  John  F.  Hancock,  has  accomplished. 
Professor  Proctor,  who  is  known  to  all  pharmacists  as  being 
the  Father  of  Pharmacy,  as  I  understand  was  born  in  our  city 
of  Baltimore,  in  the  State  of  Maryland,  but  afterwards  re¬ 
moved  to  Philadephia.  In  1904  or  1906  Dr.  John  F.  Hancock 
conceived  the  idea  of  erecting  a  monument  to  the  Father  of 
Pharmacy,  and  asked  that  a  resolution  be  passed  by  the  Amer¬ 
ican  Pharmaceutical  Association,  which  was  done.  He  was 
appointed  chairman  of  that  committee  and  has  been  untiring 
in  his  efforts  ever  since  and  hasi  remained  the  chairman.  His 
great  work  is  now  about  to  be  completed.  It  will  require  a 
great  sum  of  money  to  erect  this  monument  in  the  grounds  of 
the  Smithsonian  Institution  at  Washington,  but  through  the 
energies  and  efforts  of  Doctor  Hancock  it  has  been  secured, 
and  as  his  son  has  just  stated,  it  is  a  great  honor  to  have 
pharmacy  associated  with  surgery  and  medicine,  and  we  should 
all  feel  proud  of  what  Doctor  Hancock  has  done  in  this  matter. 

I  therefore  make  a  motion,  Mr.  President,  that  the  sculp¬ 
tor,  Mr.  Berge,  be  retained  as  the  artist,  or  as  the  sculptor,  to 
finish  this  great  work. 

PRESIDENT :  As.  I  understand,  that  will  be  simply  a 
recommendation,  Mr.  Thomas? 

Mr.  THOMAS  :  A  recommendation. 

PRESIDENT:  Is  the  motion  seconded? 

Mr.  KAHN  :  I  second  the  motion. 

PRESIDENT :  I  heartily  approve  of  that  motion  as 
offered.  We  all  know  the  work  that  Dr.  Hancock  has  done, 
but  I  do  not  believe  any  of  us  appreciate  how  much — how 
untiring  has  been  his  devotion,  and  now  the  accomplish¬ 
ment,  the  fulfilment,  is  certainly  very  g-ratifying.  I  think 
you  all  understand  the  motion  before  the  house :  This  Asso¬ 
ciation  recommends  that  the  services  of  Mr.  Berge  be  re¬ 
tained  as  the  sculptor  for  the  completion  of  this  work. 
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(Motion  put  to  vote  and  carried.) 

At  this  point  the  President  called  Mr.  Stottlemeyer  to 
take  the  chair. 

The  chair  called  for  reports  from  an)T  other  special  com¬ 
mittees,  to  which  there  was  no  response. 

Chairman  STOTLEMEYER:  Have  any  of  the  dele¬ 
gates  from  our  Association  to  other  associations  any  reports 
to  make?  (No  response.)  Any  special  committees  on  any 
subjects?  (No  response.) 

Ladies,  and  gentlemen,  in  the  absence  of  any  other  re¬ 
port,  while  we  are  waiting  for  Mr.  Frames,  I  will  just  make 
an  individual  report  of  a  committee  of  which  I  was  the 
chairman,  appointed  last  year,  the  committee  on  cordial  re¬ 
lations  with  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  You  will  remember  that  the 
committee  was  appointed  on  my  recommendation,  and  they 
made  me  chairman  of  it,  and  at  the  meeting  of  the  N.  A.  R. 
D.  at  Cincinnati  I  tried  to  cultivate  more  cordial  relations 
with  the  N.  A.  R.  D.,  and  I  think  I  succeeded.  And  I  want 
to  say  this,  that  the  National  Association  has  the  most  cor¬ 
dial  feelings  for  the  Maryland,  as  well  as  other  state  asso¬ 
ciations,  and  will  gladly  welcome  affiliation  with  them,  and 
as  an  earnest  of  the  interest  they  are  taking  in  wanting 
more  cordial  relations,  when  your  humble  servant  paid  his 
dues  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  they  gave  me  an  engraved 
certificate  entitling  me  to  all  the  privileges  of  a  regularly 
elected  delegate  to  the  N.  A.  R.  D.,  so  that  a  member  of  this 
Association  has  a  standing  as  delegate  in  the  N.  A.  R.  D. 
wffiether  appointed  or  not. 

(The  President  returned  to  the  room  and  resumed  the 
chair.) 

Mr.  THOMAS :  Mr.  President,  as  a  little  diversion 
from  the  usual  run  of  business,  I  want  to  introduce  to  all 
the  members  here  one  of  the  most  loyal  members  the  Asso- 
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ciation  has  ever  known,  Mr.  Leary,  from  Rock  Hall.  He  at¬ 
tends  these  meetings  at  a  great  sacrifice,  financially  and 
otherwise,  by  closing  his  place  of  business  in  order  to  do  so. 
Emerson  tells  us  nothing  is  accomplished  without  enthusi¬ 
asm.  Mr.  Leary  has  organization  enthusiasm.  So  I  am 
sure  we  will  give  him  a  most  cordial  welcome.  (Applause.) 

(At  this  point  Governor  Goldsborough  entered  the 
room.) 

PRESIDENT :  Gentlemen,  it  gives  me  pleasure  to 
introduce  to  the  members  of  the  Association  His  Excel¬ 
lency,  Governor  Phillips  Lee  Goldsborough,  who,  I  hope, 
will  make  a  few  remarks. 

Governor  GOLDSBOROL'GH :  Mr.  President,  and 
Gentlemen  and  Ladies  of  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  As¬ 
sociation — ladies  as  members,  or,  if  not,  as  guests :  It  is  a 
very  great  pleasure  to  welcome  you  to  Annapolis,  and  those 
of  us  who  are  imbued  with  the  progress  of  the  age  must  not 
be  unmindful  of  the  great  historic  sentiment  that  is  centered 
in  this  splendid  old  city,  in  this  very  State  House — it  is  the 
third  that  has  been  built  upon  this  present  site.  The  first 
one  was  in  1696,  which  was  destroyed  by  fire  perhaps  two 
or  three  years  after  its  erection,  the  second  in  1704,  and  then 
the  present  one  in  1772.  Of  all  the  original  States,  it  is  a 
matter  of  pride  to  Marylanders  to  know  that  only  Massa¬ 
chusetts  and  Maryland  have  their  old  original  colonial 
statehouses.  This  room  in  which  we  stand  is  historic. 
There  is  hardly  a  son  in  Maryland,  and,  I  doubt,  a  daughter, 
but  what  he  or  she  is  cognizant  of  the  fact  that  within  the 
walls  of  this  chamber  the  greatest  of  all  Americans,  George 
Washington,  resigned  his  commission  as  the  commanding 
general  of  the  American  Army  to  the  Continental  Congress 
then  in  session  in  this  building.  Just  across  the  way,  that 
little  building  there,  preserved  in  its  original  state,  was  a 
meeting  place  of  the  Governor  and  his  Council,  and  not  in- 
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frequently  Washington  and  Lafayette  there  met  to  discuss 
affairs  of  state  and  nation,  and  it  may  be  well  for  me  to  say 
to  you  that  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  in  old  Independence 
Hall,  on  the  Fourth  of  July  next,  I  shall  witness  the  celebra¬ 
tion  of  Independence  Day,  when  the  governors  of  the  thir¬ 
teen  original  colonies  will  there  meet  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  who  will  make  an  address  on  patriotism  to 
the  people  of  this  nation,  urging  them  not  to  forget  the  his¬ 
tory  and  the  traditions  and  the  sentiments  that  surround 
this  great  country  of  ours,  and  not  to  be  unmindful  of  the 
great  benefits  and  advantages  that  are  to  accrue  to  us,  and 
do  accrue  now  to  us,  from  that  splendid  document  that  they 
will  read  in  Old  Independence  Hall,  the  Declaration  of  In¬ 
dependence  and  the  Federal  Constitution,  particularly  that 
paper  of  1787,  and  we  are  proud  of  the  fact  that  preliminary 
arrangements  for  the  adoption  of  the  Federal  Constitution 
of  1787  were  in  this  building  right  here  to  my  left,  made  in 
1786. 

This  State  House  as  it  now  stands — that  is,  the  original 
part  of  it.  not  the  wing  to  my  right — was  designed  by  one  of 
the  most  noted  architects  of  his  day.  Sir  Christopher  Wren, 
and  hanging  upon  its  walls  in  sight  before  me,  and  in  the 
Executive  Offices  above  you,  are  some  of  the  portraits  done 
by  the  masters  of  old. 

This  town  in  colonial  times  was  known  as  a  city  of  re¬ 
finement  and  culture.  In  the  old  Ogle  house,  down  on  Col¬ 
lege  avenue,  opposite  St.  John’s  College,  Lafayette  said 
there  was  the  most  luxurious  drawing-room  to  be.  found  in 
America.  If  you  travel  over  this  town,  winding  your  way 
through  its  circles  and  down  its  narrow  lanes  and  alleys, 
you  are  carried  back  to  the  days  of  old,  and  if  you  visit  some 
of  the  houses — the  Brice  house,  and  the  Ridout  house,  and 
the  Carvel  house,  and  the  Ogle  house — and  there  see  the  old 
terraces  and  the  boxwood  in  the  gardens,  you  get  some 
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thought  and  some  recollection  of  what  your  ancestors  were 
and  how  they  lived  and  what  they  lived  for. 

It  is  most  fitting  that  this  body  of  men  so  closely  allied 
with  the  greatest  profession  that  we  have  in  this  country  or 
any  other  country — I  think  I  can  say  that  because  I  am  a 
lawyer  and  proud  of  my  profession,  though  I  am  frank 
enough  to  confess  that  my  judgment  is  that  the  medical 
profession  has  gone  ahead  with  more  rapid  strides,  has  ac¬ 
complished  more  than  any  profession  I  know  of,  and  that 
profession  cannot  do  it  alone — it  must  largely  depend  upon 
the  efforts  of  you  men  for  help  in  this  great  progress,  this 
great  advancement,  for  seeing  that  the  proper  legislation  is 
enacted,  seeing  that  the  health  of  the  people  is  safeguarded 
and  that  pure  foods  and  drugs  are  on  the  market. 

It  is  splendid  work  you  gentlemen  are  doing.  I  am 
glad  to  welcome  you  to  Annapolis.  I  hope  your  visit  here 
will  be  one  of  very  great  pleasure.  I  am  sure  that  the  hos¬ 
pitality  of  the  people  will  be  extended  to  you.  I  need  not 
surrender  to  you.  Mr.  President,  the  key  to  the  gates  that 
lead  to  Annapolis,  because  the  gates  of  Annapolis  are  al¬ 
ways  open  to  all  strangers  who  may  enter. 

I  wish  you  a  delightful  and  happy  stay,  and  that  the 
result  of  your  conference  may  be  one  of  great  benefit  to 
the  people  of  this  State  and  nation.  (Applause.) 

Mr.  HANCOCK:  Mr.  President,  I  move  this  Associa¬ 
tion  extend  a  rising  vote  of  thanks  to  His  Excellency, 
Governor  Goldsborough,  and — we  hope  it  will  not  be  in¬ 
appropriate  because  we  all  wish  it — that  each  have  the 
privilege  of  shaking  hands  with  His  Excellency. 

Mr.  THOMAS :  I  second  the  motion. 

(Motion  put  to  vote  and  carried.) 

(Thereupon  after  the  reception  by  Governor  Golds¬ 
borough  the  meeting  adjourned  at  5  o’clock  p.  m.  until 
Wednesday  morning,  June  24,  1914,  at  10  o’clock.)

Gentlemen: 

The  letter  froyn  the  Retail  Drug  Clerks’  Association  of  Balti¬ 
more  addressed  to  His  Excellency,  the  Governor  of  Maryland, 
has  been  carefully  considered  by  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the 
Baltimore  Retail  Druggists  Association,  and  we  beg  to  express 
ourselves  as  follows: 

It  appears  from  the  above  mentioned  letter  (although  it  is  not 
clearly  so  stated  in  the  letter)  that  the  Baltimore  Drug  Clerks'  As¬ 
sociation  desires  that  a  Pharmacist  who  is  a  clerk,  be  appointed 
by  the  Governor  to  a  place  on  the  Board  of  Pharmacy. 

Also  that  they  wish  to  call  the  Governor’s  attention  to  certain 
alleged  unsanitary  conditions,  which  they  claim  exist  in  some  of 
the  Pharmacies  of  the  City  and  State. 

It  seems  to  us  that  there  could  be  no  reasonable  objection  to 
an  appointment- of  a  pharmacist,  who  is  a  clerk,  to  the  Board  of 
Pharmacy,  provided  that  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Associa¬ 
tion  could  in  its  judgment  recommend  such  a  pharmacist  to  the 
Governor;  as  we  understand  that  it  has  been  the  custom  or  prece¬ 
dent  for  many  years  for  the  Governor  to  select  the  members  of  the 
Board  of  Pharmacy  from  a  list  of  names  submitted  to  him  by  the 
Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

In  reference  to  any  unsanitary  conditions  that  may  exist  in 
pharmacies  throughout  the  State,  it  appears  to  us  that  such  condi¬ 
tions  should  be  referred  to  the  State  Board  of  Health  for  their 
investigation,  as  it  is  a  matter  coming  strictly  under  their  control.

With  regard  to  the  letter  from  the  Drug  Clerks’  Association  to

Gentlemen: 

Replying  to  your  inquiry  in  which  you  submit  a  letter  that  was 
sent  to  Governor  Goldsborough  by  the  Retail  Drug  Clerks’  Asso¬ 
ciation,  wherein  they  seemingly  ask  for  representation  on  the 
Maryland  Board  of  Pharmacy,  I  am  disposed  to  answer  as  follows: 

As  the  chairman  of  the  Legislative  Committee  of  the  Mary¬ 
land  Pharmaceutical  Association,  let  me  say  that  it  has  been  the 
uniform  custom  of  the  Honorable  Governors  of  Maryland  to  ap¬ 
point  the  Commissioners  of  Pharmacy  from  the  list  that  is  an¬ 
nually  recommended  by  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association. 
This  Association  undertook  this  obligation  in  the  interest  of  Phar- 
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macy  in  order  to  prevent  as  far  as  is  possible  the  appointment  of 
any  undesirable  applicant,  and  I  am  glad  to  say  that  it  has  always 
recommended  men  who  would  be  a  credit  to  your  Board,  without 
distinction  of  party  affiliation  or  whether  they  were  drug  store 
owners  or  clerks.  The  only  thing  that  was  considered  was  the 
fitness  of  the  man  for  the  position,  and  we  think  that  the  earnest¬ 
ness  of  our  Association  has  been  reflected  in  the  Board. 

The  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association  may  be  fairly 
called  the  representative  Association  for  our  profession..  Its  mem¬ 
bership  includes  all  branches  of  the  drug  business  throughout  the 
State,  and  its  enrollment  includes  quite  as  many  clerks  as  pro¬ 
prietors  ,and  I  for  one  would  be  grievously  disappointed  to  see 
this  custom  of  appointment  overlooked. 

If  there  was  any  good  to  be  gained  by  it,  it  would  be  a  different 
matter,  but  I  candidly  fear  that  the  contentions  that  would  other¬ 
wise  arise  would  have  a  demoralizing  influence  on  your  Board  and 
its  work.  If  the  Retail  Drug  Clerks’  Association  desires  one  of 
their  members  on  the  Board,  it  is  privileged  to  suggest  a  name 
to  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association.  If  the  party  should 
be  fitted  for  the  position,  I  see  no  reason  why  our  Association 
should  not  recommend  the  applicant. 

That  would  not  be  contrary  to  our  precedents,  because  we 
have  frequently  recommended  the  names  of  clerks  as  well  as  of 
men  who  were  not  members  of  our  Association.  Our  only  interests 
have  been  to  see  that  your  Board  should  be  composed  of  men  who 
are  qualified  mentally  and  morally  for  a  very  responsible  position, 
and  I  do  hope  that  the  time  will  never  come  when  the  Maryland 
Board  of  Pharmacy  will  be  degraded  by  having  its  membership 
made  up  of  men  who  represent  this  or  that  branch  or  faction  of  the 
business  to  the  detriment  of  the  best  interests  of  the  profession. 

As  to  the  other  matter  in  the  text  of  their  letter,  I  can  only 
say  that  I  believe  their  statements  to  be  wilful  misrepresentations 
and  untrue.  In  any  event,  I  cannot  see  where,  under  he  law,  the 
Board  of  Pharmacy  has  any  supervision  over  the  sanitary  con¬ 
ditions  of  a  store.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  Retail  Drug  Clerks’ 
Association  is  maliciously  trying  to  make  an  issue  where  none 
exists,  and  to  no  purpose,  unless  for  their  selfish  ends.

Your  communication  of  September  22nd,  addressed  to  our 
Mr.  Powell,  was  read  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Maryland  Board 
of  Pharmacy,  October  2nd,  and  the  letter  from  the  Drug  Clerks’ 
Association  of  Baltimore,  which  you  enclosed  therewith,  was  also 
read  and  discussed. 

Under  date  of  September  24th,  Mr.  Powell  wrote  Mr.  Garrison, 
president  of  the  Drug  Clerks’  Association  of  Baltimore,  requesting 
him  to  communicate  with  the  Maryland  Board  of  Pharmacy  that 
it  might  be  more  intelligently  informed  as  to  their  grievance  or 
demand.  To  date  the  Board  has  heard  nothing  from  Mr.  Garrison, 
or  any  member  of  the  Drug  Clerks’  Association. 

We  submit  to  the  Governor  for  his  information  the  following: 

While  we  believe  that  the  “Unsanitary  and  otherwise  unhealth¬ 
ful  conditions”  referred  to,  are  greatly  exaggerated  and  untrue,  if 
they  exist  at  all,  are  matters  over  which  we,  as  a  Board,  have  no 
jurisdiction. 


The  second  paragraph  of  the  Drug  Clerks’  letter  seems  to 
imply  that  they  wish  one  of  their  members  to  be  named  as  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Maryland  Board  of  Pharmacy.  To  this  there  can  be  no 
objection  provided  the  candidate  meets  the  requirements  of  the 
Pharmacy  Act,  and  has  the  endorsement  of  the  Maryland  Phar¬ 
maceutical  Association,  which  annually  nominates  three  candi¬ 
dates  from  whom  the  Governor  selects  one  to  fill  the  vacancy  which 
annually  occurs  May  1st. 

The  membership  of  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association 
is  open  to  Pharmacists  of  the  State,  of  every  affiliation,  including 
clerks. 

For  the  Governor’s  further  information  we  submitted  copies 
of  the  letter  from  the  Drug  Clerks’  Association  of  Baltimore  to 
allied  pharmaceutical  bodies  of  the  State  and  Baltimore  City,  and 
their  replies  are  enclosed  herewith. 

We  respectfully  request  that  in  the  event  of  the  Governor’s 
granting  an  interview  to  the  Drug  Clerks’  Association  of  Bal¬ 
timore  that  he  will  at  the  same  time  allow  the  Maryland  Board  of 
Pharmacy,  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association  and  the  Bal¬ 
timore  Retail  Druggists’  Association  to  be  represented.

The  Board  had  Mr.  Marchant  present  to  draft  a  new  Phar¬ 
macy  Law  which  he  did  after  several  days  work;  attached  is  a 
copy  of  bill  in  full. 


THE  BILL. 


AN  ACT  to  Repeal  Sections  178,  179,  181,  187,  189  and  190  of 
Article  43  of  The  Code  of  Public  General  Laws,  Title  “Health,” 
subtitle,  “Commissioners  of  Pharmac}',”  As  said  sections  were 
enacted  by  Chapter  179  of  The  Acts  of  1902  and  by  the  Amendatory 
Enactments,  Chapter  585  of  The  Acts  of  1906,  Chapter  612  of  The 
Acts  of  1908,  and  Chapter  494  of  The  Acts  of  1910,  and  to  re-enact 
said  sections  with  amendments. 

Section  1.  BE  IT  EXACTED  by  the  General  Assembly  of 
Maryland  that  Sections  178,  179,  181,  187,  189  and  190  of  Article  43 
of  the  Code  of  Public  General  Laws,  title  “Health,”  subtitle  “Com¬ 
missioners  of  Pharmacy,”  as  said  sections  were  enacted  by  Cap- 
ter  179  of  the  Act  of  1902,  and  by  the  amendator}r  enactments 
Chapter  585  of  the  Acts  of  1906,  Chapter  612  of  the  Acts  of  1908,  and 
Chapter  494  of  the  Acts  of  1910,  be  and  the  said  actions  are  hereby 
repealed  and  re-enacted  with  amendments,  so  as  to  read  as  fol¬ 
lows: 
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178.  Xo  person  shall  open,  conduct  or  keep  a  pharmacy  in 
ihis  State,  either  as  principal  or  agent,  unless  such  person  shall»have 
obtained  a  pharmacist’s  certificate,  as  hereinafter  provided;  and 
no  pharmacy  shall  be  left  in  charge  of  a  person  not  a  certified 
pharmacist  within  the  provisions  of  this  sub-title;  provided,  how¬ 
ever,  that  in  the  temporary  absence  of  the  certified  pharmacist  or 
pharmacists  by  whom  any  pharmacy  is  conducted  or  managed,  for 
a  period  not  exceeding  twenty-four  hours,  the  said  pharmacy  may 
be  left  in  temporary  charge  of  the  certified  assistant  pharmacist, 
who  is  or  has  been  regularly  employed  in  said  pharmacy;  pro¬ 
vided,  further,  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  physicians  and  dentists 
to  dispense  their  own  prescriptions.  Any  persons  violating  anyr 
of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  upon  conviction  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  one  hundred  dol¬ 
lars  for  each  offense. 

179.  Every  store  or  shop  where  drugs,  medicines  or  chem¬ 
icals  are  sold  or  displayed  for  sale  at  retail,  where  physicians’  pre¬ 
scriptions  are  compounded  or  where  drugs  simple  or  compound  of 
any  description  the  use  of  which  might  or  could  call  for  the  exer¬ 
cise  of  judgment  or  technical  knowledge  upon  the  part  of  the 
dealer  or  his  agent  or  servants;  or  any  store,  counter  or  other  de¬ 
vice  for  the  display  or  sale  of  medicines  or  drugs,  patent  or  pro¬ 
prietary,  which  has  upon  it  or  in  it  as  a  sign  the  words  “Pharma¬ 
cist,’’  “Pharmacy,  “Apothecary,”  ‘Drug  Store,”  “Druggist,”  or  any 
other  of  these  words;  or  which  exhibits  characteristic  showbottles 
or  globes  filled  with  colored  liquids,  shall  be  considered  a  phar¬ 
macy  within  the  meaning  of  this  subtitle. 

181.  Said  board  shall  organize  by  the  election  of  a  president, 
secretary  and  treasurer,  who  shall  serve  for  the  term  of  one  3rear, 
and  who  shall  perform  the  duties  as  prescribed  b}r  the  board. 
Meetings  for  the  examination  of  applicants  for  registration  shall 
be  held  on  the  first  Thursdajr  in  April  and  October,  in  each  year, 
in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  or  at  such  other  times  and  places  as  may 
be  fixed  by  the  board;  and  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  said 
meeting  for  examination  shall  be  given  by  publication  in  some 
daily  newspaper  published  in  the  State  of  Maryland,  at  least 
twenty  days  prior  to  said  meeting. 

187.  Any  person  who  shall  obtain,  or  cause  to  be  issued  by 
the  Commissioners  of  Pharmacy  any  certificate,  by  means  or  any 
trick  or  false  device,  misrepresentation  or  fraud,  shall  be  guilty  of 
a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by 
a  fine  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  or  imprisonment  in  jail  or  the 
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House  of  Correction,  not  exceeding  thirty  days,  or  both  in  the 
discretion  of  the  Court.  And  such  conviction  shall  invalidate  any 
certificate  so  obtained. 

189.  The  Commissioners  of  Pharmacy  shall  not  be  compelled 
to  issue  certificates  to  any  person  who  has,  prior  to  the  issuance 
of  the  same,  been  found  guilty  by  a  Court  of  competent  jurisdic¬ 
tion  of  the  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  subtitle,  or  of 
i he  violation  of  any  laws  or  ordinances  relating  to  the  sale  of 
narcotics;  and  should  proceedings  be  pending  against  any  appli¬ 
cant  the  said  board  may  in  its  discretion  withhold  the  certificate 
to  which  he  would  otherwise  be  entitled  until  the  termination  of 
said  proceedings  and  the  said  Commissioners  of  Pharmacy  may,  in 
their  discretion,  refuse  to  examine  any  person  who  has,  prior  to 
the  time  of  said  examination,  been  found  guilty  of  any  of  the  said 
offenses. 

190.  Nothing  in  this  subtitle  shall  be  taken  or  construed  to 
prevent  general  merchants,  conducting  or  operating  general  mer¬ 
chandise  stores,  from  the  sale  in  said  stores  in  the  original  or  un¬ 
broken  packages  of  such  medical  preparations  as  have  heretofore 
been  sold  by  general  merchandise  stores  within  this  State;  pro¬ 
vided,  however,  that  the  right  given  in  this  section  to  said  general 
merchandise  stores  to  make  sale  of  such  medicinal  preparations, 
shall  not  apply  to  such  stores  within  the  limits  of  Baltimore  City, 
or  within  the  limits  of  any''  other  town  or  city  within  this  State, 
of  more  than  five  thousand  inhabitants  or  population.  And  in  any 
prosecution  under  this  subtitle,  the  United  States  Census  for  1910 
shall  be  taken  to  establish  the  population  of  such  town  or  city. 

Section  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  that  this  Act  shall  take  effect 
from  the  date  of  its  passage. 

The  Bill  was  drafted  in  harmony  with  the  expressed  indorse¬ 
ments  of  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association  in  session  at  Ocean 
City,  July,  1913,  and  the  Baltimore  Retail  Druggists’  Association 
at  various  meetings  thereafter.  The  chairman  of  the  Legislative 
Committees  of  these  Associations,  Mr.  James  Hancock  of  the 
former,  and  Mr.  John  I.  Kelly  of  the  latter,  gave  the  Board  much 
time  and  valuable  assistance  in  the  matter.  The  bill  was  intended 
to  confine  the  handling  of  potent  remedies,  patent  or  otherwise, 
to  establishments  who  employed  qualified  clerks  able  to  use  dis¬ 
cretion  in  the  sale  thereof. 

The  bill  was  introduced  in  the  Senate  by  Senator  Jones  of 
Montgomery  County,  and  committed  to  Hygeine  Committee.  It 
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was  not  reported  out  by  cause  of  lateness  of  session  and  the  action 
of  a  certain  part  of  the  jobbing  and  manufacturing  drug  trade  of 
Baltimore,  who  did  not  or  did  not  care  to  understand  the  bill  as 
drawn,  and  flooded  the  committee  with  letters  from  their  con¬ 
stituents,  the  general  merchant  of  the  counties  who  handles  patent 
and  family  remedies.  A  careful  reading  of  the  bill  will  clearly 
indicate  that  there  was  nothing  therein  to  restrict  them  in  any 
way,  but  we  were  not  able  to  answer  the  arguments  placed  against 
the  bill  on  account  of  the  lack  of  time  before  adjournment  of  Leg¬ 
islature. 

The  Board  of  Pharmacy  urgently  requests  every  Pharmacist 
of  Maryland  to  carefully  go  over  this  Bill  and  report  its  indorse¬ 
ments  to  our  Secretary  at  once  by  letter,  and  if  any  suggestions 
as  to  its  betterment  occur  to  them,  the  Board  would  apppreciate 
a  letter  to  this  effect.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  Board  to  again 
present  this  Bill,  as  it  is  or  modified;  at  the  session  of  the  Legisla¬ 
ture  of  1916.  We  bespeak  your  hearty  co-operation  in  its  passage.

When  the  papers  were  examined  the  following  week,  two  sets 
were  found  containing  the  name  Oertel,  which  was  explained  later 
by  Oertel  acknowledging  that  he  had  agreed  to  exchange  names 
with  Spector  for  a  money  consideration  and  pass  the  examina¬ 
tion  for  him,  as  he  was  the  better  qualified  man,  but  while  in  the 
examination  room  his  conscience  would  not  allow  him  to  do  it 
and  he  used  his  own  name,  thus  giving  the  affair  away. 

This  Board  has  refused  to  even  consider  their  papers  and 
will  not  register  them  at  any  future  time  either  upon  examination 
or  reciprocation.

We 
felt  that  the  Pharmacy  cases  should  have  been  brought  to  trial 
independent  of  the  Medical  Cases.

Dear  Sir: 

The  State  Board  of  Pharmacy  respectfully  directs  your  atten¬ 
tion  to  the  disposition  of  the  five  medical  cases  and  three  phar¬ 
macy  cases  against  a  man  by  the  name  of  Marion  Potocki,  of  1636 
Eastern  Avenue.  This  party  has  been  a  flagrant  violator  of  the 
medical  and  pharmacy  laws  of  the  State  of  Maryland  for  years,  as 
is  indicated  by  the  number  of  indictments  above  referred  to. 

Not  long  since,  before  Judge  Heisler,  one  of  the  medical  cases 
was  tried,  and  the  testimony  involved  in  the  remaining  medical 
cases  was  used  therein  by  Mr.  Nice,  acting  on  behalf  of  the  State. 
Owing  to  the  skill  and  legal  ability  displayed  by  Mr.  Nice,  a  con¬ 
viction  was  obtained  and  a  fine  of  $100.00  imposed  by  his  Honor, 
Judge  Heisler;  whereupon  stets  were  entered  in  all  of  the  remain¬ 
ing  medical  cases  and  no  other  action  taken  on  the  pharmacy 
charges.  Against  this  action  upon  the  part  of  the  State’s  Attorney, 
'the  State  Board  of  Pharmacy  protests,  and  is  moved  to  do  so  the 
more  because  of  the  courtesy  extended  to  it  by  the  Police  Board 
and  the  assistance  of  Marshall  Farnan,  together  with  the  detec¬ 
tive  ability  displayed  by  Detectives  Porter  and  Kahler.  These 
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officers,  after  a  great  deal  of  labor,  gathered  sufficient  evidence  to 
warrant  this  man’s  arrest,  and  it  would  certainly  have  resulted  in 
his  conviction.  All  of  this  labor  is  lost  we  fear  by  the  action  taken 
in  these  cases, 

The  Board  does  not  in  the  least  desire  to  occupy  the  position 
of  attempting  to  interfere  with  the  discharge  of  a  Public  Officer’s 
duty,  yet  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  an  injustice  to  the  State  Board 
of  Pharmacy  has  been  committed,  and  a  man  who  should  have 
received  heavy  penalties  is  allowed  to  go  out  in  the  community  to 
repeat  his  violations  of  the  law,  if  he  should  see  fit  to  do  so. 

We  would  therefore,  suggest  propriety  of  having  the  stets  re¬ 
moved  and  this  man  brought  to  trial  for  his  violations  of  the  Phar¬ 
macy  Laws.

The  table  shows  the  percentage  of  successful  candidates  to  be 
as  follows: 

Fifty  per  cent  of  Pharmacists  and  58  per  cent.  Assistants  passed 
the  examination  of  October,  1913:  62  per  cent,  of  Assistants  and 
47  per  cent,  of  Pharmacists  passed  the  April,  1914,  examination. 

The  Board  is  reluctant  to  admit  the  seeming  like  of  prepara¬ 
tion  of  candidates  during  the  year  just  closed.  There  have  been 
some  splendid  applicants,  but  the  average  seems  lower  than  the 
preceeding  year.  This  indifference  is  particularly  noticeable  in 
the  manuscript  and  lack  of  neatness  of  some  applicants.  There  is 
a  very  decided  absence  of  knowledge  of  Pharmaceutical  calcula¬ 
tions.  This  condition  may  be  explained  by  the  persistent  presenta¬ 
tion  of  unqualified  men  from  year  to  year. 

The  Board  has  been  active  in  the  prosecution  of  violators  of 
the  Pharmacy  Laws,  with  one  exception,  all  were  found  guilty  and 
were  dismissed  upon  the  payment  of  a  fine. 

The  costs  incident  to  the  prosecutions  and  the  securing  of  the 
information  of  attempt  to  practice  without  official  sanction,  have 
been  met  by  the  Treasurer  with  funds  accumulated  from  examina¬ 
tions.  To  perform  its  full  duty  to  the  citizen  of  the  State  and 
guarantee  to  them  a  high  degree  of  competency  among  its  drug¬ 
gists,  the  Board  should  have  liberal  moral  and  legal  support  from 
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the  commonwealth.  Only  by  this  plan  can  the  authority  of  the 
Board  be  established  and  continued.

SECRETARY. 

PRESIDENT :  You  have  heard  the  report  of  the 
Pharmacy  Board.  If  there  are  no  questions  to  be  asked 
regarding  it,  or  any  additional  information,  it  will  be  re¬ 
ferred  to  the  Executive  Committee  for  publication  as  usual 
in  the  proceedings. 

We  have  with  us  this  morning  a  gentleman  who  repre¬ 
sents  three  of  the  largest  retailers’  associations  of  the  coun¬ 
try,  Mr.  J.  Leyden  White.  Mr.  White  has  come  from 
Washington  to  address  us  and  give  us  some  information 
along  the  lines  of  the  Stevens  Bill,  one  of  the  most  im¬ 
portant  pieces  of  legislation,  so  far  as  the  retailer  is  con- 
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cerned,  that  is  now  being'  considered.  I  take  pleasure  in 
introducing  Mr.  White  to  the  Association.  (Applause.) 

Mr.  WHITE:  Mr.  President,  ladies  and  gentlemen:  I 
have  been  talking  for  about  twenty  years  about  giving  the 
small  man  a  chance  to  make  a  living,  although  the  majority 
of  them  have  made  it  in  spite  of  my  trying  to  get  them 
to  make  a  better  one. 

One  of  the  first  occasions  upon  wrhich  ]  ever  spoke  in 
regard  to  what  we  then  called  price  protection  was  before 
this  Association.  I  believe  it  was  fifteen  or  sixteen  years 
ago  at  Ocean  City,  Maryland.  The  meetings  were  held  in 
the  Casino  behind  the  hotel,  a  new  and  very  modest  build¬ 
ing  of  rough  boards,  if  I  remember  correctly,  and  today  I 
speak  to  you  in  the  grand  old  Capitol  of  the  State  on  a 
most  historic  site.  Then  the  movement  was  as  new  as  the 
building  in  which  I  spoke ;  today  it  is  seasoned  and  strong 
like  this  structure. 

The  idea  at  the  time  was  that  cut  prices  mainly  re¬ 
ferred  to  patent  medicines.  In  fact,  there  was  no  talk  of 
price  protection  throughout  the  United  States  except  in 
regard  to  what  we  now  call  the  evil  nostrum  or  nostrum 
evil,  whichever  way  you  prefer  to  put  it,  but  with  the  ten¬ 
dency  of  the  times  to  create  monopolies,  price  cutting  has 
become  the  evil  that  permeates  every  avenue  of  American 
business. 

Speaking  to  you  as  pharmacists,  I  think  you  can  un¬ 
derstand  today  as  you  could  not  fifteen  years  ago  that  what 
we  might  call  the  reflex  action,  or  bringing  back  of  price 
cutting  is  just  as  great  an  evil  in  the  case  of  manufactured 
articles,  prescriptions,  &c.,  as  proprietary  articles.  More¬ 
over,  it  has  spread  to  such  an  extent  that  it  is  aiding,  I 
believe  is  accomplishing',  the  actual  building  up  of  one 
great  universal  distributing  trust.  I  do  not  know  what  any 
of  you  think  about  socialism.  I  have  no  opinion — don’t 
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know  anything'  about  it  except  the  theory,  but  the  condi¬ 
tions  in  the  country  today  commercially  are  such  that 
eventually  the  Government  will  either  have  to  take  over 
the  leading  industries  on  a  socialist  basis  or  it  will  have 
to  do  something  pretty  soon  to  stop  the  concentration  of 
wealth.  It  is  estimated  that  Mr.  Rockefeller  controls 
$900,000,000 ;  three  mail-order  houses  did  a  business  of 
$185,000,000  in  a  year,  and  now  what  we  call  the  Tobacco 
Trust  comes  in  with  a  business  of  $100,000,000  in  things 
that  are  outside  of  tobacco  entirely.  Regarding  the  new 
coupon  scheme  of  the  trusts :  Last  year  there  were  re¬ 
deemed  800,000,000  United  Cigar  Stores  coupons,  repre¬ 
senting  a  merchandise  value  of  $100,000,000. 

A  mail-order  house  does  a  parcel  post  business  of 
79,000  packages  a  day,  and  a  cash  business  of  $62,000,000 
a  year.  It  was  stated  in  Congress  a  few  days  ago  that  not 
only  59  men,  as  they  said,  but  51  men  have  the  absolute 
control  of  the  finances  and  business  of  the  United  States. 

A  bill  was  introduced  in  Congress  to  try  to  control 
this  coupon  business.  It  was  put  ofif  for  committee  reasons. 
It  is  probable  that  it  would  have  been  put  off  because  the 
bill  injured  the  Tobacco  Trust,  but  no  sooner  had  that  bill 
been  introduced  than  the  Tobacco  Trust  became  a  bit  fright¬ 
ened,  and  proposed  to  protect  itself  by  taking'  you  into  its 
coupon  scheme.  It  now  tells  you  what  a  grand  thing  its 
coupons  are,  and  it  proposes  to  sell  them  to  you,  for  use 
the  same  as  trading  stamps.  It  is  going  to  try  to  make 
you  happy  by  levying  taxes — your  pay  for  coupons,  of 
about  3  per  cent  on  your  profits,  and  I  am  very  much 
afraid  that  a  great  many  of  you  will  take  the  bait,  just  to 
get  a  little  the  best  of  your  brother  druggist  in  the  next 
block. 

Gentlemen,  800,000,000  tobacco  coupons  represent  a 
currency  printed  by  a  trust,  circulated  by  the  trusts,  that 
the  buyers  of  tobacco  are  compelled  to  take  virtually  in 
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change  when  they  buy  the  products  of  the  trust,  and  that 
currency  is  only  spendable  for  merchandise  not  only  bought 
by  the  trust,  but  to  a  large  extent  produced  in  factories 
controlled  by  the  trust.  Twenty  per  cent  of  all  razors  made 
by  the  Gillette  Company  are  used  to  redeem  coupons  by 
the  United  Cigar  Stores  Company.  Now,  I  do  not  exag- 
geiate  when  I  say  that  not  only  is  a  vast  distributive 
trust  being  built  up,  but  is  already  very  largely  built.  The 
Constitution  of  the  United  States  gives  the  Government 
the  right  to  issue  currency,  to  control  money.  We  have  a 
new  Federal  banking  system  that  is  supposed  to  protect 
the  small  people.  We  have  State  laws  where  the  States 
prohibit  corporations  from  issuing  pay  checks  in  the  form 
of  currency  for  company  stores,  and  yet  this  trust  is  issuing 
its  own  currency,  as  a  matter  of  fact.  As  long-  as  these 
coupons  were  redeemed  only  in  these  stores  controlled  by 
the  Trust,  the  people  had  to  pay  for  the  merchandise  re¬ 
ceived  through  premiums  because  given  only  for  Trust 
tobacco  products. 

But  when  you  take  the  same  coupons  and  pay  for  them 
you  are  going  to  pay  for  the  premiums,  of  course. 

I  want  to  approach  you  with  that  statement  I  just 
made  to  you  to  make  you  realize  the  gravity  of  the  situa¬ 
tion  and  that  something  must  be  done  legislatively.  We 
must  have  a  revolution  in  ballots  or  we  will  have  a  revo¬ 
lution  in  force.  AT  must  have  an  economic  revolution  or 
we  will  have  a  revolution  of  force. 

When  we  tried  to  maintain  prices  before  we  merely 
asked  for  the  right  to  sustain  a  contract  between  the  pro¬ 
ducer  and  the  retail  seller.  For  years  we  went  ahead  un¬ 
molested  ;  then  as  business  became  greater  in  volume  we 
found  the  necessity  of  dealing  through  many  channels ; 
we  tried  to  put  a  contract  on  the  goods,  that  is,  we  tried 
to  make  a  notice  on  the  goods  a  contract  to  maintain 
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prices.  That  was  the  basis  of  the  first  action  in  court,  and 
it  was  the  basis  of  the  last  action.  It  is  the  basis  of  the 
Sanatogen  decision.  That  Sanatogen  decision  cleared  the 
atmosphere.  Each  seeming  defeat  brought  us  nearer  to 
the  point  of  mental  clarity.  We  were  forced  to  find  out 
that  the  law  did  forbid.  Having  realized  that  we  came 
to  the  point  where  we  got  busy  and  realized  that  we  must 
change  the  laws. 

The  Stevens  bill,  now  before  the  House  Interstate  Com¬ 
merce  Committee,  has  tried  to  do  nothing  more  except  to 
make  lawful  today  what  was  maintained  for  more  than 
fifty  years — the  right  of  a  producer  to  contract  for  the 
selling  price  of  his  goods.  The  Stevens  bill  asks  nothing  more 
than  that  a  merchandise  producer  shall  have  the  same 
right,  that  the  retail  pharmacist  asks  nothing  more  than 
that  our  commerce  laws  shall  be  as  fair  and  liberal  as 
those  we  have  in  transportation.  This  bill  merely  seeks 
to  carry  the  right  of  contract  by  a  notice  on  the  goods, 
but  it  in  every  way  seeks  to  prevent  anything  that  would 
be  called  monopoly.  There  shall  not  be  any  monopoly  or 
control  of  articles  belonging  to  the  same  general  class  of 
merchandise,  as  such  articles  of  commerce  shall  be  covered 
by  such  contract  of  sale.  The  bill — I  am  going  to  give  you 
copies  of  it,  you  can  see  it,  it  is  already  familiar  to  the 
majority  of  business  men  of  the  United  States,  it  already 
has  25  per  cent  of  the  members  of  the  House  of  Repre¬ 
sentatives  in  favor  of  it.  It  was  one  of  the  chief  causes  of 
the  incorporating  in  the  Clayton  bill  a  section  which  for¬ 
bids  discrimination  in  prices  between  sections,  towns,  com¬ 
munities,  in  interstate  commerce,  and  the  movement  rep¬ 
resented  in  that  bill  was  vindicated  yesterday  practically 
by  the  introduction  in  the  Senate  of  the  Newlands  bill,  the 
administration  bill,  which  would  give  the  Federal  Trade 
Commission  absolute  power  to  judge  what  unfair  compe¬ 
tition  is.  Up  to  within  the  last  year  that  term  of  fair 
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competition  was  practically  unknown.  Today  it  comes  in 
Congress  in  all  forms  of  legislation  as  one  of  the  most 
expressive  groups  of  words  dealing  with  modern  thought. 
As  the  gentleman  said  a  little  while  ago,  the  newspapers 
refuse  to  give  attention  to  the  sale  of  drugs  in  department 
stores.  The  newspapers  today  are  enslaved,  and  the  voice 
of  the  public  is  gagged  because  the  newspapers  themselves 
are  gagged,  fearing  loss  of  advertisements  on  cut  price 
articles.  The  Tobacco  Trust  is  doing  five  times  as  much 
advertising  as  any  of  the  big  patent  medicine  houses  any 
time  in  their  palmy  days.  It  has  shown  it  is  possible  to 
maintain  a  trust  without  the  law,  in  spite  of  law,  merely 
by  the  power  of  the  control  of  the  press.  There  is  no  re¬ 
dress  for  you  except  to  get  something  in  the  way  of  legis¬ 
lation  like  that,  and  I  would  not  want  to  hold  out  any 
false  hopes,  because,  gentlemen,  that  bill  will  give  the  man¬ 
ufacturer  the  right  to  protect  you  in  a  profit  if  you  so 
choose,  but  when  you  get  it  your  victory  will  be  dearly 
bought  unless  you  keep  on  fighting.  It  is  the  beginning. 
It  is  the  first  measure  introduced  in  Congress  to  start  leg¬ 
islation  for  the  regeneration  of  business. 

I  want  to  impress  upon  you  that  it  is  a  personal  mat¬ 
ter  with  each  of  you  to  work  to  do  what  you  can  to  influ¬ 
ence,  not  only  legislation,  but  public  opinion  around  you. 
I  believe  you  realize  that  the  revolution  that  I  talk  about 
is  practical.  Your  opponents  will  say  that  price  cutting 
and  premium  getting  is  evolution,  that  it  is  inevitable,  it 
is  a  progressive  age.  Whenever  evolution  became  a  vehicle 
of  oppression  for  the  people  in  any  country  they  put  an 
“r”  before  the  “e”  and  made  it  ‘"revolution,"  and  that  is 
what  this  is.  I  realize  fully  that  if  I  had  said  these  things 
thirty  years  ago  I  would  have  been  accused  of  treason.  I 
realize  that  what  I  have  printed  in  the  last  five  years  would 
not  have  gone  through  the  mails.  And  you  gentlemen  will 
appreciate  the  gravity  of  it  by  seeing  that  you  must  fight, 
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fight  and  make  your  legislators  understand  that  they  are 
the  servants  of  the  masses  and  not  the  servants  of  the 
combines. 

I  would  like  very  much  if  you  would  pass  a  resolution 
here  today  favoring  the  Stevens  bill.  I  would  like  very 
much  if  you  would  write  to  your  Congressmen  asking  not 
only  that  the  bill  be  passed,  but  ask  them  to  try  to  hasten 
its  reporting  by  the  committee.  Whatever  you  do,  the 
more  vigorous  it  is,  the  more  you  will  be  appreciated  by 
your  fellow  tradesmen  throughout  the  whole  United  States, 
and  even  the  world. 

There  is  a  great  deal  that  I  would  like  to  say  in  going 
into  details.  I  have  made  some  notes  of  different  points 
to  be  taken  up,  but  I  appreciate  it  was  extremely  courteous 
to  give  me  any  time  at  all,  when  you  have  such  great  pres¬ 
sure  of  your  organization  matters,  so  if  I  have  said  enough 
to  make  you  think  and  then  work,  even  though  it  be  dis¬ 
jointed,  why,  I  feel  I  shall  have  accomplished  a  great  deal. 

I  thauk  you  very  much.  (Applause.) 

PRESIDENT :  We  have  listened  to  Mr.  White’s  ad¬ 
dress  with  a  great  deal  of  interest  and  appreciate  his  in¬ 
terest.  For  Mr.  White’s  information  I  would  state  that  the 
recommendation  in  the  President’s  address  calls  for  just 
such  a  resolution  as  he  has  asked  for.  That  will  come  up 
tomorrow. 

I  understand  there  are  quite  a  number  of  members  out¬ 
side.  I  woidd  be  very  glad  to  have  them  come  into  the 
meeting. 

Just  here  I  would  like  to  make  an  announcement  in 
regard  to  the  trip  this  afternoon.  The  boat  will  leave  the 
Tolchester  pier  at  2.30  instead  of  3  o’clock.  It  will  return 
to  Annapolis  at  4,  and  any  who  wish  to  leave  can  do  so  at 
that  time,  or  they  can  continue  the  trip  to  Claiborne,  where 
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a  buffet  luncheon  will  be  served.  We  will  return  to  An¬ 
napolis  about  8  o'clock  this  evening*.  I  hope  you  will  all 
remain  and  go  with  us. 

Mr.  THOMAS:  I  understand  there  are  several  pho¬ 
tographers  here,  and  there  are  a  great  many  ladies  also 
present ;  these  photographers,  as  I  understand  it,  are  very 
desirous  of  taking  the  pictures  of  all  the  members  of  the 
Association,  of  course  including  the  ladies — the  picture 
would  not  be  complete  without  them. 

I  want  to  say,  Mr.  President,  in  regard  to  the  gentle¬ 
man  who  has  just  taken  his  seat,  Mr.  White,  that  he  is 
very  modest  in  what  he  said;  he  hardly  gave  the  National 
Association  of  Retail  Druggists  the  credit  possibly  that 
is  due  it.  I  do  not  think  that  he  said  anything  at  all  about 
the  abolition  of  the  guarantee  legend.  I  am  sorry  he  did 
not  speak  on  that  subject  to  this  convention.  The  time 
for  that  law  to  go  into  effect  was  postponed  for  one  year. 
It  originally  was  intended  to  go  into  effect  in  July,  1915. 
Through  the  efforts  mainly  of  the  National  Association 
and  Air.  White  at  Washington  that  time  was  extended  until 
1916.  That  means  a  great  deal  to  the  retail  pharmacist,  a 
great  saving  of  expense  in  regard  to  labels  and  materials 
of  that  kind.  It  is  a  very  important  subject,  and  the  ques¬ 
tion  is  whether  it  will  produce  a  hardship  upon  the  retail 
pharmacist  or  not.  I  am  hardly  able  to  say;  possibly  Mr. 
White  could  enlighten  us  on  that  subject.  But  just  what 
this  Association  is  doing  for  us  locally  in  the  State  of  Mary¬ 
land,  the  National  Association  is  doing  for  every  pharma¬ 
cist  in  this  broad  land,  and  today  I  almost  believe  that  we 
would  be  legislated  out  of  business  had  we  not  such  a 
strong  association  to  watch  our  welfare  and  interests  in 
Washington.  It  is  a  great  favor  to  have  Mr.  White  come 
over  here  and  speak  to  us  on  this  Stevens  bill,  the  now 
famous  H.  R.  13305.  I  would  like  to  supplement  that  sug¬ 
gestion  of  yours,  Mr.  President,  and  to  add  to  that  sugges- 
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tion  that  this  Association  fully  endorse  the  action  of  the 
National  Association  of  Retail  Druggists  in  regard  to  the 
Stevens  bill,  and  that  this  Association  wire  each  Repre¬ 
sentative,  at  least  in  the  House  of  Representatives  from 
the  State  of  Maryland,  and  also  the  Senators  from  this  State, 
the  endorsement  of  this  Association. 

(Motion  seconded.) 

PRESIDENT:  You  have  heard  the  motion  of  Mr. 
Thomas,  that  the  Association  endorses  the  Stevens  bill  and 
that  we  wire  our  representatives  in  Congress  to  that  effect. 
All  in  favor  of  the  resolution,  please  signify  by  saying,  Aye. 
Contrary,  No. 

(Motion  carried.) 

PRESIDENT :  We  have  with  us  this  morning  a  gen¬ 
tleman  whom  we  all  know,  and,  I  think  I  may  add,  we 
all  love,  who  has  kindly  consented  to  address  us,  Dr. 
Caspari. 

Mr.  THOMAS:  Mr.  President,  before.  Doctor  Caspari 
speaks,  I  see  in  the  audience  delegates  from  the  District 
of  Columbia.  Please  extend  to  them  the  courtesy  of  the 
floor,  and  call  on  them  to  address  us  possibly  after  a  while. 

PRESIDENT:  Yes,  we  will  be  glad  to. 

Doctor  CASPARI :  Mr.  President  and  members  of  the 
Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Assoication,  Ladies  and  Gentle¬ 
men  :  I  am  very  glad,  indeed,  that  the  President  has  not 
put  me  down  for  a  speech,  but  has  allowed  me  the  full 
range  of  my  thoughts  on  this  occasion,  particularly  in  this 
historic  hall.  We  are  naturally  all  filled  with  the  feeling 
of  patriotism  when  we  enter  these  portals,  and  with  your 
permission  I  am  going  to  devote  myself  for  a  few  minutes 
to  an  effort  to  place  the  Maryland  State  Board  of  Health 
in  a  proper  position  before  this  Association.  Unfortu¬ 
nately — and  I  use  that  word  advisedly — your  Committee  on 
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Legislation  a  few  months  ago,  through  an  error  of  judg¬ 
ment,  asked  the  members  of  this  Association  to  oppose  a 
very  important  bill  which  was  in  the  Legislature.  I  say 
“an  error  of  judgment,”  because  it  was  that  altogether — 
there  was  no  evil  intent  back  of  it.  I  think  that  softens 
the  case  very  materially.  (Laughter)  As  soon  as  I  heard 
of  this  effort  I  felt  it  incumbent  upon  myself  to  counteract 
as  far  as  possible  any  efforts  which  the  Legislative  Com¬ 
mittee  might  have  in  hand,  and  I  took  the  liberty,  as  you 
all  know,  of  writing  a  letter  to  every  member  of  the  Asso¬ 
ciation,  in  circular  form,  and  sending  with  it  a  copy  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspection  Law,  so  that  they  might  for  themselves 
read  the  law,  which,  I  fear,  but  few  had  done  before,  and 
I  doubt  if  the  Legislative  Committee  had  read  that  law. 

The  State  Board  of  Health  actually  had  the  right  to 
assume  that  the  pharmacists  of  Maryland  were  with  it  in 
all  its  efforts  for  sanitation,  and  more  particularly  for 
cleanliness  in  food  products.  W e  had  a  full  right  to  ex¬ 
pect  that,  and  with  that  point  in  view  the  bill  was  drafted, 
and,  as  you  know,  was  subject  to  conference  with  the  va¬ 
rious  interests  involved  so  as  to  give  every  interest  an 
opportunity  of  stating'  its  grievances,  and  quite  a  large 
number  of  deletions  occurred,  and  I  don’t  know  of  a  single 
addition  except  that  made  by  the  canners.  These  deletions 
carried  with  them  some  things  that  we  should  have  liked 
to  have  seen  in  the  law,  but  we  felt  satisfied  that  the  in¬ 
terests  represented  were  entitled  to  a  careful  hearing  and 
their  protests  should  not  be  ignored.  All  that  the  law 
aims  at  is  cleanliness,  and  I  am  sure  this  Association  did 
not  want  to  go  on  record  as  opposing  that.  I  felt  so  sure 
I  did  not  hesitate  to  state  to  the  Board  of  Llealth  that 
there  was  simply  a  mistake  on  the  part  of  a  few  men,  and 
I  let  them  down  in  that  way  so  that  the  Board  of  Health 
would  not  have  them  down  in  their  black  book.  I  don’t 
know  what  might  have  happened  otherwise. 
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Just  think  of  this:  Suppose  the  Maryland  State  Phar¬ 
maceutical  Association  were  to  go  on  record  as  a  body  op¬ 
posing  cleanliness  in  drug  stores.  What  would  the  people 
think  of  it?  The  Legislative  Committee,  through  its  chair¬ 
man.  I  suppose — I  imagine  he  was  authorized  to  make  this 
statementSreferred  to  the  fact  that  we  were  interfering 
with  constitutional  rights  of  individuals  by  entering  their 
places  of  business  to  ascertain  whether  the  tumblers  at  the 
soda  fountains  were  all  washed  in  one  bucket  or  washed 
and  cleansed,  as  they  should  be,  with  running  water.  Of 
course,  they  did  not  state  it  in  so  many  words,  but  the 
idea  was  there,  and  we  do  claim  that  the  State  Board  of 
Health  has  the  right,  through  its  officials  and  agents,  to 
inspect  the  soda  water  establishments  in  drug  stores  as 
well  as  the  lunch  counters  at  hotels,  cafes  and  other  places 
where  food  is  manufactured  or  dispensed  to  the  public,  and 
I  think  you  will  agree  that  is  correct.  There  may  be — I 
hope  not — but  there  may  be  a  few  pharmacists  in  the  State 
who  do  not  give  that  subject  the  attention  it  deserves,  and 
these  few  we  are  going  to  instruct  properly,  so  that  they 
may  in  the  future  be  in  line  with  all  others.  Soda  water 
fountains,  particularly  those  where  ice  cream  is  sold,  un¬ 
doubtedly  come  under  the  head  of  places  where  food  is 
dispensed  to  the  public.  Xo  attempt  is  made  in  the  bill, 
or  will  ever  be  made  by  the  officials,  to  go  behind  the  drug 
counter  to  see  if  that  is  kept  clean.  We  assume  it  is..  We 
hope  it  is,  and  we  know  it  is  in  the  majority  of  cases,  so 
that  the  only  part  of  the  drug  store  which  would  be  affected 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspection  Law  is  that  part  confined  to 
the  sale  of  a  food  product,  whether  ice  cream  or  the  va¬ 
rious  things  now  sold  at  soda  fountains,  even  the  places 
where  they  hand  out  sandwiches  and  other  things  with 
soda  water. 

I  am  not  going  to  dilate  at  great  length  upon  this  sub¬ 
ject,  because  I  think  it  is  sufficient  to  call  your  attention 
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to  the  fact  that  the  State  Board  of  Health  simply  acted 
from  motives  which  no  one  can  misunderstand,  that  is,  for 
the  public  good.  All  places  must  be  kept  clean,  and  that 
is  all  it  means.  It  does  not  mean  that  you  are  to  be  hauled 
up  before  a  justice  of  the  peace,  arrested  at  once,  as  the 
committee,  through  its  chairman,  intimated  in  its  circular, 
a  copy  of  which  I  have  in  my  pocket.  It  is  simply  to  ask 
you  to  assist  in  carrying  out  this  law.  and  among  the  first 
who  should  support  it  are  the  pharmacists. 

I  have  the  kindliest  feelings  for  the  Legislative  Com¬ 
mittee.  They,  like  myself  and  others,  occasionally  make  a 
mistake,  and  here  is  where  they  made  one.  and  I  am  trying 
to  correct  it.  I  hope  I  will  succeed  in  placing  the  State 
Board  of  Health  in  a  proper  light  before  the  Association, 
and  show  you  our  efforts  were  only  for  the  public  good  and 
was  no  attempt  at  all  to  infringe  upon  the  constitutional 
rights  of  any  individual. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  you  to  touch  upon  another  sub¬ 
ject.  namely,  the  condition  of  pharmaceutical  preparations 
in  drug  stores,  as  shown  by  the  work  of  our  Department, 
the  Food  and  Drug  Department,  during  the  past  two  years, 
when  I  last  had  the  honor  of  appearing  before  you  at  the 
Blue  Mountain  House.  Conditions  have  undoubtedly  im¬ 
proved  very  materially.  It  gave  me  great  pleasure,  not  long- 
ago,  to  state  to  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Health 
that  the  number  of  violations  of  the  law,  even  technical 
ones,  were  gradually  growing  less  and  less,  and  that  before 
long  we  might  perhaps  be  able  to  show  a  clean  bill  of 
health.  Yet  in  spite  of  that  favorable  outlook  we  still 
occasionally  meet  with  conditions  which  are  very  difficult 
to  understand,  and  it  is  surprising  to  note  the  variety  of 
excuses  given  by  pharmacists  for  the  conditions  found. 
Xow  I  think  you  are  willing  to  believe,  when  I  say  that 
personally  I  have  the  greatest  confidence  in  the  pharma¬ 
cists  of  this  State,  and  I  question  whether  any  one  would 
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intentionally  violate  the  law,  but  it  is  not  only  the  intent 
that  must  be  considered,  but  the  effect  of  his  action, 
whether  it  be  ignorance  or  carelessness,  and  I  feel  satisfied 
that  those  cases  where  a  violation  of  the  law  has  been  shown 
to  have  occurred,  were  due  in  nearly  every  instance  to  a 
want,  perhaps,  of  care  on  the  part  of  the  pharmasist.  As 
some  of  you  may  have  noticed  in  the  papers  yesterday,  the 
Criminal  Court  of  Baltimore  City  took  up  a  number  of 
cases,  about  eighteen,  which  had  been  lying  dormant  there 
for  two  years,  and  we  had  almost  begun  to  despair  of  ever 
bringing  the  cases  to  trial,  but  through  the  efforts  of  the 
Supreme  Bench  the  cases  were  prepared  and  brought  into 
court,  and  among  the  eighteen  there  were  six  or  seven 
pharmacists.  A  statement  was  made  in  open  court  by  the 
Deputy  States  Attorney  that  no  intent  to  defraud  had  been 
shown  or  considered,  and  the  body  all — I  am  not  speaking 
of  the  pharmacists  only,  I  refer  to  the  food  manufacturers 
also — plead  guilty  to  what  we  might  term  a  technical  vio¬ 
lation  of  the  law,  and  the  minimum  fine,  or  very  moderate 
fine,  of  five  dollars  was  imposed  by  Judge  Elliott.  I  was 
never  more  surprised  than  on  Monday  afternoon  when  the 
Deputy  Sheriff  handed  me  eighteen  summonses  at  one  time, 
and  I  was  for  a  time  afraid  that  I  should  be  deprived  of  the 
pleasure  of  coming  here  this  morning,  but  one  hour  settled 
the  whole  affair  and  these  eighteen  cases,  upon  a  plea  of 
“guilty,”  were  settled  by  imposing  a  fine. 

Now,  one  of  the  conditions  we  met  was  spirit  of  cam¬ 
phor.  which,  instead  of  containing  10  grams  of  camphor  in 
100  cubic  centimeters,  was  found  to  contain  only  5  or  6. 
Now,  putting  aside  the  possibility  that  in  an  isolated  case 
there  may  have  been  intent  to  defraud,  how  did  that  hap¬ 
pen  except  perhaps  through  carelessness,  through  want  of 
care  on  the  part  of  the  druggist  or  his  clerks,  so  essentially 
necessary  in  the  preparation  of  articles'.  Take  spirit  of  pep¬ 
permint  :  where  the  Pharmacopoeia  requires  10  per  cent  by 
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volume  of  oil  in  alcoholic  solution,  why  we  find  lp2,  2  and  3 
per  cent.,  and  it  is  sold  in  drug  stores  in  bottles  bearing*  a 
label  giving  the  dose.  What  view  would  you  take  of  that? 
We  find  mercurial  ointment  so  mixed  with  petroleum  that 
we  can  hardly  recognize  the  mercury  in  it,  and  that  is  sold 
as  mercurial  ointment,  which  should  contain  50  per  cent  of 
mercury.  What  conclusion  shall  we  reach?  A  man  whose 
mercurial  ointment  was  found  in  that  condition  positively 
stated  that  he  sold  only  the  official  article,  and  when  I 
picked  out  pieces  of  petrolatum  and  showed  them  to  him, 
he  said  he  did  not  know  how  they  got  in,  but  they  must 
have  been  in  the  manufactured  product. 

I  mention  these  cases  only  to  lay  before  you  a  founda¬ 
tion  for  the  prosecutions  which  become  necessary  from  time 
to  time. 

The  State  Board  of  Health  four  years  ago  undertook 
to  appoint  an  official  for  the  administration  of  the  law,  and 
I  was  selected  as  that  person.  I  was  sworn  in  as  a  State 
officer,  and  I  think  you  will  admit  it  is  my  duty  as  a  State 
official  to  administer  the  law.  Never  has.  the  State  Board 
of  Health  prosecuted  a  person  on  the  first  offense.  The 
small  number  of  prosecutions  that  have  occurred  in  the 
city  of  Baltimore  since  1910,  when  the  Act  went  into  effect, 
shows  clearly  the  attitude  of  the  State  Board  of  Health. 
Thousands  of  samples  have  been  examined,  and  hundreds 
of  them  have  been  found  at  variance  with  the  Pharma- 
copoeial  standard,  and  out  of  the  whole  number  I  think  I 
am  safe  in  saying  not  25  have  been  prosecuted,  and  these 
were  generally  after  two  or  three  cases  had  been  laid  aside, 
but  when  these  violations,  whether  technical  or  otherwise, 
occur  repeatedly,  would  not  the  State  Board  of  Health, 
and  would  not  I,  myself,  as  a  State  official,  be  derelict  in 
my  duty,  if  we  did  not  carry  out  the  law?  Was  the  law 
created  simply  from  time  to  time  to  warn  a  man  or  to 
break  up  possible  conditions  that  existed  prior  to  the  enact- 
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ment  of  the  1910  law?  I  think  you  will  agree  with  me,  as 
an  intelligent  body  of  men,  that  it  was  necessary ;  it  is  nec¬ 
essary  from  time  to  time  to  prosecute  men  whose  prepara¬ 
tions  have  been  found  for  the  second,  third  or  fourth  time 
in  bad  shape.  The  excuse  that  the  clerk  made  the  prepara¬ 
tion,  or  that  the  mistake  must  have  been  made  in  calcula¬ 
tion,  or  that  the  balance  was  out  of  order,  or,  as  I  some¬ 
times  hear,  that  the  alcohol  was  not  standard,  cannot  be 
accepted.  They  claim  that  the  inferior  condition.  I  will 
say  of  tincture  of  chloride  of  iron,  which  we  have  met  with, 
not  recently,  but  one  or  two  years  ago,  was  due  to  the 
fact,  that  the  solution  of  iron  from  which  it  was  made  was 
bad.  The  statement  was  taken  for  what  it  was  worth  at 
the  time  the  preparation  w'as  made,  and  I  will  say  here 
that  all  the  solutions  which  we  examined  on  the  market 
were  fully  up  to  the  Pharmacopoeia  requirements,  showing 
the  fault  was  not  in  the  solution  of  chloride  of  iron,  but 
found  somewhere  else,  and  for  that  reason  we  could  not 
.accept  that  plea  that  the  responsibility  should  be  thrown 
entirely  on  the  solution  of  iron  or  on  the  oil  of  peppermint, 
or,  as  some  one  said,  “it  must  be  in  the  camphor.”  (Laugh¬ 
ter.)  The  most  ridiculous  excuse  of  all. 

I  want  you  to  know  these  facts.  We  do  not  publish 
them.  We  have  not  published  the  names  of  the  pharmacists 
of  Maryland  whose  products  have  been  found  at  variance 
with  the  standards.  The  Board  may  feel  compelled  to  do  it 
some  day,  and  when  they  adopt  that  policy  then  things  will 
look  a  little  different  than  now.  In  the  annual  report,  up  to 
the  present  time,  only  those  who  have  been  prosecuted  have 
been  published,  together  with  a  statement  as  to  the  condi¬ 
tions  found  and  the  result  of  the  prosecution. 

We  have  made  an  effort  twice,  in  1912  and  again  in 
1914,  to  get  the  legislature  to  give  us  the  right  to  try  these 
cases  before  a  justice  of  the  peace  in  the  city  of  Baltimore. 
It  has  been  strongly  opposed,  and  I  think  the  greatest  mis- 
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take  the  members  of  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Associ¬ 
ation  can  make  is  to  oppose  such  a  request.  It  will  be  the 
salvation  of  the  pharmacists  when  that  passes.  Recently  the 
city  had  a  few  cases — ten  of  them — for  violation  of.  or  rather 
for  adulteration  of  food  products,  identical  with  those  in 
court  yesterday,  that  were  taken  before  a  justice  of  the  peace 
and  disposed  of  in  about  a  half-hour’s  time.  Those  cases 
which  I  mentioned  as  coming*  up  yesterday  have  been  lying 
in  the  State’s  Attorney’s  office  since  May.  1912.  and  have 
only  now  been  brought  to  trial,  and  in  15  or  18  cases  the 
grand  jury  failed  to  act.  I  want  to  mention  that  specifically, 
because  in  those  18  cases  there  were  about  16  cases  of  Balti¬ 
more  city  pharmacists,  and  some  flagrant  violations  of  the  law 
which  we  could  not  bring  to  trial  because  the  grand  jury  failed 
to  act.  Why,  I  do  not  know.  It  was  simply  so  reported  to  us. 
That  settled  it.  When  we  can  take  cases  before  a  justice  of  the 
peace  and  have  him  decide  them  it  will  be  gotten  over  with 
quickly.  The  person  is  not  brought  into  the  Criminal  Court, 
he  always  has  the  right  to  appeal  his  case,  and  also  to  ask  for 
a  jury  trial  in  every  criminal  case,  but  in  a  few  minutes — prob¬ 
ably  ten,  fifteen  or  twenty — we  can  settle  the  case,  and  he  has 
less  publicity  than  in  the  Criminal  Court.  In  the  county  with. 
I  think,  three  exceptions,  we  had  the  right,  and  we  have  never 
failed  to  dispose  of  the  cases  rapidly,  but  in  the  city  of  Balti¬ 
more  our  hands  are  tied,  owing  to  the  peculiar  wording  of  the 
law,  that  compels  us  to  send  all  cases  to  the  State’s  Attorney's 
Office,  where  they  rest  quietly  for  a  long  time. 

I  cannot  disregard  the  opportunity  of  also  bringing  to  your 
notice  a  few  conditions  which  show  the  attitude  of  some  of  our 
Maryland  pharmacists  toward  the  Food  and  Drug  Department 
of  the  State  Board  of  Health.  A  few  months  ago  some  of  out 
inspectors — not  in  the  city,  outside  of  the  city — came  to  a 
store  and  asked  for  two  ounces  of  tincture  of  iodine,  which  we 
wanted  for  analysis,  and  we  were  charged  85  cents  for  the  two 
ounces.  (Laughter.)  Xow,  I  know  and  you  all  know  that  is 
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not  the  price  of  iodine.  We  paid  it.  If  he  had  charged  five 
dollars  we  would  have  paid  it,  because  if  a  man  is  mean  enough 
to  do  such  a  thing  we  are  just  noble  enough  to  pay  it.  (Laugh¬ 
ter. )  We  have  been  told  on  one  or  two  occasions  of  that  kind 
it  was  time  the  druggist  were  getting  even  with  the  State 
Board  of  Health.  I  mention  this  to  show  the  feeling  of  re¬ 
sentment  harbored  in  the  breasts  of  some  of  the  pharmacists, 
unfortunately,  and  it  is  uncalled  for.  Instead  of  supporting 
the  State  Board,  some  are  bent  on  antagonizing  it. 

Those  are  the  conditions  we  try  to  overcome.  There  was 
another  instance  of  a  charge  of  $1.25  for  three  items  another 
man  charged  45  cents  for.  Comment  is  hardly  necessary.  It 
shows  the  attitude,  shows  the  feeling  in  that  man’s  heart  to¬ 
wards  the  proper  enforcement  of  the  law.  It  is  not  impossible 
for  every  pharmacist  of  the  State  of  Maryland  to  live  up  to  the 
law.  It  is  an  easy  matter.  If  he  should  perchance,  slip  up  in 
a  minor  technical  matter  and  demonstrates  it  to  the  Board  at 
the  hearing  that  is  always  granted  to  him,  that  it  was 
through  no  act  or  fault  of  his,  that  he  had  exercised  all 
proper  care,  he  would  receive  justice,  I  assure  you,  at  all 
times  ;  but  please  do  not  antagonize  the  Board  with  the 
views  held  by  some  few  of  the  more  erratic  members  of  the 
profession. 

Some  day  we  hope  to  get  those  men  who  charge  high 
prices,  and  we  are  not  going  to  accept  a  fine  of  five  dollars  and 
costs  in  the  Criminal  Court.  We  are  going  to  stand  for  $25  or 
$50  fine.  (Laughter.)  We  will  get  it  some  day.  (Laughter.) 
Those  are  the  men  we  are  after. 

Mr.  President,  I  hardly  think  it  is  desirable  that  I  should 
continue  in  this  rambling  way.  I  had  not  prepared  anything 
definite  when  I  came  down  here.  I  thought  I  would  prefer  to 
speak  as  the  spirit  moved  me,  and  if  there  is  anyone  present 
who  desires  to  ask  me  any  questions  I  will  be  only  too  glad  to 
answer  as  far  as  I  am  able. 
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I  thank  you  very  much  indeed  for  the  opportunity  of 
coming  here  this  morning  and  presenting  the  case  of  our  De¬ 
partment  to  the  Association.  I  know  that  the  large  majority 
of  the  members  are  with  us.  1  feel  confident  of  that.  We  have 
their  hearty  support,  and  they  have  our  support  in  trying  to  do 
right,  but  they  are  not  going  to  have  it  trying  to  do  the  other 
thing. 

Thank  you  very  much. 

(Loud  applause.) 

'Sir.  THOMAS  :  I  am  sure  we  all  appreciate  Dr.  Caspari's 
remarks.  He  knows  what  he  is  talking  about.  But  Dr.  Cas- 
pari  must  feel  and  know  at  heart  that  he  has  a  very  difficult 
proposition  on  hand  when  he  attempts  to  standardize  all  prep¬ 
arations  that  are  sold  in  a  drugstore.  Mr.  Martin  I.  Wilbert, 
with  whom  Dr.  Caspari  is  acquainted,  who  is  connected  with 
the  Washington - - 

Dr.  CASPARI :  Hygienic  laboratory. 

Mr.  THOMAS  :  He  has  made  an  analysis  of  six  pharma¬ 
copoeia  preparations,  running  from  1907  to  1911,  inclusive, 
taken  at  various  places — 9,000  of  these  samples  from  various 
places.  Of  these  six  standard  Phapmacopoeia  preparations, 
out  of  the  9,000  preparations  examined,  only  5,000  were  found 
to  conform  to  the  Pharmacopoeia  standard.  Now,  then,  con¬ 
ditions  are  the  same  today  as  they  were  in  1907  and  1911 — I 
think  Dr.  Caspari  will  bear  me  out.  Dr.  Caspari  spoke  of  the 
Sanitary  Bill  and  about  the  Legislative  Committee.  I  am  not 
going  to  attempt  to  answer  that,  because  the  chairman  of  the 
Legislative  Committee  is  here  and  well  able  to  fight  his  own 
battles.  The  only  thing  I  will  say  to  Dr.  Caspari  is  that  we 
feel  very  safe  as  long  as  he  is  head  of  the  Pure  Food  and  Drug 
Commission;  with  such  men  as  Dr.  Caspari  and  Dr.  Welch 
we  feel  perfectly  safe  in  the  State  of  Maryland,  I  am  sure  we 
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have  been  treated  possibly  better  by  the  Board  of  Health  in 
Maryland  than  we  would  have  been  in  any  other  State  in  the 
Union. 

If  it  would  not  be  asking  too  much  of  Dr.  Caspari,  and  I 
certainly  make  this  suggestion  with  all  due  respect  to  him,  if  he, 
with  his  knowledge  of  the  difficulty  of  keeping  preparations 
standardized,  especially  alkaloid  fluid  extracts  and  others, 
would  issue  a  circular  telling  the  retail  druggist  how  to  live  up 
to  the  requirements  of  the  Pure  Food  and  Drug  Law,  I  am 
sure  it  would  be  highly  appreciated.  I  remember  in  one  of  his 
numerous  discources  before  the  Retail  Druggists  he  told  me 
something  of  the  spirits  of  nitre  I  have  followed  to  this  day — 
to  keep  it  in  a  dark  place  and  dispense  from  a  small  amber 
bottle,  four  to  six  ounces.  We  know  how  difficult  it  is  to  keep 
sweet  spirits  of  nitre.  I  am  sure  every  other  pharmacist  in  the 
city  of  Baltimore,  and  in  Maryland,  is  doing  the  same  thing. 
And  if  he  could  tell  us  something,  in  his  very  great  knowledge, 
of  how  we  should  do  this,  no  pharmacist  in  the  State  of  Mary¬ 
land  would  willingly  violate  the  Pure  Food  and  Drug  Law.  We 
all  want  it.  We  realize  that  it  has  done  a  wonderful  lot  of 
good.  I  am  sure  he  will  bear  me  out  in  the  statement  that  in 
his  early  experiences  as  public  officer  he  found  reputable  stores 
using  Avoirdupois  weight  when  they  should  have  used  Troy 
weight.  In  the  case  of  tincture  of  iodine,  pharmacists  would 
buy  four  ounces  in  the  original  bottles,  put  up  by  some  manu¬ 
facturing  chemist,  and  they  kept  it  in  that  bottle  and  dispensed 
it.  and  instead  of  being  480  grains  to  the  ounce  it  was  437. 
That  is  some  good  that  the  Pure  Food  and  Drug  Law  has  done, 
and  done  through  Dr.  Caspari.  If  he  would  tell  us  some  more, 
give  us  more  information  how  we  should  live  up  to  the  law,  we 
would  be  all  only  too  glad  to  do  it.  Possibly  he  is  a  very  busy 
man  and  all  that,  but  if  he  will  make  any  suggestions  I  am  sure 
these  technical  cases  that  he  has  spoken  of  as  having  been  tried 
in  the  Criminal  Court  would  not  occur :  they  may  have  been 
through  negligence,  but  not  through  intention.  I  am  sure  the 
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retail  pharmacists  all  have  the  highest  esteem  for  Dr.  Cas- 
pari. 

Dr.  CASPARI :  Mr.  Chairman,  I  will  not  detain  you  long, 
because  I  know  the  chairman  of  the  Legislative  Committee  is 
very  anxious  to  get  in  his  reply.  I  hope  I  will  be  able  to  an¬ 
swer  him,  too.  I  want  to  say  to  Mr.  Thomas  that  you  have 
probably  noticed  that  up  to  the  present  time  no  investigation 
has  been  made  of  spirit  of  nitrous  ether  in  the  State  of  Mary¬ 
land,  nor  any  preparation  liable  to  deteriorate  by  itself.  We  have 
not  taken  up  a  single  alkaloid  fluid  extract.  The  only  alkaloidal 
preparation  that  has  been  tested  is  laudanum,  or  tincture  of 
opium,  and  I  have  made  it  a  point,  so  far  as  I  can,  to  pick  out 
simple  preparations  which  I  had  a  right  to  assume  were  usually 
made  by  the  pharmacist  himself,  and  not  boug'ht — in  other 
words,  such  things  as  spirit  of  peppermint,  spirit  of  camphor 
and  tincture  of  iron,  mixing  solution  with  alcohol,  and  things 
of  that  kind.  It  is  impossible  to  issue  a  book  of  instructions  to 
the  pharmacists  telling  them  exactly  how  each  and  every  prep¬ 
aration  must  be  kept.  It  is  assumed  that  the  progressive  phar¬ 
macist  keeps  himself  informed  in  regard  to  changes  made  in 
the  preparation  of  drugs  that  readily  deteriorate  and  the  like, 
and  even  if  a  preparation  like  digitalis,  for  instance,  for  which 
there  is  no  chemical  standard,  but  which  we  know  deteriorates 
appreciably  by  age,  as.  long  as  it  conforms  to  every  Pharma- 
copoeial  standard  that  may  be  set  up,  we  accept  it,  although  it 
may  have  deteriorated,  because  the  investigation  last  year  has 
shown  the  menstruum  given  in  the  Pharmacopoeia  is  entirely 
too  weak,  and  the  coming  Pharmacopoeia,  which  will  be  issued 
within  the  next  twelve  months,  will  show  an  alcoholic  strength 
of  70  to  75  per  cent,  instead  of  48,  because  it  has  been  found 
that  stronger  alcohol  preserves  the  digitalis  better.  But  a  phar¬ 
macist  who  makes  a  preparation  according  to  the  Pharmaco¬ 
poeia  will  always  be  safe  in  the  State  of  Maryland. 

Of  course,  I  realize  that  a  great  many  have  lost  confidence 
in  themselves,  a  great  many  never  had  any  confidence  in  them- 
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selves.  That  is  the  weakest  point  of  the  pharmacists.  They  de¬ 
pend  always  on  somebody  else.  They  take  delight  in  advertis¬ 
ing  that  they  handle  A’s,  B’s,  C’s  or  D’s  preparations,  instead  of 
saying,  “I  keep  them,  but  I  prefer  to  handle  my  own,”  and  the 
day  of  manufacturing  for  retail  pharmacists  is  slowly  on  the 
wane,  and  probably  before  many  of  us  pass  away  you  will  have 
seen  its  retirement.  They  depend  upon  the  manufacturer. 
Now,  the  manufacturer — this  is  an  important  point — bear  in 
mind  that  the  manufacturer  does  not  hold  himself  responsible 
for  the  quality  of  articles  after  the  seal  is  broken,  and  justly 
so.  Should  you  hold  him  responsible  to  the  last  fluid  dram  in  a 
four-ounce  bottle?  He  has  no  control  over  the  preparation 
when  you  break  the  seal  and  begin  to  use  it.  Then  his  respon¬ 
sibility  ceases ;  it  only  covers  the  original  package,  and  if  you 
make  a  preparation  out  of  a  manufactured  product  you  assume 
all  responsibility  for  it,  and  so  you  do  in  dispensing  a  manu¬ 
factured  product  out  of  an  open  bottle.  This  is  getting  to  be 
a  very  serious  question.  W e  have  had  that  come  up  a  dozen  or 
more  times,  where  the  retailer  throws  the  whole  responsibility 
on  the  manufacturer,  and  say  it  was  Mr.  A’s,  B’s  or  C’s  prep¬ 
aration  and  they  are  responsible ;  but  they  are  not ;  they  refuse 
to  assume  the  responsibility,  and  so  would  you.  There  is  not  a 
man  sitting  here,  if  he  put  up  an  article  in  pint  bottles  and 
guaranteed  it  according  to  the  Pharmacopoeia,  who  would  con¬ 
sent  to  continue  the  responsibility  to  the  last  drop.  A  man  out 
of  mere  viciousness  might  add  something  to  that  preparation  if 
he  had  a  spite  against  the  manufacturer,  and  destroy  its  quali¬ 
ties.  We  must  be  broad-minded.  We  cannot  hold  a  manufac¬ 
turer  down  to  a  thing  he  cannot  control.  There  is  a  case  of 
mercurial  ointment  coming  up,  a  dealer  outside  the  city,  which 
will  demonstrate  that  very  clearly,  where  the  retail  druggist 
has  throAvn  himself  completely  on  the  guarantee  of  the  manu¬ 
facturer,  who  refuses  to  accept  the  responsibility  because  his 
own  samples  did  not  correspond  with  the  sample  we  bought. 
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These  are  the  conditions,  gentlemen,  you  want  to  bear  in 
mind.  I  am  not  a  manufacturer,  nor  have  I  the  manufacturers’ 
interests  any  more  at  heart  than  yours,  but  be  fair  to  him,  do 
not  ask  him  to  do  things  impossible.  We  cannot  control  those 
things.  A  clerk  in  your  store  might  perhaps  have  a  spite 
against  the  manufacturer,  and  see  how  immensely  he  could  in¬ 
jure  him  by  diluting*  a  preparation  in  the  bottle  without  your 
knowledge. 

Mr.  BACON :  He  might  do  the  same  with  the  man  he  is 
working  for. 

Dr.  CASPARI :  Certainly,  but  unfortunately,  under  the  law, 
the  proprietor  is  responsible  for  the  acts  of  his  clerks  or  agents, 
that  we  cannot  get  away  from.  I  realize  that  is  a  very  unfor¬ 
tunate  position  for  the  proprietor  of  the  store  to  be  in.  Then 
again,  bear  this  in  mind  also,  if  you  please,  and  I  say  this  par¬ 
ticularly  with  reference  to  the  5,000  samples  to  which  reference 
has  been  made  as  having*  been  up  to  requirements  out  of  a  total 
of  9,000,  about  55  per  cent..'— — - 

Mr.  THOMAS  :  Four  thousand  out  of  the  nine  thousand. 

Dr.  CASPARI :  I  beg  your  pardon,  4,000  out  of  9,000. 

Mr.  THOMAS  :  Approximately  45  per  cent. 

Dr.  CASPARI :  If  we  were  to  take  every  case  that  we 
examined  and  hold  it  strictly  to  the  Pharmacopoeia  standard, 
I  venture  to  say  we  would  have  over  90  per  cent,  violations,  but 
we  do  not.  Take  such  a  simple  thing  as  spirit  of  camphor — 
and  I  think  we  have  been  very  liberal  in  that  respect — if  the 
camphor  shows  from  9  to  11  grams  instead  of  10  we  accept  it  ; 
that  is  a  pretty  liberal  allowance,  10  per  cent,  off,  I  think.  It  is 
the  same  thing  with  Fowler’s  solution,  spirit  of  peppermint, 
tincture  of  iron.  We  make  a  liberal  allowance,  what  we  call  a 
tolerance  limit,  so  as  to  give  the  pharmacist  the  benefit  of  any 
condition  over  which  he  might  not  have  control.  I  think  it 
is  wrong  for  any  Food  and  Drug  Commissioner  to  go  through

the  market  and  pick  up  nitrous  ether  and  prosecute  a  pharma¬ 
cist  for  that.  That  is  wrong,  and  only  takes  place  in  States 
where  the  commissioner  knows  nothing  about  pharmacy.  A 
man  who  is  a  practical  pharmacist  knows  the  conditions. 

Mr.  MILLARD:  You  are  not  allowed  under  this  law  to 
go  into  a  physician's  office  and  take  samples.  There  are  a 
great  many  dispensing  physicians  in  the  State,  and  the  drug¬ 
gists  resent  the  fact  that  they  are  held  up  and  a  physician  al¬ 
lowed  to  do  as  he  pleases.  I  am  not  blaming  you  for  it.  I  am 
going  to  suggest  some  changes  in  1916 — 1912  has  passed. 

A  druggist  resents  that  somewhat.  The  State  Board  of 
Health  deals  largely  with  the  retail  druggdsts,  and  we  have  no 
representation  on  that  Board  of  Health.  The  physicians  are 
in  the  majority  on  the  State  Board  of  Health. 

Dr.  CASPARI :  But  they  do  not  run  the  drug  department. 

Mr.  MILLARD:  They  are  the  Board  of  Health. 

Dr.  CASPARI :  Correct. 

Mr.  MILLARD:  I  think  it  absolutely  essential  that  on 
the  State  Board  of  Health  we  should  have  representation. 

Dr.  CASPARI :  You  have. 

Mr.  MILLARD:  Whom  do  you  refer  to? 

Dr.  CASPARI :  There  is  an  official  of  the  State  Board 
of  Health  who  looks  out  for  the  interests  of  the  pharmacists. 

Mr.  MILLARD  :  If  the  druggists  are  going  to  be  held  up 
on  spirit  of  camphor,  whether  10  per  cent,  one  way  or  the  other, 
then  there  ought  to  be  some  kind  of  law  for  physicians,  who 
prescribe  10  grains  when  5  is  indicated.  There  is  nothing  to 
make  him  toe  the  mark. 

Dr.  CASPARI :  If  you  have  the  law  changed  in  1916  we 
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Mr.  MILLARD  :  It  is  not  fair.  There  are  many  features 
the  druggists  do  not  understand.  We  don't  like  the  idea  of 
your  not  going  into  physicians’  offices.  There  are  hundreds  of. 
physicians  in  Western  Maryland  who  carry  a  line  of  drugs,  and 
very  old  ones.  I  have  seen  nitre  that  looks  like  nitric  acid  in 
such  offices.  Somebody  ought  to  watch  those  fellows.  They 
are  watching  us.  (Laughter  and  applause.) 

Mr.  HANCOCK:  Mr.  President,  may  I  take  the  floor  oil  a 
point  of  personal  privilege?  So  much  has  been  said  by  Dr. 
Caspari  in  regard  to  the  Sanitary  Bill  that  I  would  like  to  have 
the  opportunity  to  reply.  The  discussion  has  become  so  inter¬ 
esting  in  regard  to  this  bill,  and  the  Doctor  in  his  comments  on 
the  Sanitary  Law  has  spoken  of  its  being  such  a  just  law,  that 
1  would  like  to  say,  as  one  of  those  who  sat  in  the  conference 
on  the  Sanitary  Bill  as  originally  proposed  by  the  Board  of 
Health,  that  the  law  as  it  was  finally  passed  was  quite  different 
from  the  bill  that  was  originally  drawn  by  the  Board  of  Health. 

Dr.  Caspari  has  challenged  the  position  that  I  took  in  the 
stand  for  individual  rights  in  opposition  to  this  bill,  but  I  would 
like  him  to  know  that  I  called  the  attention  of  several  lawyers, 
two  of  whom  were  judges  on  the  bench,  to  the  proposed  meas¬ 
ures,  and  they  also  said  that  the  Board  of  Health  bills  were  as 
great  violations  of  personal  rights  as  were  ever  put  through  a 
legislature.  Men  may  honestly  differ,  and  frequently  do  differ 
as  to  the  interpretation  of  the  Constitution ;  and  then  again  it 
may  be  that  many  men,  who  are  well  informed  on  other  sub¬ 
jects,  have  never  read  the  Constitution.  I  would  merely  ask 
these  to  read  paragraphs  85  and  86,  or  the  Third  and  Fourth 
Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  so¬ 
berly  think  out  who  is  right  and  who  is  wrong  in  the  matter. 

Moreover,  the  chairman  of  one  of  the  committees  to  which 
these  bills  were  referred  in  the  legislature  said  that  they  were 
very  drastic,  and  I  am  sure  that  such  bills  would  never  have 
been  introduced  into  our  Legislature  twenty  years  ago.  I  do

not  blame  the  gentlemen  on  the  Board  of  Health  for  wanting 
to  get  all  they  can,  because  it  means  more  appropriation  for 
them  each  year,  and  it  does  seem  that  they  are  in  business  to 
spend  money,  just  as  we  are  in  business  to  try  to  make  it.  But 
it  does  make  a  great  deal  of  difference  if  the  Board  of  Health 
can  come  down  and  persuade  the  Legislature  to  give  them  such 
arbitrary  control  merely  because  they  are  the  Board  of  Health, 
and  not  expect  protest  from  the  people  when  such  measures  are 
extra-constitutional. 

Going  back  to  the  matter  of  the  Constitution,  let  me  say 
that  I  do  not  think  that  we  as  a  people  are  paying  enough  at¬ 
tention  to  what  our  Constitution  is  and  means.  I  am  willing  to 
go  as  far  as  any  man  ought  to  go  in  a  liberal  and  broad  con¬ 
struction  of  that  Constitution  in  the  interests  of  good  legisla¬ 
tion,  but  I  cannot  subscribe  to  a  doctrine  that  the  ends  justify  the 
means,  and  I  am  not  willing  to  see  laws  passed  that  violate  the 
terms  of  that  great  charter,  no  matter  how  plausible  and  bene¬ 
ficial  they  may  seem.  It  is  more  than  a  matter  of  conscience 
with  me,  because  I  believe  it  a  doubtful  expediency  that  is 
bound  to  bring*  evils  in  its  train.  Reference  has  been  made  sev¬ 
eral  times  in  these  meetings  to  the  historical  associations  of 
this  room.  On  that  wall  is  the  address  of  the  greatest  Ameri¬ 
can  who  ever  lived,  George  Washington,  who  resigned  his  com¬ 
mission  as  commander-in-chief  of  the  United  States  Army 
rather  than  that  he  might  be  thought  a  despot.  Over  in  that 
building,  as  the  Governor  told  us  yesterday,  the  preliminary 
meetings  of  our  Constitutional  Convention  were  held.  The 
Constitutional  Convention  itself  was  held  in  Philadelphia,  in 
1787,  and  I  want  to  say  right  here  that,  despite  the  fact  that  we 
think  that  we  are  a  wise  generation,  and  that  we  have  almost 
unlimited  opportunities  for  education,  there  is  not  now,  and 
never  has  been,  another  time  in  the  history  of  the  United  States 
when  another  55  such  men  could  have  collected  like  those  who 
represented  this  country  in  that  convention.  They  felt  called 
upon  and  did  write  a  constitution  that  was  equitable  and  just  in 
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its  protection  of  the  people.  In  this  work  it  was  not  the  ques¬ 
tion  with  those  men  of  giving  the  majority  full  sway,  because 
those  men  realized,  even  in  that  day,  that  one  of  the  greatest 
afflictions  that  could  fall  on  any  country  was  the  tyranny  of  a 
mass,  and  they  protected  the  rights  of  the  individual  against  the 
temporary  power  of  a  clique. 

It  is  comparatively  easy  to  get  rid  of  the  tyranny  of  one 
absolute  monarch,  but  nowadays  we  are  saddling  ourselves  with 
boards  and  commissions  who  are  working  great  hardships 
through  their  autocratic  interferences.  When  the  people  re¬ 
alize  that  this  country  has  become  great  through  the  exercise 
of  their  personal  rights,  and  not  through  the  supervision  of 
men  who  are  not  in  close  contact  with  things,  yet  who  persist 
in  saying  what  we  can  do  and  what  we  shan’t  do,  then  they  will 
realize  what  individual  rights  mean.  The  body  politic  is  suf¬ 
fering  from  them  today,  and  it  is  an  evil. 

Dr.  Caspari  has  complained  that  the  State’s  Attorney  and 
the  grand  juries  have  been  derelict  in  presenting  their  cases, 
but  is  it  not  possible  that  there  is  another  side  to  this  question, 
and  if  a  grand  jury  or  a  state’s  attorney  defers  putting  these 
cases  up  for  trial,  may  it  not  show  that  the  complaint  is  insuffi¬ 
cient  and  the  law  inequitable. 

Another  point  that  I  would  like  to  speak  of  is  our  opposi¬ 
tion  to  the  bill.  As  the  Sanitary  Bill  was  first  introduced  there 
were  many  conditions  in  it  that  were  ridiculous  and  technical, 
and  too  much  was  left  to  personal  opinion.  As  the  chairman 
of  your  Legislative  Committee  I  have  considered  it  was  my 
duty  to  oppose  placing-  any  law  on  the  Statute  Books  of  Alary- 
land  that  was  weak  or  un-American,  or  which  was  not  defi¬ 
nitely  understood,  in  order  that  the  druggists  would  not  be  the 
objects  of  persecution  by  an  overzealous  official. 

I  realize  that  I  have  probably  not  been  as  clear  as  I  might 
have  been  in  replying-  to  Dr.  Caspari,  but  I  want  you  to  appre¬ 
ciate  this  one  thing.  We  are  living  in  a  very  peculiar  age. 
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Things  are  being  attempted  in  this  country  today  which  would 
not  have  been  attempted  twenty  years  ago,  and  I  think  we  can 
put  a  great  deal  of  the  blame  on  our  changing  population. 

I  do  not  mean  to  be  offensive  to  anybody  in  my  references 
to  this,  but  the  English-speaking  race  took  their  ideas  of  gov¬ 
ernment  from  Rome  when  the  government  of  Rome  was  at  its 
best,  and  they  coupled  these  with  those  instincts  of  the  Anglo- 
Saxon  for  freedom  and  individuality,  and  it  is  these  ideas  that 
came  down  to  us  and  tinctured  our  constitution  and  the  char¬ 
acter  of  our  Government  as  originally  planned.  I  believe  in 
immigration,  but  within  the  last  twenty  years  we  have  been 
getting  into  this  country  a  large  population  that  is  very  differ¬ 
ent  from  ourselves.  These  people  have  been  living  under  gov¬ 
ernments  that  are  autocratic  in  every  respect,  and  unfortu¬ 
nately  they  have  brought  their  instincts  of  government  with 
them.  They  have  come  in  so  fast  that  it  has  not  been  possible 
for  us  to  Americanize  them — as  a  matter  of  fact,  they  are  for- 
eignizing  us — and  no  better  example  of  the  Code  Napoleon  can 
be  found  than  in  the  very  sanitary  laws  that  Dr.  Carpari  has 
advocated.  I  sympathize  with  the  objects  of  the  Sanitary  Bill, 
but  as  an  American  I  protested  its  passage  as  a  greater  crime 
than  the  evils  it  proposed  to  correct,  because  a  violation  of  our 
Constitution,  to  my  mind,  is  treason,  the  greatest  crime  in  our 
calendar. 

It  is  a  very  serious  proposition  when  'the  law  gives  a  man, 
who  knows  nothing  of  the  details  of  your  business,  the  right  to 
come  into  your  place  and  tell  you  whether  you  are  doing  right 
or  wrong.  You  will  remember  these  men  are  human,  and  it  has 
hardly  been  three  weeks  ago  that  three  inspectors  of  the  Balti¬ 
more  City  Health  Department  were  arrested  for  subornation  of 
justice.  Do  we  want  to  be  under  the  control  of  a  class  of  men 
like  that?  We  know  that  Dr.  Caspari  or  that  Dr.  Welch  would 
not  do  such  a  thing,  but  there  is  no  guarantee  that  either  one 
will  live  as  long  as  Methuselah.  We  are  satisfied  with  them 
personally,  and  yet  at  the  same  time  there  is  that  possible  mor- 
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tality  contingency,  and  I  for  one  intend  to  fight  any  bills  before 
our  Legislature  that  might  be  misconstrued  and  used  as  a 
cudgel  against  us  by  some  ill-advised  appointment. 

When  the  Sanitary  Bill  was  first  being  considered  Dr. 
Caspari  and  Dr.  Fulton  told  us  that  it  would  not  affect  the  drug 
business.  We  thought  that  it  would,  and  I  now  feel  that  we 
were  perfectly  justified  in  our  rights  as  a  legislative  committee 
to  oppose  it.  But  the  Doctor  won  out,  and  the  drug  trade 
must  live  up  to  the  law. 

Dr.  CASPARI :  Naturally  so.  I  feel  it  necessary.  Mr. 
President,  to  rise  again  and  say  a  few  words  to  prove  conclu¬ 
sively  the  correctness  of  my  statement  at  first  when  I  said  it 
was  evident  that  the  Legislative  Committee  and  the  chairman 
had  not  carefully  read  the  law.  I  want  to  prove  that  right  now. 
The  chairman  just  now,  in  justification  of  his  position,  stated 
several  things.  In  the  first  place,  he  says  that  naturally  the 
State  Board  of  Health  wants  as  much  legislation  as  possible; 
it  means  fresh  appropriations  and  more  opportunity  to  spend 
money  and  widen  their  interests.  This  law  does  not  carry  with 
it  one  cent  of  appropriation. 

I  happen  to  be  thoroughly  familiar  with  this  affair  because 
I  took  an  active  part  in  it,  and  in  order  to  get  our  legislation  be¬ 
fore  the  Legislature  properly,  you  will  bear  in  mind  that  one  of 
the  first  subjects  mentioned  in  the  Democratic  platform  before 
Governor  Goldsborough  was  elected  was  public  health  meas¬ 
ures.  that  they  should  receive  the  support  of  the  party  in  power, 
and  when  it  was  found  that  the  Governor  was  a  Republican 
and  the  Legislature  Democratic,  we  went  before  what  we  might 
term  the  steering  committee  of  the  Legislature,  consisting  of — 
I  have  forgotten  whom. — Mr.  Gorman,  Mr.  Straus — I  have  for¬ 
gotten  the  others,  six  or  seven  members  who  met  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  considering  all  legislation  to  be  presented,  and  the  State 
Board  went  down  with  a  number  of  bills,  among  them  the  San¬ 
itary  Bill,  and  asked  the  steering  committee  to  consider  those 
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bills,  and  if  they  felt  they  could  approve  them  to  do  so.  They 
were  approved  by  that  committee  and  were  presented  to  the 
Legislature  in  order  to  carry  out  the  promises  of  the  Demo¬ 
cratic  party,  and  this  bill  did  not  carry  any  appropriation  be¬ 
cause  I  told  the  Board  at  the  time,  if  we  can  get  this  bill  through 
I  will  try  to  take  it  up  in  my  work,  where  it  belongs,  and  carry 
out  its  provisions.  First,  somebody  suggested  $20,000  would  be 
necessary,  and  I  said  the  ladies  of  Baltimore,  the  Civic  League, 
would  have  supported  any  movement  on  our  part  to  get  fifteen 
of  twenty  times  that  amount  to  carry  out  the  movement,  but  we 
did  not  ask  their  support.  This  bill  will  be  carried  out  under 
the  supervision  of  our  department.  So  much  for  the  appropria¬ 
tion. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Legislative  Committee  has  said  that 
the  State  Board  of  Health  can  take  any  man  who  violates 
this  law  into  the  office  of  a  justice  of  the  peace  and  prosecute 
him. 

Mr.  HANCOCK:  No - 

Doctor  CASPARI :  You  just  practically  said  that;  you 
said  we  could  prosecute  them.  There  is  a  provision  in  the 
law  which  says  it  can  be  done ;  it  says  if  any  violation  of  this 
law  occurs  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  Board  of  Health 
to  notify  the  person  and  call  his  attention  to  it,  and  tell  him 
how  to  remedy  it,  and  giving  him  a  fixed  number  of  days — of 
course  depending  upon  the  gravity  of  the  situation — in  which 
he  can  remedy  the  existing  carelessness,  and  then  if  he  doesn’t 
comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  law  they  can  then  prose¬ 
cute  him.  The  notice  to  the  man  must  be  in  writing,  and  he 
shall  have  the  right  to  be  heard  either  in  person  or  by  his 
attorney  before  the-  Board.  All  this  must  be  done  before  we 
take  anyone  to  the  office  of  the  justice  of  the  peace.  I  think 
there  have  been  a  number  of  safeguards  thrown  around  the 
possible  offenders  that  are  remarkable.  In  Ohio,  Delaware 
and  New  Jersey  they  have  sanitary  inspection  laws  that  are 
wonderfully  rigid  as  compared  with  this  one  and  do  not 
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make  any  such  provisions  as  we  have.  here.  We  allow  a  man, 
give  him  ample  time  to  remedy  a  nuisance,  tell  him  how  it  can 
be  done.  Take  a  case  in  point :  You  can  go  through  the 
market  today  and  find  the  chopped  beef  standing  on  the  stalls 
swarming  with  flies.  The  butcher  takes  his  twig  of  leaves 
and  brushes  them  aside  for  a  moment,  then  puts  down  his 
twig  and  the  flies  come  back  again.  Just  before  you  get 
there  he  shakes  them  off,  and  you  buy  that  beef  on  which  the 
flies  have  feasted  for  half  an  hour  before.  That  is  what  we 
are  trying  to  stop.  We  are  trying  to  stop  the  exposure  of 
food  to  flies,  filth  and  other  things.  That  is  the  chief  object 
of  the  law.  We  are  going  to  compel  the  druggists  who  handle 
food  products  to  do  exactly  as  the  butcher  does.  We  are 
going  to  look  under  and  behind  the  soda  water  counters  and 
see  whether  he  keeps  them  clean,  and  if  not  he  has  got  to  do 
so.  If  he  does  not  we  will  have  him  arrested  and  fined.  Only 
two  or  three  cases  will  be  necessary  to  clarify  the  whole 
situation. 

Mr.  HANCOCK:  I  am  sorry  to  have  to  inflict  myself 
again  upon  this  meeting,  but  I  want  the  Doctor  to  realize 
this  one  thing  when  he  tells  how  their  bills  were  engineered 
through  the  Democratic  Steering  Committee.  There  was  on 
that  Steering  Committee  a  former  Attorney-General  of  the 
State  of  Maryland,  who,  during  his  term  of  office,  was  the 
legal  adviser  and  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Health  ;  and  it 
was  generally  understood  that  that  gentleman  was  the  lobby¬ 
ist  for  the  various  bills  of  the  Board  of  Health.  More  than 
that,  it  has  not  been  a  month  since  the  public  press  of  the  city 
of  Baltimore  had  a  news  item  that  he  and  the  attorney  for 
the  State  Board  of  Health  were  touring  Western  Maryland 
in  the  advocacy  of  the  candidacy  of  himself  for  the  United 
States  Senate. 

Dr.  CASPARI :  Do  you  believe  everything  in  the 
newspapers  ? 

Mr.  HANCOCK:  I  believe  that. 
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Doctor  CASPARI :  I  don’t. 

Mr.  HANCOCK:  Politics  is  politics,  and  it  is  quite  in 
line  with  the  actions  of  some  Boards  of  Health,  until  it  has 
become  necessary  to  cry  out  ag'ainst  their  usurpations  of  power 
and  their  methods. 

As  an  instance :  A  law  was  either  introduced  or  sug¬ 
gested  in  the  last  Legislature  of  New  York,  presumably  with 
the  influence  of  their  Board  of  Health  behind  it,  because  it 
gave  to  that  Board  the  power  to  control  it.  That  bill  would 
have  made  it  necessary  for  every  man  and  woman  and  child 
to  be  examined,  twice  a  year  by  a  registered  physician,  and 
if  the  physician  had  diagnosed  that  they  had  Brights  disease, 
or  the  symptoms  of  Brights  disease,  or  diabetes,  or  tubercu¬ 
losis,  or  several  other  diseases,  then  that  person,  no  matter 
what  their  economic  condition  may  have  been — even  if  they 
were  wage-earners  and  had  a  family  of  children  depending 
on  them — they  would  have  had  to  stop  work  immediately  and 
until  the  Board  of  Health  gave  them  permission  to  go  back  to 
it  again.  You  may  talk  as  you  please,  but  Russia  itself  would 
not  tolerate  such  laws  as  these.  Fortunately,  our  Board  of 
Plealth  in  Maryland  is  singularly  free  from  political  influence, 
but  you  must  remember  that  the  Boards  of  Health  of  many 
other  States  in  the  Union  are  political  appointees,  and  we 
must  be  careful  as  citizens  about  giving  them  such  plenary 
powers. 

Doctor  CASPARI:  What  has  that  to  do  with  this  law? 

Mr.  HANCOCK:  A  great  deal,  particularly  along  the 
line  of  these  laws  being  a  violation  of  personal  rights.  You 
spoke  a  little  while  ago  about  how  your  law  was  engineered 
through  the  steering  committee.  To  my  mind,  and  from 
what  I  have  seen  of  politics  at  Annapolis  and  in  Baltimore,  if 
a  gentleman  was  a  candidate  for  the  LTnited  States  Senate  and 
he  wanted  the  influence  of  the  medical  profession  behind  him, 
he  could  not  adopt  a  better  plan  than  by  putting  the  Board 
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of  Health  measures  through  the  steering  committee,  and  thus 
gaining*  the  influence  of  that  committee  for  those  laws  before 
they  came  down  to  Annapolis.  Moreover.  Dr.  Caspari  did 
not  tell  you  that  the  very  regulations  which  require  the  Board 
of  Health  to  first  summons  the  party  and  instruct  him  as  to 
what  he  must  do  before  they  can  prosecute  him.  as  well  as 
certain  other  checks,  were  not  in  the  original  bill,  but  were 
forced  on  the  Board  of  Health  by  the  Trade  Conference  Com¬ 
mittee.  (Applause.) 

Doctor  CASPARI :  I  cannot  undertake  to  cope  with  so 
experienced  a  politician  as  Mr  Hancock.  (Laughter  and  ap¬ 
plause.) 

PRESIDENT There  are  two  announcements  to  be 
made  at  this  time :  At  the  close  of  this  session  you  will  please 
gather  on  the  Capitol  steps  to  give  us  an  opportunity  to  have 
the  group  photographed.  The  second  is  that  the  registration 
book  is  here  on  the  desk  and  we  will  be  glad  to  have  all  mem¬ 
bers  register  before  they  leave.

Mr.  THOMAS :  Mr.  President,  in  the  temporary  ab¬ 
sence  of  the  Secretary,  I  nominate  Mr.  Pierce  to  take  his 
place  temporarily.

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Next  is  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Deceased  Mem¬ 
bers,  Air.  Hodson? 

Air.  THOA1AS :  Air.  President,  Air.  Hodson,  the  chair¬ 
man,  is  absent  at  the  present  time. 

PRESIDENT:  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Adultera¬ 
tions,  Air.  Neal,  chairman  of  that  committee. 

(Air.  Neal  read  report  referred  to.) 

Mr.  President  and  members  of  Alaryland  Pharmaceutical  Associa¬ 
tion: 

Adulterations  may  be  classified  under  three  heads,  viz.  acci¬ 
dental,  incidental  and  deliberate.  When  we  find  Spanish  silver 
coins  in  a  bale  of  ergot  or  a  steel  trap  in  good  order  in  a  bale  of 
a  cheap  drug  such  as  cascara,  we  may  fairly  assume  such  adultera¬ 
tions  to  be  accidental.  When  a  small  number  of  stems  exceeding 
7  centimeters  in  length  are  found  in  a  bale  of  ipecac  root  or  the 
pharmacopoeial  limit  of  permissible  impurities  is  exceeded  in  case 
of  some  chemical,  we  feel  reasonably  sure  that  such  adulteration 
is  incidental.  However,  when  we  find  as  many  as  twenty  care¬ 
fully  molded  lead  bullets  neatly  imbedded  in  the  mathematical 
center  of  an  equal  number  of  opium  balls  and  judicially  distributed 
throughout  a  case  of  170  lbs.  of  opium,  we  need  not  fear  a  libel 
suit  if  we  designate  such  adulteration  as  deliberate,  nor  can  we 
look  upon  the  presence  of  a  bundle  of  phytolacca  leaves  represent¬ 
ing  10  per  cent,  of  the  weight  of  a  bale  of  belladonna  leaves  as  en¬ 
tirely  accidental,  particularly  if  all  bales  of  same  shipment  show 
the  same  condition. 

Upon  the  first  two  class  of  adulterations  the  execution  of  Pure 
Food  and  Drug  laws  can  have  only  a  slight  influence  such  as  in¬ 
creasing  the  watchfulness  of  drug  collectors  and  manufacturers  of 
chemicals.  The  protection  afforded  the  public  against  the  deliber¬ 
ate  adulteration,  we  believe,  has  been  amply  shown  through  the 
many  convictions  obtained  under  the  law  in  recent  years  and 
through  the  diminishing  number  of  deliberate  adulterations  en¬ 
countered. 

Your  committee  regrets  that  it  has  no  figures  to  compare  pre¬ 
vious  conditions  with  the  present.  However,  through  the  courtesy 
of  a  large  purchaser  of  crude  drugs  and  chemicals  we  have  been 
pertnitted  to  examine  records  of  about  five  thousand  samples  and 
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shipments  during  past  12  months  and  from  these  records  we  have 
selected  only  such  items  as  may  in  a  general  wajr  show  the  condi¬ 
tion  of  the  drug  market  as  to  adulterations. 

In  the  report  which  follows  we  shall  refer  to  samples  or  ship¬ 
ments  as  rejected,  meaning  thereby  those  which  for  any  reason 
whatever  were  found  below  standard.

From  above  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  out  of  172  samples  19,  or 
only  11  per  cent,  of  crude  drugs  were  found  below  standard. 

This  showing  we  regard  as  very  good  indeed  since  nearly  all 
adulterations  noted  should  be  classed  as  incidental. 

Chemicals. 

Under  this  heading  are  found  all  items  not  included  in  crude 
drug  list  and  covers  such  products  as  volatile  or  fixed  oils  and 
animal  products.  Out  of  4581  samples  examined  there  were  only 
25  rejections,  or  little  less  than  one-half  of  one  per  cent. 

As  a  matter  of  interest  we  will  enumerate  the  items  rejected: 
Acetic  Acid  2,  Carbolic  Acid  1,  Chloroform  3,  Sodium  Arsenate  2, 
Solution  Iron  Citrate  1,  Cinchonidine  Alkaloid  1,  Sparteine  Sul¬ 
phate  1,  Calcined  Magnesia  4,  White  Petrolatum  3,  Liquid  Petro¬ 
latum  2,  Salol  1,  Anhydrous  Wool  Fat  1,  Sodium  Nitrate  1,  Rose 
Water  1,  Oil  Sweet  Orange  1. 

Taken  as  a  whole  the  foregoing  report  shows  that  the  drugs 
and  chemicals  offered  for  sale  today  represent  a  high  standard  of 
quality  and  the  pharmacists  of  Maryland  and  elsewhere  should  be 
congratulated  that  such  is  the  case.

Mr.  MILLARD:  How  many  pages  of  that  are  there? 

SECRETARY :  About  sixty-six. 

PRESIDENT :  Is  not  that  a  very  practical  paper? 

Mr.  MILLARD :  It  deals  with  keeping  books  in  a  drug 
store,  and  I  think  it  is  really  a  practical  paper.  If  it  will 
take  too  much  time  I  would  be  glad  to  have  .it  incorporated 
in  the  minutes.  It  is  gotten  up  by  the  “American  Druggist,” 
and  deals  with  a  concrete  case. 

SECRETARY :  I  will  read  part  of  it. 

Mr.  MILLARD :  I  think  it  contains  some  matters  of 
general  interest,  and  notwithstanding  the  Secretary’s  disposi¬ 
tion  to  get  out  of  all  the  work  he  can,  make  him  read  it. 

Mr.  THOMAS :  Mr.  President,  there  is  no  question  but 
what  the  paper  should  be  read.  That  is  what  we  are  here  for, 
to  spend  the  time  reading  papers — that  is  how  we  expect  to 
gain  knowledge.

A  UNIFORM  SYSTEM  OF  ACCOUNTING  FOR  THE 
RETAIL  DRUG  TRADE. 

By  Caswell  A.  Mayo,  Ph.  G.,

One  of  the  greatest  difficulties  which  confronts  the  beginner  in 
the  retail  drug  business  is  the  lack  of  any  well  established  standards 
by  which  to  compare  his  own  financial  results.  Some  idea  of  the 
state  of  mind  of  the  beginner  in  pharmacy  may  be  gained  by  the 
following  letter  recently  received  by  me: 

“I  have  just  completed  a  year  here,  and  confess  that  there  is 
much  in  the  figures  to  confuse  me,  and  as  I  desire  to  go  into  an¬ 
other  year  with  a  better  understanding  of  my  business,  better 
enabled  to  overcome  my  failures  of  the  past,  with  this  end  in  view 
I  would  like  someone  else  to  pass  upon  my  figures.  I  am  a  sub¬ 
scriber  to  your  paper,  but  never  have  felt  free  to  ask  favors,  yet 
if  I  could  at  this  time  have  your  advice  and  assistance  in  the 
matter  of  analyzing  my  figures  and  suggestions  for  a  better  show¬ 
ing  for  the  future,  I  would  truly  appreciate  it.” 

From  the  figures  submitted  the  following  table  was  made  up:

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The  cost  of  the  goods  sold  could  not  be  determined  accurately, 
since  one  inventory  included  stock,  fixtures,  accounts,  etc.,  while 
the  other  did  not  specify  the  items,  and  the  actual  cost  of  the 
goods  sold  was  ascertained  by  taking  the  amount  of  goods  pur¬ 
chased  and  subtracting  from  that  any  increase  in  inventory  of 
stock. 

It  is  obvious  at  a  glance  that  this  store  is  not  paying  properl)". 
The  expense  percentage  is  not  high  for  a  business  of  this  size. 
Twenty-two  per  cent  is  not  out  of  the  way  for  a  $10,000  drug  busi¬ 
ness,  though  it  seems  that  the  item  of  $1200  for  the  manager’s 
salary,  which  was  included  in  the  expense  items,  is  rather  high  for 
a  manager  who  cannot  produce  better  results  than  are  apparent 
in  this  instance. 

The  chief  difficulty  is  with  the  gross  profit  item.  A  gross  profit 
which  figures  only  24  per  cent  on  the  total  sales,  cash,  and  credit, 
is  altogether  too  low. 

In  response  to  a  questionnaire  sent  out  to  some  of  my  friends 
in  the  retail  trade  not  long  since  I  learned  the  cost  of  doing  busi¬ 
ness  in  a  number  of  stores  in  the  eastern  section  of  the  United 
States.  These  figures  were  furnished  from  stores  whose  gross 
sales  for  one  year  ranged  from  $9,000  to  $75,000,  and  they  showed 
that  the  average  gross  profit  amounted  to  36  per  cent  of  the  sum 
of  the  sales,  while  the  net  profit  amounted  to  approximately  11  per 
cent.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  statement  sent  by  my  correspondent 
shows  a  gross  profit  way  below  what  it  should  be.  The  figures 
observed  in  the  statistics  compiled  by  myself  agree  quite  closely 
with  the  figures  presented  in  a  paper  read  before  the  Iowa  Pharma¬ 
ceutical  ^Association  some  two  years  ago  by  Harry  B.  Mason.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  Mr.  Mason’s  report,  which  included  business  ranging 
from  $5,800  to  $26,000  per  year,  not  one  of  the  twenty-five  stores 
reported  a  gross  profit  of  less  than  31  per  cent,  of  the  sales,  and 
only  two  were  under  36  per  cent.  Afore  than  half  of  them  showed 
a  net  profit  of  24  per  cent,  or  more.  The  average  gross  profit  was 
38%  per  cent.  Contrast  this  with  the  net  profit  of  my  correspond¬ 
ent,  whose  net  profit  is  practically  a  negligible  quantity.  It  would 
not  much  more  than  take  care  of  the  depreciation  in  fixtures,  stock 
and  utensils.  My  correspondent's  expense  account  seems  to  be 
not  exceptional  save  in  one  particular.  This  account  reads  as 
follows:

It  will  be  observed  that  he  has  a  salesman  cost  of  $1,536  out  of 
a  total  expense  account  of  $2,150.  This  is  the  weakest  point  in  his 
expenses  account.  He  has  charged  too  high  a  salary  for  himself. 
The  manager  of  a  store  doing  a  business  of  only  $9,680  annually 
should  certainly  not  receive  a  salary  higher  than  about  $900.  De¬ 
ducting  this  difference  of  $300  from  the  expense  account  and  adding 
it  to  the  gross  profit,  we  find  a  somewhat  hopeful  situation,  the 
gross  profits  amounting  in  this  case  to  nearly  27  per  cent,  and  the 
net  profit  to  4.7  per  cent.  Both  are  still  much  below  what  may  be 
looked  upon  as  the  normal  profit  in  a  healthy  retail  business.  In 
considering  a  statement  of  this  kind  we  are  confronted  with  the 
necessity  of  having  for  comparison  some  well-established  normal 
figures  as  to  the  proportion  of  expense,  profit,  etc. 


There  are  a  number  of  factors  included  in  the  cost  of  doing 
business  for  which  a  normal  figure  can  be  established.  For  in¬ 
stance,  the  relation  of  rent,  of  advertising,  of  salaries,  of  heat  and 
light,  of  losses,  of  insurance,  and  of  taxes  to  the  gross  sales  should, 
in  profitable  stores,  be  about  the  same.  Where  rent  is  high,  as  on 
a  popular  street,  a  part  of  the  rent  is  really  chargeable  against 
advertising,  for  the  location  of  the  store  constitutes  in  some  sort 
an  advertisement,  and  it  is  this  advertising  value  which  enhances 
the  rental.  The  item  of  salaries  should  include  a  salary  for  the 
proprietor  if  he  devotes  his  entire  time  to  the  business,  which 
should  be  such  a  salary  as  he  would  have  to  pay  to  a  competent 
manager  doing  the  same  work  as  is  done  b}r  him.  In  the  average 
drug  store  this  would  probabl}'  be  from  $1,000  to  $1,5,00  annually. 
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One  of  the  most  important  factors  in  determining  the  question 
of  profit  is,  of  course,  the  number  of  times  a  stock  is  turned  over 
annually.  Here  again  we  need  a  collective  inquiry  to  determine 
what  is  the  normal  turnover  for  the  retail  drug  stock.  This  figure 
can  be  obtained,  of  course,  by  dividing  the  cost  of  the  items  sold 
in  the  course  of  the  year  by  the  inventory  cost. 

It  seems  to  me  that  no  better  work  can  be  done  by  the  various 
State  and  National  associations  to  further  the  commercial  interests 
of  the  retail  druggists  than  to  aid  in  the  systematic  collecion  of 
such  data  as  will  enable  us  to  establish  normal  figures  for  the  guid¬ 
ance  of  retailers  generally.  The  comparatively  small  number  of 
stores  included  in  the  reports  of  Mr.  Mason  and  myself,  while 
serving  a  useful  purpose,  cannot  give  statistics  which  are  absolutely 
reliable  for  the  guidance  of  druggists  everywhere. 

What  we  need  is  a  compilation  of  figures  in  the  drug  trade 
such  as  has  been  made  for  the  retail  shoe  trade  by  the  Bureau  of 
Research  of  the  Post  Graduate  School  of  Business  Administration 
of  Harvard  University.  This  institution  has  made  a  study  of  the 
retail  shoe  trade  for  the  past  three  years.  Data  were  collected 
regarding  the  various  items  of  cost  and  their  proportion,  but  it 
was  found  that  there  was  such  a  wide  variation  in  the  methods  of 
accounting  pursued  that  the  results  reported  in  one  store  could 
not  be  used  as  a  criterion  for  another.  This  showed  that  the  first 
step  needed  was  the  formulation  and  introduction  of  a  uniform 
system  of  accounting  for  retail  shoe  dealers  so  that  the  results 
reported  in  one  store  might  be  compared  with  those  observed  in 
all  other  stores  using  the  same  system.  Two  years  were  then  de¬ 
voted  to  the  introduction  of  this  system  of  accounting  into  the 
retail  shoe  stores.  Six  hundred  and  fifty  stores  in  twenty-six 
states  have  adopted  this  particular  system  of  accounting  and  have 
furnished  reports  based  on  it  to  the  Harvard  University,  from 
which  reliable  statistics  have  been  deduced  applicable  to  retail  shoe 
stores  at  large. 

No  matter  how  good  a  retailer’s  system  of  accounting  may  be, 
he  will  never  be  able  to  know  whether  he  is  doing  as  well  as  he 
should  be  unless  he  has  before  him  for  comparison  the  results 
obtained  by  other  retailers  doing  business  under  like  conditions 
and  using  the  same  system  of  accounting.  This  is  where  the  Har¬ 
vard  system  of  accounting  for  retail  shoe  dealers  is  of  the  greatest 
value.  This  system  was  devised  by  a  committee  composed  of  emi¬ 
nent  accountants,  expert  shoe  dealers  and  members  of  the  Uni- 
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versity  staff.  It  has  been  revised  in  the  light  of  three  years’  expe¬ 
rience  with  it  and  seems  to  meet  fully  the  needs  of  the  average 
retail  shoe  store. 

Some  of  the  results  shown  in  the  reports  submitted  to  the 
University  bjr  the  650  stores  using  the  system  will  illustrate  what 
may  be  hoped  for  in  the  way  of  information  for  the  guidance  of 
retailers  in  other  lines  when  they  have  similar  standards  for  com¬ 
parison.  Harvard  found  the  percentage  of  rent  to  net  sales  rang¬ 
ing  from  1.8  per  cent,  to  14.6,  a  number  centering  about  5  per  cent. 
The  more  efficient  stores  showed  that  a  rental  of  3  per  cent,  was 
attainable. 

Another  interesting  feature  shown  was  the  annual  stock  turn¬ 
over,  which  ranged  from  1  to  3.6  in  a  year,  the  normal  turnover 
for  the  retail  shoe  dealer  being  1.8,  with  an  attainable  stock  turn 
of  2.5.  Another  important  figure  was  the  annual  sales  of  the  aver¬ 
age  sales  person,  which  ranged  from  $5,000  to  $16,000,  with  a 
normal  annual  sales  person  of  $10,000  in  cities  of  over  100,000. 

While  the  figures  given  above  regarding  the  retail  shoe  busi¬ 
ness  have  no  direct  application  to  the  retail  drug  business,  the 
results  point  the  way  towards  the  commercial  salvation  of  the  re¬ 
tail  drug  business,  through  the  formulation  and  introduction  of  a 
standard  system  of  accounting  for  the  retail  druggist  and  the  com¬ 
pilation  when  this  system  has  been  introduced  of  normal  figures 
for  the  various  items  of  expense,  profit,  etc.  We  ought  to  know 
what  is  the  normal  stock  turn,  the  sales  per  person,  the  rent,  etc., 
etc.,  in  the  drug  trade. 

I  purpose  bringing  this  matter  to  the  attention  of  all  the  State 
and  National  organizations  in  pharmacy,  and  shall  request  each 
one  of  them  to  appoint  a  special  committee  on  accounting  for 
retail  druggists  to  study  this  question,  and  by  co-operation  between 
the  State  and  National  organizations  endeavor  to  formulate  a  sys¬ 
tem  of  accounting  suited  to  the  average  retail  drug  store.  When 
this  system  has  been  formulated  these  committees  can  aid  in  its 
introduction  and  in  the  collation  of  data  for  the  establishment  of 
normal  guides  to  the  various  items  of  expense,  cost,  and  profit. 

I  shall  be  glad  to  co-operate  personally  with  any  committee 
which  may  be  appointed  to  carry  on  these  studies.  The  work  is 
one  which  will  take  some  years  to  complete  and  which  will  require 
the  active  co-operation  of  druggists  all  over  the  United  States,  but 
I  feel  confident  that  with  effective  committees  working  along  the 
right  lines,  we  can  evolve  for  the  retail  drug  trade  a  system  of  ac-

counting  which  will  give  all  the  information  necessar}r  for  the  com¬ 
mercial  guidance  of  the  retailer  without  inflicting  any  unnecessary 
burden  of  detail  upon  him.  The  very  complex  nature  of  the  retail 
drug  business  renders  such  systematic  study  of  the  methods  of 
accounting  imperative  and  at  the  same  time  surrounds  it  with  great 
difficulty.  I  hope  that  I  may  count  on  }rour  co-operation  in  this 
work  for  the  good  of  all,  and  to  that  end  ask  that  your  association 
appoint  a  committee  on  accounting  to  co-operate  with  such  other 
committees  as  may  be  appointed  by  the  State  and  National  organi¬ 
zations  in  pharmacy  for  the  formulation  and  introduction  of  a 
uniform  system  of  accounting  in  the  retail  drug  trade. 

PRESIDENT :  You  have  listened  to  the  paper  on  a 
“Uniform  System  of  Accounting’’ :  what  is  your  pleasure? 

Mr.  THOMAS :  I  move  it  be  accepted  and  printed  in  the 
proceedings. 

Mr.  MILLARD:  I  second  the  motion.  There  is  a  sug¬ 
gestion  there  about  appointing  a  committee :  I  hardly  think 
it  is  feasible  to  appoint  a  committee  to  report  back  next  year. 

Mr.  THOMAS:  Air.  President,  the  incoming  President 
can  take  that  up,  unless  you  want  to  do  it. 

Mr.  NEAL :  I  move  that  part  of  the  paper  recommend¬ 
ing  that  some  report  be  made  by  the  Association  be  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Trade  Interests  for  attention. 

Mr.  MILLARD:  The  incoming  Committee  on  Trade  In¬ 
terests.  for  the  next  year? 

Mr.  NEAL:  Yes. 

PRESIDENT :  Will  you  accept  that  as  an  amendment. 
Mr.  Thomas? 

Mr.  THOMAS :  Yes. 

(Motion  put  to  vote  and  carried.) 

Mr.  THOMAS :  Mr.  President,  I  hold  in  my  hand  here, 
I  am  sure,  a  very  valuable  paper,  written  by  two  of  our  grad¬ 
uates,  and  also  active  members  of  our  Association.  It  is  a 
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joint  paper,  called  “Fractional  Percolation/’  written  by  Miss 
Annie  M.  Patterson  and  M r.  Fronds  Lentz.  I  would  ask 
Miss  Patterson  or  Mr.  Lentz  to  come  up  and  read  this  paper. 

Miss  PATTERSON  :  I  would  rather  have  Mr.  Pierce 
read  it.  (Applause  and  laughter.) 

SECRETARY  :  It  seems  to  be  the  sense  of  the  Asso¬ 
ciation  that  you  read  this  paper.  I  think  they  would  much 
more  enjoy  your  reading  it.  It  is  very  plainly  written — I 
commend  that  writing — but  they  all  seem  to  be  clamoring 
for  you. 

Aliss  PATTERSON :  That  is  the  reason  I  think  you 
should  read  it,  if  it  is  plainly  written. 

PRESIDENT :  Miss  Patterson,  if  you  will  allow  me  to 
decide.  I  think  the  Association  would  prefer  your  reading  this 
paper,  if  you  will  kindly  step  forward.  (Applause.) 

(Miss  Patterson  read  paper  as  requested.) 


FRACTIONAL  PERCOLATION. 

By  Annie  M.  Patterson  and  Fronds  Lentz. 

Included  in  that  excellent  laboratory  course  which  the  stu¬ 
dents  of  pharmacy  receive  at  the  University  of  Maryland  is  the 
manufacture  and  assay  of  fluid  extract  of  belladonna  by  the  official 
process.  We  were  anxious  to  see  the  result  obtained  by  fractional 
percolation  on  the  same  drug;  therefore, 

1 — Based  on  the  fact  that  one  part  of  drug  takes  three  parts 
of  menstruum  for  exhaustion  in  most  cases; 


2 — That  when  100  grammes  of  drug  are  exhausted  by  percola¬ 
tion,  from  70  to  80  per  cent,  of  the  total  soluble  constituents  present 
are  contained  in  the  first  75  c.  c.  of  percolate;  and 


3 — That  the  last  reserve  must  be  three  times  the  quantity  of 
the  last  portion  of  drug  used,  1000  grammes  of  belladonna  root  was 
divided  into  five  portions,  thus: —

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1000  gms.  of  drug=1000  c.  c.  fluid  extract;  1000  c.  c.  of  re¬ 
serve  -|-  2000  c.  c.  of  weak  percolate=3000  c.  c.  of  menstruum  that 
passed  through  the  1000  gms.  of  drug. 

The  official  menstruum  of  four  parts  alcohol  to  one  of  water 
was  used  throughout  the  process.  This  is  equal  to  76  per  cent, 
alcohol. 

The  first  portion  of  the  drug  was  moistened  with  thirty-five 
per  cent  of  fresh  menstruum,  but  each  succeeding  portion  was 
moistened  with  thirty-five  per  cent  of  weak  percolate. 

The  official  directions  as  to  packing,  macerating,  etc.,  were 
carried  out  and  the  percolation  allowed  to  proceed  three  drops 
per  minute. 

Instead  of  using  the  long  rubber  tubing,  a  piece  of  glass 
tubing,  sealed  at  one  end  and  having  a  triangular  notch  filed  on 
one  side,  was  found  very  convenient,  for  when  the  flow  was  once 
regulated  it  remained  constant  and  could  be  left  for  hours. 

As  shown  by  the  above  table,  the  first  220  c.  c.  of  percolate 
was  caught  in  a  tared  bottle  and  put  asids  as  the  first  reserve,  the 
percolation  was  then  continued  until  680  c.  c.  of  weak  percolate 
had  been  obtained,  or  until  the  drug  was  completely  exhausted, 
as  shown  by  using  Mayer’s  reagent.  The  weak  percolate  was 
caught  in  divided  portions  of  about  100  c.  c.  each,  and  these  were 
numbered  1,  2,  3,  4,  etc.,  the  strongest  of  these  being  used  to 
moisten  the  second  portion  of  drug,  the  250  c.  c.,  and  the  others 
being  used  as  menstruum  in  sequence  of  strength  in  order  to 
insure  the  greatest  possible  strength  to  the  reserved  portion. 
From  the  second  portion  180  c.  c.  of  the  strongest  percolate  was 
put  aside  as  a  reserve  and  then  the  percolation  carried  on  until 
that  portion  of  the  drug  was  exhausted;  and  so  on  for  the  whole 
five  portions  of  drug,  the  same  precautions  being  carried  out  for 
each  portion  of  drug  as  for  the  first  portion,  always  using  the 
strongest  of  the  weak  percolate  from  the  preceding  portion  as 
the  first  menstruum  for  the  fresh  portion  of  the  drug,  and  follow¬ 
ing  up  with  the  weaker  and  weaker  percolate. 

In  the  last  portion  of  drug  the  whole  300  c.  c.  of  percolate 
was  reserved,  and  there  was  no  weak  percolate  to  be  put  aside 
on  the  shelf  and  take  up  room  until  you  needed  to  make  some 
more  fluid  extract  of  belladonna. 

The  five  reserved  portions,  measuring  1000  c.  c.  of  finished 
fluid  extract  of  belladonna  from  1000  Gms.  of  drug  without  any 
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evaporation  of  weak  percolate,  were  poured  into  one  flask  and 
thoroughly  shaken,  and  then  the  10  c.  c.  of  this  fluid  exract  was 
assayed  by  the  official  process  which  showed  0.46  grammes  of 
mydriatic  alkaloids  in  every  100  c.  c.  of  fluid  extract.  The  crude 
drug  assayed  0.46  per  cent  of  mydriatic  alkaloids,  showing  that 
the  extraction  of  the  alkaloids  by  this  process  had  been  perfect. 
The  fluid  extract  made  by  the  official  method  assayed  only  0.4276 
grammes  of  mydriatic  alkaloids  per  hundred  cubic  centimeters  of 
fluid  extract,  showing  a  loss  of  0.0324  grammes:  or,  in  other 
words,  by  using  fractional  percolation  each  hundred  grammes  of 
drug  yields  115  c.  c.  of  standardized  fluid  extract,  and  the  same 
drug  by  the  official  method  yields  onl}r  106.9  c.  c.,  or  a  gain  of 
80  c.  c.  for  the  1000  grammes  of  drug  used. 

This  process  not  only  shows  a  more  complete  extraction  of 
the  drug  and  a  greater  yield  of  fluid  extract,  but  there  is  no  com¬ 
parison  between  the  appearance  of  the  finished  products.  The 
one  made  b}'  the  official  process,  where  heat  had  been  employed 
to  concentrate  the  weak  percolate,  was  dark  and  began  to  de¬ 
posit  a  sediment  two  weeks  after  it  was  made,  while  the  two 
samples  made  by  fractional  percolation,  where  no  heat  had  been 
employed,  are  a  deep  ruby  color,  clear  and  transparent.  This 
fluid  extract  was  made  four  months  ago.  It  has  never  been 
filtered  and  as  yet  there  is  not  the  slightest  sign  of  any  sediment. 

We  reversed  the  official  assay  method  by  pipetting  10  c.  c. 
of  the  fluid  extract  into  a  flask  graduated  at  a  hundred  cubic  centi¬ 
meters  by  adding  10  c.  c.  of  normal  sulphuric  acid  to  precipitate 
the  resin  and  convert  the  alkaloids  into  soluble  sulphates,  and 
by  adding  enough  water  to  bring  the  liquid  up  to  the  hundred 
cubic  centimeter  mark.  After  a  thorough  shaking  the  flask  was 
set  aside  for  fort}^-eight  hours  to  insure  complete  precipitation 
of  the  resin.  This  was  then  filtered  and  50  c.  c.  of  the  clear 
filtrate  transferred  to  a  separator  and  then  ‘‘shaken  out”  with 
20  c.  c.  of  chloroform  and  ammonia  water  sufficient  to  render  the 
liquid  alkaline.  The  chloroformic  layer  was  drawn  off  into  a 
beaker  and  the  acid  liquid  “shaken  out”  again  with  15  c.  c.  of 
chloroform  and  then  10  c.  c.  These  chloroformic  solutions  were 
evaporated,  as  in  the  official  process,  and  titrated  as  prescribed 
by  the  U.  S.  P.,  but  the  result  was  very  unsatisfactory,  showing 
only  0.3759  grammes  of  mydriatic  alkaloids  in  100  c.  c.  of  fluid 
extract,  while  the  same  fluid  extract  showed  0.46  grammes  of 
mydriatic  alkaloids  by  the  official  assay  process. 
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The  alcoholic  percentage  of  the  finished  preparation  was  con¬ 
sidered  next.  By  pipetting  25  c.  c.  of  the  fluid  extract  into  an 
Erlenmeyer  flash,  adding  25  c.  c.  of  water  distilling  over  25  c.  c. 
of  distillate,  which  would  contain  all  the  alcohol  present,  and 
taking  the  specific  gravity  with  a  pycnometer,  the  fluid  extract 
was  found  to  contain  70  per  cent  by  volume  of  absolute  alcohol. 

As  each  portion  of  the  drug  was  moistened  with  35  per  cent 
of  menstruum,  350  c.  c.  were  used  for  the  1000  grammes  of  drug, 
and  would  be  absorbed  by  the  marc.  By  putting  the  marc  into 
a  large  flask  and  adding  enough  water  to  cover  it,  we  succeeded 
in  distilling  over  325  c.  c.  of  alcohol  whose  specific  gravity,  when 
determined  with  a  pycnometer,  showed  81  per  cent  absolute 
alcohol  by  volume,  which  was  equal  to  372  c.  c.  of  the  official 
menstruum,  showing  it  was  possible  to  get  back  every  cubic  cen¬ 
timeter  of  alcohol  used  in  moistening  the  drug. 

PRESIDENT :  Gentlemen,  you  have  all  listened  to  this 
very  interesting  and  practical  paper.  What  is  your  pleasure  ? 

Mr.  HANCOCK:  I  move  it  be  accepted  as  read  and 
printed  in  the  proceedings. 

(Motion  seconded,  put  to  vote  and  carried.) 

(Secretary  Kelly  who  had  been  temporarily  absent  from 
the  meeting  returned.) 

PRESIDENT  :  I  would  like  just  here  to  thank  the  lady 
members  of  our  Association  for  the  interest  that  they  are 
showing  in  attending  our  meetings  in  much  larger  proportion 
than  the  male  members  of  the  Association. 

Is  the  Committee  on  the  President’s  Address  ready  to 
report?  Mr.  Kahn,  I  think,  is  the  chairman. 

Mr.  KAHN :  Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  Mary¬ 
land  Pharmaceutical  Association  :  The  committee,  in  going 
over  the  President's  address,  finds  it  very  short  but  precise, 
and  contains  a  good  deal  of  information  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Association.  We  cannot  contradict  any  point  at  all,  and 
ask  that  all  of  it,  be  recommended  to  the  incoming  Board, 
with  the  exception  of  the  recommendation  in  regard  to  the 
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auxiliary  committee  on  the  part  of  the  traveling-  men’s  asso¬ 
ciation  ;  we  find  that  under  existing  conditions  we  would 
rather  have  that  remain  as  it  is  at  present.  His  second  rec¬ 
ommendation,  in  regard  to  the  bill  No.  13305,  has  already 
been  acted  upon  by  the  resolution  of  yesterday  and  telegraphed 
to  Congress.  Outside  of  these  two  exceptions  we  recommend 
the  President's  report,  which  is  very  fine  indeed. 

PRESIDENT :  You  have  heard  the  report  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  the  President’s  Address.  What  is  your  pleasure? 

Mr.  SCHINDEL :  I  move  its  adoption. 

(Motion  seconded,  put  to  vote  and  carried.) 

PRESIDENT :  Is  the  Nominating  Committee  ready  to 
report  ? 

Mr.  HANCOCK:  Mr.  President  and  gentlemen  and 
ladies :  The  Nominating  Committee  beg  leave  to  report  we 
have  given  the  matter  of  officers  for  next  year  grave  consid¬ 
eration,  and  among  the  chief  things  that  we  have  considered 
in  the  nomination  of  a  President  has  been  the  fact  that  it  has 
been  ten  years  since  we  have  had  a  President  from  the  East¬ 
ern  Shore  of  Maryland.  Moreover,  we  have  with  us  a  gen¬ 
tleman  who  has  been  very  loyal  to  the  State  Pharmaceutical 
Association.  I  know  that  I  am  not  divulging  a  State  secret 
when  I  say  that  he  closes  his  store  to  come  to  our  meeting, 
and  the  Nominating  Committee,  by  unanimous  choice,  has 
seen  fit  to  nominate  Mr.  J.  F.  Leary,  of  Rock  Hall,  for 
President.  The  Nominations  for  Vice-Presidents  are: 

First  Wee-President — Eugene  W.  Hodson. 

Second  Vice-President — Henry  Howard. 

Third  Wee-President — George  A.  Bunting. 

For-  Secretary,  despite  his  protest,  we  have  held  on  the 
old  reliable — Dr.  E.  F.  Kelly. 

Treasurer — S.  Y.  Harris. 

Executive  Committee — J.  Fuller  Frames,  David  P.  Schin- 
del  and  George  H.  Wendel. 
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PRESIDENT :  You  have  heard  the  report  of  the  Nomi¬ 
nating  Committee;  a  motion  for  its  acceptance  is  in  order. 

Mr.  STOTLEMEYER:  I  move  it  be  accepted. 

Mr.  KAHN  :  Mr.  President,  does  that  close  the  nomi¬ 
nations  entirely? 

Mr.  HANCOCK:  No,  sir. 

Mr.  KAHN:  The  matter  is  still  open,  is  it? 

Mr.  HANCOCK :  Oh  !  yes. 

PRESIDENT :  Are  you  ready  for  the  question?  It  has 
been  moved  and  seconded  that  the  report  of  the  Nominating 
Committee  be  accepted.  All  in  favor  say  Aye.  (Members 
responded.)  Contrary,  No.  (No  response.)  The  ayes 
have  it. 

Mr.  KAHN :  I  am  very  sorry,  indeed,  that  I  have  to 
rise  on  any  point,  and  I  want  the  Nominating  Committee  to 
understand  that  I  have  no  personal  feeling  against  their  nomi¬ 
nation  or  the  one  they  have  nominated  for  President.  Mr. 
Leary  is  a  very  fine  gentleman,  and  as  Mr.  Thomas  said  when 
he  brought  him  in  here  the  day  before  yesterday,  he  has  taken 
the  trouble  to  close  his  store  to  come  here — that  ought  to  be 
appreciated,  but  on  the  other  hand. — unfortunately  I  am  not 
as  good  a  talker  as  I  would  like  to  be — we  have  had  a  man 
here  who  has  come  to  every  meeting  of  this  Association,  to 
my  knowledge,  for  the  interests  of  this  Association.  He  has 
gone  out  of  his  way  in  the  different  counties  to  try  to  interest 
members  to  come  to  this  meeting,  and  you  placed  him  a  year 
ag*o  in  the  position  to  educate  him,  if  I  may  put  it  that  way, 
for  the  next  stepping  stone.  Our  First  Vice-President  has 
done  a  good  deal  of  work  for  this  Association,  and  I  am  sure 
is  going  to  do  it,  and  I  think  the  Association  sets  a  bad  ex¬ 
ample  in  throwing  him  aside.  Now,  even  yesterday  you  had 
a  man  down  here  whom  you  respect,  Professor  Caspari,  and 
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he  made  certain  remarks  about  our  committeemen,  which  our 
committeemen  took  up,  and  the  Association  upheld  them.  He 
expressed  his  opinion.  I  think  he  has  only  been  set  aside 
because  he  has  expressed  a  certain  opinion,  and  I  therefore 
nominate  Mr.  Stotlemeyer  for  President. 

Air.  BUNTING:  I  second  that  motion. 

PRESIDENT :  It  has  been  moved  and  seconded  that 
Mr.  Stotlemeyer  be  placed  in  nomination  for  President  of 
the  Association  for  the  coming  year. 

Mr.  HANCOCK:  Air.  President,  I  feel  beholden  to  ex¬ 
press  the  attitude  of  the  Nominating  -Committee  on  that  ques¬ 
tion  by  saying  that  Mr.  Stotlemeyer’s  name  was  presented 
before  our  committee  and  very  carefully  considered,  so  care¬ 
fully  considered,  in  fact,  that  the  gentleman  who  presented 
his  name  withdrew  it — and  withdrew  it,  not  on  the  lines  that 
some  people  are  trying  to  make  as  personal,  but  on  lines  of 
equity.  Mr.  Stotlemeyer,  as  represented  by  Mr.  Kahn,  has 
been  in  constant  attendance  at  these  meetings ;  he  has  been, 
to  my  knowledge,  to  the  last  several ;  but  Mr.  Leary  is  one  of 
the  oldest  members  of  our  Association,  and  there  is  no  man 
who  has  given  more  careful  attention  and  time  to  the  Asso¬ 
ciation  than  Air.  Leary  has  done. 

Now,  another  determining  factor  in  our  selection  is  the 
fact  that  Western  Alaryland'  has  been  particularly  well  repre¬ 
sented  in  the  selections  of  Presidents.  We  have  an  Eastern 
Shore  in  the  Staie  of  Alaryland,  that,  I  think,  ought  to  be 
recognized,  too,  and  we  have  no  particular  personal  objection 
against  Mr.  Stotlemeyer  as  President,  but  I  think  it  is  a  very 
wrong  precedent  to  establish  in  any  association,  because  a 
man  for  a  temporary  condition  may  have  been  selected  or 
may  have  been  named  as  the  choice  for  the  First  Vice-Pres¬ 
idency,  that  it  necessarily  means  he  must  succeed  to  the  Presi¬ 
dency.  There  is  absolutely  no  rule  at  all,  despite  the  specious¬ 
ness  of  Air.  Kahn’s  argument,  for  the  First  Vice-President 
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to  succeed  the  President  according  to  the  Constitution  of  our 
organization — he  is  not  even  called  in  consultation  with  the 
Executive  Committee :  he  does  not  come  in  contact  with 
them,  and  I  ask  Mr.  Stotlemeyer,  as  a  direct  question.  Have 
you  had  any  training  whatsoever — I  am  sorry  to  make  the 
matter  personal — that  would  develop  you  as  President? 

Mr.  STOTLEMEYER:  Not  since  I  have  been  Vice- 
President. 

Air.  HANCOCK:  That  answers  the  speciousness  of 
Air.  Kahn's  argument. 

Air.  SCHINDEL:  Air.  President- 

Air.  KAHN :  I  just  want  to  ask  one  question:  Has  not 
the  precedent  been  established? 

Air.  HANCOCK:  There  is  not  a  precedent  for  the  Vice- 
President  to  succeed  the  President. 

Air.  KAHN  :  It  has  been  followed  up  at  every  meeting 
except  one ;  they  made  a  strong  fight  for  it. 

Air.  HANCOCK:  I  agree  there  should  be  a  division  be¬ 
tween  the  city  and  the  counties.  I  believe  in  alternating  the 
presidential  term  between  the  counties  and  the  city,  but  I 
can't  see  any  argument,  and  I  don't  know  of  any  association, 
that  does  make  it  a  precedent  that  the  first  vice-president 
shall  necessarily  follow  the  president. 

Air.  KAHN :  I  think  it  has  usually  be£n  done. 

Air.  HANCOCK:  I  believe  in  electing  the  men  who 
have  been  and  are  the  real  friends  of  the  Association,  and  no 
man  in  the  room  is  a  more  loyal  member  than  Air.  J.  F.  Leary. 

Air.  KAHN :  Well,  it  has  always  been  done  with  the  ex¬ 
ception  of  one  case. 

Mr.  STOTLEMEYER:  Mr.  President,  I  just  want  to 
say  that  I  hope  the  convention  will  unanimously  support  the 
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motion  adopted  before  the  committee,  because  it  meets  my 
approval  entirely.  I  appreciate  heartily  what  Mr.  Kahn  has 
said,  but  I  certainly  meant  what  I  said  when  I  moved  the 
adoption  of  the  committee’s  report,  and  it  meets  my  approval 
entirely,  and  I  won’t  feel  slighted  in  the  least.  (Applause.) 

PRESIDENT :  As  the  By-Laws  require  that  the  nomi¬ 
nations  be  made  at  one  session  and  laid  over  until  another 
session,  the  election  will  take  place  at  the  morning  session 
tomorrow. 

PRESIDENT :  I  am  glad  to  announce  that  we  have 
with  us  this  morning'  an  honorary  member  of  our  Association, 
also  the  President  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Associa¬ 
tion,  Mr.  George  M.  Beringer.  Mr.  Beringer  has  come  quite 
a  distance  to  attend  this  meeting,  and  we  would  like  to  have 
him  address  us  just  at  this  time. 

Mr.  BERINGER:  Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the 
Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association:  I  feel  at  home  when 
I  get  into  a  phamaceutical  meeting,  and  I  feel  that  I  am  one 
of  you  because  you  have  honored  me  with  membership  in  your 
organization  by  electing  me  some  years  ago  an  honorary  mem¬ 
ber.  I  am  not  prepared,  Air.  President,  to  make  any  formal 
address,  and  such  remarks  as  I  shall  make  are  entirely  in¬ 
formal.  and,  for  that  reason,  probably  more  earnest  and  sin¬ 
cere.  because  they  come  more  directly  from  the  heart. 
When  I  got  an  invitation  to  attend  a  pharmaceu¬ 
tical  gathering  such  as  I  received  from  your  Secretarv  the 
other  day— it  is  Aery  hard  indeed  for  me  to  decline  to 
accept  such  an  invitation.  There  is  something  in  my  nature 
that  makes  me  Avant  to  get  Avith  my  fellow  drug'gists  and 
discuss  their  problems,  and  Avhen  I  get  Avith  you  I  find  that 
your  problems  are  very  much  the  same  as  those  that  are  dis¬ 
cussed  in  other  associations. 
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Last  week  we  had  a  meeting'  of  the  New  Jersey  Phar¬ 
maceutical  Association,  and  we  had  somewhat  the  same  prob¬ 
lems  that  I  have  heard  discussed  here  this  morning. 

Your  Association  is  meeting  today  on  a  spot  that  is  his¬ 
toric,  and  I  think  it  is  very  appropriate  that  an  association 
like  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  should  meet  in  such  a  hal¬ 
lowed,  sacred  and  historic  place  as  you  are  meeting  in  today. 
I  do  not  know  of  any  calling'  that  is  more  ancient  and  more 
honorable  than  that  of  the  apothecary. 

I  am  impressed  with  the  fact  that  there  is  a  pretty  close 
bond  between  the  Maryland  Association  and  its  members  and 
some  of  the  other  associations.  Maryland  was  the  birthplace 
of  William  Procter,  Jr.,  although  his  fame  was  established 
and  his  pharmaceutical  work  was  done  almost  exclusively  in 
the  city  of.  Philadelphia,  and  in  the  State  in  which  I  am  now 
residing.  New  Jersey,  we  hold  sacred  his  burial  place.  So 
there  is  a  bond  of  union  between  us  in  more  ways  than  one. 

I  listened  to  the  paper  read  awhile  ago,  Mr.  President,  and 
I  was  especially  pleased  to  see  that  that  question  of  fractional 
or  divided  percolation  is  receiving  consideration  in  [Maryland. 
For  the  first  time  the  Pharmacopoeia  is  going'  to  recognize  the 
method  of  fractional  percolation,  which  this  able  paper  so  well 
presents.  The  conclusions  are  entirely  in  harmony  with  the 
work  done  by  the  sub-committee  on  fluid  extracts  and  tinctures 
and  extracts,  of  which  I  happen  to  be  chairman,  in  this  revi¬ 
sion.  You  will  probably  recall  that  fractional  percolation  was 
proposed  by  Prof.  C.  Lewis  Diehl  as  a  modification  and  im¬ 
provements  and  the  Squibbs  re-percolation  method.  The  advant¬ 
ages  are  plainly  pointed  out  in  the  paper  presented  here  this 
morning.  I  consider  it  a  far  more  valuable  method  for  extract¬ 
ing  certain  other  drugs  even  than  in  the  extraction  of  the  drugs 
containing  mydriatic  alkaloids.  In  the  extraction  of  such  drugs 
as  aconite  and  the  aromatic  drugs,  such  as  orange  peel,  its 
value  is  more  plainly  exhibited. 
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Aconite  is  probably,  to  my  mind,  the  most  pronounced  ex¬ 
ample  of  the  advantage  of  this  process  of  percolation.  Your 
preparation  is  fine  in  appearance,  keeps  better,  your  alkaloids 
have  not  been  subjected  to  heat  and  those  who  have  worked 
with  aconite  know  how  readily  the  alkaloids  are  rendered 
inert  by  exposure  to  heat,  especially  in  the  presence  of  acids. 
Hydrolysis  occurs,  which  is  not  shown  by  the  chemical  assay 
which  estimates  the  changed  and  almost  inert  alkaloid  as  if  it 
were  the  unchanged  alkaloid. 

So  I  consider  this  particular  paper  which  I  heard  as  one 
of  the  contributions  to  our  knowledge,  and  covers  the  work 
that  has  already  been  done,  and  shows  that  in  the  recognition 
of  this  method  we  have  taken  a  step  in  the  right  direction,  and 
which  I  believe  will  meet  the  approval  of  the  drug  trade  at 
large. 

The  art  of  the  apothecary,  or,  as  we  now  call  it,  the  profes¬ 
sion  of  the  pharmacist,  is  a  progressive  duty.  We  want  to  bear 
in  mind  two  things — first  of  all,  that  we  have  had  the  advant¬ 
ages  of  all  the  preceding  generations,  accumulated  knowledge 
and  wisdom  and  literature  of  all  the  generations  from  Moses’ 
time  down  to  the  present ;  all  the  accumulated  knowledge  re¬ 
lating  to  botany  and  therapeutics,  relating  to  chemical  constit¬ 
uents  of  drugs,  relating  to  pharmacology,  knowledge  accumu¬ 
lated  through  the  aid  of  the  entire  g'roup  of  sciences  associated 
with  our  calling.  We  have  had  this  advantage,  but  the  sec¬ 
ond  thing  is  that  we  do  not  stop  there.  It  is  our  duty,  the  duty 
of  the  present  generation,  to  keep  adding  to  the  knowledge  and 
lierature  we  have,  so  as  to  transmit  to  succeeding  generations 
not  only  what  we  have  received,  but  the  added  information 
that  is  accumulated  from  the  efforts  of  the  present  generation. 

I  do  not  know  an  association  that,  through  the  character 
of  its  membership,  represents  more  thoroughly  this  principle 
of  progressiveness  in  pharmacy  than  does  the  American  Phar¬ 
maceutical  Association.  The  necessity  for  continual  study,  for 
continual  advancement  and  improvement,  is  one  I  have  already 
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referred  to.  The  advantages  that  accrue  to  the  members  of 
the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association  are  due  to  that  very 
fact  that  it  concentrates,  it  compiles  and  collects  from  the  world 
over  all  that  is  going  to  the  progress  of  pharmacy.  It  presents 
to  its  members  monthly  and  annually,  through  its  publications, 
this  information  in  such  a  way  that  it  is  valuable  to  you,  and 
shows  just  what  is  going  on  in  your  calling.  As  the  exponent 
of  pharmacy  in  America  it  is  the  co-equal  of  the  foreign  soci¬ 
eties,  such  as  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference,  the  Na¬ 
tional  German  Society  and  the  French  Society,  and  is  such  a 
representative  body  it  takes  in  all  classes  of  pharmacy,  the 
teacher,  the  writer,  the  editor,  the  manufacturer,  the  pharma¬ 
ceutical  chemist,  the  research  man,  the  importer,  the  wholesaler 
and  the  retail  druggist — every  line  of  the  drug  trade  is  af¬ 
fected,  membership  is  open  to  them,  and  they  are  asked  to  come 
in  and  join  with  us,  not  alone  for  any  personal  interest  there 
may  be  for  the  members,  but  for  broadening  out  the  entire  in¬ 
fluence  of  the  Association,  make  it  more  representative,  if  pos¬ 
sible,  and  wider  in  its  activities  than  in  the  past. 

Mr.  President.  I  do  not  know  how  many  members  of  the 
Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association  are  now  members  of  the 
American  Association,  but  I  do  know  that  we  have  a  rig'ht  to 
expect  the  support  of  every  pharmacist  in  America  worthy  of 
the  name,  and  I  sincerely  hope  that  we  may  have  among  our 
membership  the  entire  membership  of  the  Maryland  Pharma¬ 
ceutical  Association. 

I  thank  you  one  and  all  for  the  privilege  of  having  ad¬ 
dressed  your  meeting.  As  long  as  I  am  privileged  to  be  with 
you  I  shall  consider  myself  a  member  of  your  organization,  and 
privileged  to  take  part  in  the  proceedings  as  a  member.  (Ap¬ 
plause.) 

PRESIDENT :  I  am  sure  we  all  appreciate  this  interest¬ 
ing  and  instructive  address  by  Mr.  Bering'er.  My  only  regret 
is  that  Mr.  Berimrer  could  not  have  been  here  vesterdav.  when 
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the  attendance  was  much  larger  and  more  of  our  members 
could  have  listened  to  him. 

Are  there  any  other  papers  to  be  offered  ? 

The  Committee  on  Legislation  has  not  made  its  report. 

Mr.  HANCOCK:  Mr.  President,  ladies  and  gentlemen: 

(  Reading  report.) 

The  Legislative  Committee  of  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical 
Association  reports  another  active  year.  Of  the  several  bills 
that  were  presented  at  Annapolis  during  the  past  session  of  the 
Maryland  Legislature,  but  two  were  passed  that  affected  the 
pharmacists.  One  of  these  your  legislative  committee  favored 
and  the  other  they  opposed.  Another  bill — the  bill  to  amend  the 
Pharmacy  Law  for  Maryland — was  favored  by  }rour  committee, 
but  unfortunately  it  was  contested  b}’  a  certain  element  of  the 
drug  trade  in  the  State,  and  it  was  unfavorably  reported  by  the 
Senate  committee  to  which  it  was  referred. 

We  realize  that  on  the  score  of  averages  this  does  not  make 
a  particularly  good  showing,  but  the  committee  did  the  best  that 
it  could,  and  in  explanation  would  sa\r  that  there  was  too  much 
of  a  disposition  this  year  “to  let  George  do  it,”  and  the  legisla¬ 
tive  committee  had  very  little  help  from  the  membership  itself. 
This  maj'  be  a  sort  of  compliment,  but  the  sooner  the  individual 
realizes  that  the  strength  of  this  committee  depends  on  the  active 
co-operation  of  our  various  members  when  the\r  are  asked  to 
help  out  in  the  matter,  the  stronger  front  we  can  maintain. 
Probably  this  lack  of  interest  in  legislation  is  not  confined  to 
pharmacists  alone,  because  it  .  was  seen  at  Annapolis  last  season 
that  citizens  of  every  calling — except  the  theorists  and  those  who 
are  after  something  for  themselves — have  quite  ceased  taking 
interest  in  our  legislative  bodies.  Whether  this  is  a  feeling  of 
disgust  or  indifference  as  to  what  might  happen,  it  is  hard  to  say, 
but  one  of  two  things  can  be  prophesied:  either  there  is  to  be  a 
reaction  against  the  radicalism  of  the  past  ten  years,  or  the  temper 
of  our  people  has  become  so  changed  through  the  number  and 
the  class  of  our  new  immigrants  that  we  can  hardly  be  called 
American  any  longer — in  the  same  sense  of  what  the  term 
American  used  to  mean. 

But  why  dilate  on  this?  When  this  Nation  casts  aside  its 
love  for  individual  liberty,  and  becomes  content  to  live  under 
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restrictive  laws,  we  ourselves  will  pay  the  penalty  and  suffer  the 
same  extinction  as  has  done  every  other  Republic  that  has  ex¬ 
isted.  Let  us  hope  that  there  will  still  be  enough  earnestness  in 
our  body  politic,  when  the  time  for  the  reaction  comes,  to  make 
us  go  back  to  the  constitutional  limitations  of  our  Fathers. 

The  following  is  a  brief  summary  of  the  two  laws  that  were 
passed  by  the  last  session  of  the  Maryland  Legislature,  as  they 
apply  to  pharmacists. 

THE  LAW  REGULATING  THE  SALE  OF  TABLETS 
MERCURY  BICHLORIDE  provides  that  all  tablets  containing 
more  than  1/10  gr.  Mercury  Bichloride  must  be  of  either 
triangular,  diamond,  square,  oblong  or  other  irregular  shape,  and 
their  color  must  be  either  Blue,  Purple  or  Green,  with  the  word 
“Poison”  imprinted  or  embossed  on  each  tablet.  Further  these 
tablets  can  only  be  sold,  dispensed  or  given  away  in  bottles  upon 
one  side  of  which  the  word  “Poison”  is  blown,  and  when  a  label 
with  the  word  “Poison”  is  placed  on  the  face  of  the  bottle.  The 
penalty  for  transgressing  this  law  is  not  less  than  $25.00  nor  more 
than  $100.00  fine  for  each  and  every  offense;  or  imprisonment  in 
jail  for  not  less  than  30  days  nor  more  than  three  months. 

You  will  notice  that  this  law  forbids  the  salt  of  any  round 
and  any  white  tablets  that  contain  more  than  1  TO  gr.  Mercury 
Bichloride  in  each  tablet,  and  that  it  also  prohibits  the  sale,  dis¬ 
pensing  and  giving  away  by  physicians  or  on  prescription  of  any 
tablets  that  contain  more  than  1  10  gr.  Mercury  Bichloride  in 
any  other  kind  of  container  than  in  bottles  that  subscribe  to  the 
above  certain  restrictions. 

THE  SANITARY  INSPECTION  LAW,  as  ii  applies  to  drug¬ 
stores,  will  require  cleanliness  at  the  Soda  Fountain  and  in  the 
manufacture  and  sale  of  Ice  Cream;  and  it  further  insists  that  the 
materials,  utensils  and  containers  that  are  used  therein  shall  be 
kept  in  a  sanitary  condition.  This  law  gives  the  right  of  inspec¬ 
tion  of  the  premises  by  the  inspectors  of  the  Board  of  Health, 
who  in  turn  make  their  report  to  the  Board  of  Health,  who  will 
then  act  as  complainants  in  the  case.  A  failure  to  comply  with 
their  requirements  will  cause  them  to  prosecute  the  case  before 
a  justice  of  the  peace,  although,  if  the  defendant  should  prefer, 
he  may  take  the  case  to  court.

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Mr.  HANCOCK:  I  would  also  like,  Mr.  President,  if  1 
have  time,  to  read  a  communication  that  your  chairman  has  re¬ 
ceived  from  Mr.  Caswell  Mayo,  the  editor  of  the  “American 
Druggist.”  ( Starting  to  read.)  Mr.  President,  is  it  your  wish 
that  I  should  read  this  or  leave— = — 

Mr.  THOM  AS :  Don’t  you  think  we  had  better  act  on 
your  report  first? 

Air.  H  ANCOCK :  That  is  agreeable  to  me,  Air.  President. 

Mr.  THOMAS  :  I  move  that  the  report  of  the  Legislative 
Committee  be  accepted,  and  I  think  we  owe  a  vote  of  thanks 
to  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  for  the  efforts  he  has  made 
for  the  Association.  There  is  hardly  a  law  on  the  statute 
books  but  what  this  Association  has  had  something  to  do  with. 
I  know  myself  the  Chairman  of  this  Committee  has  been  un¬ 
tiring  in  his  efforts.  For  instance,  in  the  case  of  the  bichloride 
of  mercury  bill :  there  were  two  bills  offered.  His  modesty  kept 
him  from  mentioning  it,  and  had  the  original  bill  been  adopted 
it  would  have  worked  a  hardship  upon  the  retail  pharmacists, 
but  through  his  efforts  mainly  the  Jones  bill  was  adopted, 
which  is  acceptable  to  everybody — all  the  pharmacists — so 
therefore  I  think  that  he  has  certainly  done  his  duty  and  we 
owe  him  a  vote  of  thanks. 

PRESIDENT :  The  Chairman  of  the  Legislative  Commit 
tee  was  certainly  very  liberal  with  his  time  devoted  to  the  leg¬ 
islative  matters  of  the  Association.  It  has  been  moved  and 
seconded  that  the  report  of  the  Legislative  Committee,  together 
with  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  chairman  of  same,  be  accepted ;  aic 
you  ready  for  the  question  ? 

(Put  to  vote  and  carried.) 

Mr.  HANCOCK:  This  proposed  law,  ladies  and  gentle¬ 
men,  which  I  am  now  asked  to  present,  is  one  that  personally  I 
don’t  feel  as  if  I  were  in  a  position  to.  give  an  opinion  on,  but 
it  seems  that  the  Governor  of  Illinois  recently  took  exception 
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in  an  open  letter— a  newspaper  article,  in  fact — against  some 
druggist  who  refused  to  receive  into  his  store  a  party  who  had 
been  injured  in  a  street  accident,  and  this  law  is  proposed  by  or 
for  the  State  of  Illinois  to  g'ive  the  proper  status  of  the  drug'- 
gist  in  cases  of  that  kind.  You  know  the  druggist,  in  the  case 
of  an  accident,  receives  no  remuneration  for  whatever  supplies 
he  may  give,  but  according  to  the  medical  laws  of  most  States 
he  really  is  liable  to  prosecution  for  practicing  medicine  with¬ 
out  a  license.  As  I  said,  this  has  come  to  me  while  I  have  been 
down  here,  and  it  has  not  been  submitted  to  the  Legislative 
Committee  as  a  whole  at  all,  and  I  am  just  going  to  read  the 
law  as  it  is  proposed  for  Illinois  and  suggest,  if  in  your  wis¬ 
dom  it  is  advisable,  that  this  law  be  referred  to  the  incoming 
Legislative  Committee  for  their  consideration.  Now,  you  un¬ 
derstand  the  conditions  this  is  trying  to  impose :  It  seems  that 
some  druggist  had  closed  his  door  on  an  accident  case,  fearing 
the  penalties  that  might  fall  bn  him  under  the  medical  laws  of 
the  State  in  case  he  treated  that  injured  person,  and  this  is  the 
proposed  law  for  Illinois :  “Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of 

the  State  of  - — ,  that  where  any  registered  pharmacist  or 

druggist  in  the  State  of  -  is  called  upon  to  render  first 

aid  to  persons  injured  or  incapacitated  within  the  State,  and 
where  such  persons  are  either  unable  to  pay  or  refuse  to  pay 
for  such  services,  such  registered  pharmacist  or  druggist  shall 
be  paid  for  the  material  used  and  for  the  service  rendered  by 
the  municipality,  township,  or  county  in  which  the  service  is 
rendered,  at  a  rate  to  be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Health  of 
the  State  of  . - ;  provided  that  the  said  registered  pharma¬ 

cist  shall  render  a  bill  in  due  form  to  the  authorities  of  the  mu¬ 
nicipality,  township  or  county  in  which  lie  does  business,  which 
bill  shall  be  duly  attested  by  two  witnesses,  and  by  the  benefi¬ 
ciary,  if  he  is  competent  to  do  so.  Such  services  shall  not  be 
considered  the  practice  of  medicine.” 

It  is  very  likely  that  a  law  of  this  kind  will  be  proposed 
at  the  next  session  of  the  Maryland  Legislature.  I  feel  as  a 
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courtesy  to  Mr.  Mayo,  editor  of  the  American  Druggist, 
through  whom  it  was  sent,  that  this  should  be  read,  and 
yet,  as  I  said  awhile  ago,  the  Legislative  Committee  is  not  in 
a  position  to  make  any  report.  As  chairman  of  the  retiring 
committee  I  do  feel  that  the  amount  of  material  that  is 
given  in  an  accident  case  is  so  small  it  is  hardly  worth  men¬ 
tioning,  but  the  provision  in  the  law  that  protects  a  man 
against  persecution  for  practicing  medicine  is  well  worth 
the  consideration  of  every  retail  pharmacist  in  the  State. 

Mr.  THOMAS :  Mr.  President,  in  regard  to  this  bill 
about  the  pharmacist  closing  his  door  to  an  injured  person 
for  fear  of  being'  prosecuted  for  practicing  a  profession  in 
which  he  is  not  versed :  In  the  first  place,  I  don’t  know  how 
any  pharmacist  could  refuse  to  render  aid  to  a  fellow¬ 
being';  in  cases  of  accident  the  drug  store  is  the  first  place, 
outside  of  the  hospital,  that  the  injured  person  is  carried. 
Now  in  regard  to  his  liability  for  practicing  a  profession 
which  he  does  not  claim  to  honor,  I  don’t  think  that  any 
court  in  Christendom  would  ever  prosecute  or  fine  a  phar¬ 
macist  for  trying  to  save  the  life  of  a  human  being,  and  it  is 
a  very  broad  question  this  brings  up.  We  know  the  two 
professions,  medicine  and  pharmacy,  are  twins — one  can’t 
get  along  well  without  the  other.  There  is  a  jealousy  on 
the  part  of  the  pharmacist  towards  the  physician  dispensing 
his  own  drugs — very  justly  so — and  on  the  other  hand,  the 
physician  criticises  the  pharmacist  for  precribing,  which  he 
is  not  capable  of  doing.  Therefore,  it  seems  to  me  an  agi¬ 
tation  of  a  question  of  this  kind  would  not  be  practicable. 
As  far  as  the  liability  goes,  we  have  a  law  on  our  statute 
books  in  the  city  of  Baltimore  requiring  the  police  to  have 
sufficient  knowledge  of  medicine  to  render  first  aid,  and 
there  is  no  objection  to  that.  Therefore,  I  do  not  know  that 
it  would  be  practicable  for  us  to  take  up  a  question  of  this 
kind. 
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PRESIDENT :  Any  other  remarks  on  the  same  sub¬ 
ject?  My  own  experience  is  that  there  are  fewer  of  those 
cases  brought  to  the  drug  store  at  the  present  time  than 
formerly,  owing  to,  as  Mr.  Thomas  has  brought  out,  the 
police  rendering  first  aid,  and  where  formerly  the  drug 
store  was- the  first  place  to  which  an  injured  person  was 
taken,  now  the  tendency  seems  to  be  to  keep  them  out  on 
the  street  or  get  them  to  the  hospital  as  quickly  as  possible. 

Mr.  HANCOCK:  I  move  that  this  correspondence  with 
the  references  be  filed,  and  in  case  the  necessity  should 
arise  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the  Legislative  Commit¬ 
tee. 


Air.  KAHN :  I  second  the  motion. 

(Motion  put  to  vote  and  carried.) 

The  PRESIDENT :  There  are  two  announcements  I 
would  like  to  make  at  this  time :  one  in  regard  to  registra¬ 
tion.  We  have  two  books  here,  one  belonging  to  this  room, 
and  I  find  that  most  of  our  members  have  registered  in  that 
instead  of  the  registration  book  of  the  Association.  Of 
course,  we  would  like  to  have  your  names  in  both,  but  if  you 
are  going  to  register  in  one  only  we  would  rather  have  youi 
name  in  the  Association’s  book.  The  other  announcement 
is  in  regard  to  the  photograph  taken  yesterday  on  the  Capi¬ 
tol  steps.  The  photographer  has  turned  over  a  number  of 
copies  to  Mr.  Kelly,  the  Secretary,  and  they  can  be  had  by 
those  desiring  them  on  payment  of  one  dollar. 

The  Committee  on  Pharmacy  has  not  reported,  Air. 
Kelly,  chairman.  I  will  be  glad  to  hear  that  report. 

SECRETARY :  There  is  no  report,  really,  to  make 
from  this  committee.  We  have  presented  several  papers, 
which  represents  the  work  of  the  Association  for  the  year. 
I  would  like  to  say  a  few  words  about  the  matter  of  papers, 
particularly  to  the  younger  men  present ;  we  want  some 
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papers  of  interest  in  the  matter  of  trade.  Now  it  is  com¬ 
paratively  easy  to  get  papers  on  scientific  subjects,  but  we 
find  it  most  difficult  to  get  a  man  to  write  on  a  subject  with 
reference  to  trade,  and  yet  practical  commercial  papers  will 
bring  more  people  into  the  Association  than  anything  else. 
They  are  more  interested  in  this  than  in  scientific  papers. 
Mr.  Beringer  has  had  much  experience,  and  I  think  he  will 
bear  me  out  that  there  are  subjects,  while  not  exactly  pro¬ 
fessional.  which  are  of  the  greatest  interest.  If  those  gentle¬ 
men  who  have  stores  would  take  just  a  little  time  during  the 
year  to  jot  down  a  few  facts,  it  need  not  be  a  long  paper, 
nor  written  in  very  beautiful  English,  on  some  subject 
which  would  be  of  interest  to  their  fellow  members.  Now 
usually  it  is  not  done  because  so  many  men  say,  “I  can’t 
give  anything  of  interest,”  or  often,  ‘‘The  experiment  I  tried 
in  matters  of  trade  or  professional  pharmacy  did  not  work 
out  right.”  We  have  a  paper  here  today  presented  by  Air. 
’Stotlemeyer  wffiich  I  think  will  be  enjoyed,  which  might  be 
considered  a  paper  reviewing  work  which  was  unsuccessful. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  he  did  not  want  to  present  the  paper  on 
that  account.  That  was  the  very  reason  for  presenting  it, 
as  it  would  keep  someone  from  going  over  the  same  ground. 
It  is  not  necessary  that  your  work  be  entirely  successful  to 
be  of  interest.  In  that  connection,  these  unsuccessful  papers 
often  suggest  to  others  the  means  of  working  out  the  ex¬ 
periment  successfully.  Consequently,  if  you  have  anything 
that  comes  up  during  the  year — I  want  to  make  the  invita¬ 
tion  as  broad  as  possible — send  it  in ;  we  will  see  that  the 
suggestion  goes  to  the  right  committee  and  the  work  is  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  Association  in  the  right  way,  and  it  will  be  ap¬ 
preciated.  That  invitation  is  particularly  extended  to  men 
in  retail  drug  stores.  It  is  a  very  easy  matter  to  go  to  a 
manufacturing  house  and  gather  up  papers  on  intricate 
pharmaceutical  subjects  not  of  interest  to  people  who  are 
not  following  that  line  of  work.  We  want  some  of  these 
naturally,  but  we  would  much  rather  have  the  other  char- 
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acter  of  papers.  If  I  can  interest  anybody  in  this  work  by 
what  I  have  said,  I  will  feel  our  report  has  been  a  great  big 
success. 


Mr.  KAHN :  In  regard  to  the  Secretary's  proposition,  I 
think  it  is  an  excellent  idea,  and  it  would  save  the  retailers 
a  great  deal  of  work,  and  perhaps  expense.  I  am  going  to 
give  you  a  little  personal  experience  that  I  paid  for.  Most 
retailers  are  carrying  liability  policies,  insuring  them 
against  accidents,  mistakes,  etc.  Xow  the  policy  which  I 
carry  is  in  the  Druggists-’  Liability,  and  I  thought  we  were 
pretty  well  protected.  In  comes  a  lady  and  asks  for  a  hair 
dye.  The  young  girl  gave  the  hair  dye  to  her  without  any 
recommendation,  and  gave  her  what  she  asked  for.  She  ap¬ 
plied  it.  She  thought,  perhaps,  the  more  she  used  the  better 
it  would  dye  her  hair,  and  instead  of  applying’  it  to  the  hair 
only,  it  ran  down  into  her  eyes,  and.  as  claimed,  injured 
them.  She  has  laid  a  suit  against  us  for  liability  in  recom¬ 
mending  that  hair  dye.  Of  course,  the  policy  looks  as  if  it 
covers  all  such  mistakes.  Now,  to  show  you  the  weak  point 
of  the  policy :  It  states  that  any  mistake  made  in  putting 
anything  wrong  in  a  prescription,  and  anyone  takes  it,  the 
policy  protects  that  party  and  the  druggist ;  if  they  give 
something  wrong  in  the  bottle  and  rftislabel  it,  that  is  also  a 
mistake  which  is  covered.  But  here  is  the  little  flaw :  The 
lady  came  in  and  asked  for  that  particular  dye ;  the  girl  gave 
it  to  her.  Now,  she  made  no  mistake,  and  we  argue  that  we 
did  not  recommend  it,  and  she  is  going  on  the  stand  and  say 
that  we  do  not  allow  the  recommendation  of  hair  dye  of 
any  kind,  merely  sell  it  without  recommendation.  She 
claims  the  girl  recommended  that  hair  dye  as  not  being  in¬ 
jurious.  The  lawyer  claims  that  as  long  as  the  lady  got 
what  she  asked  for  there  was  no  mistake  on  the  part  of  the 
saleslady.  Therefore,  the  policy  does  not  cover.  So  I  want 
to  inform  those  who  carry  liability  policies  of  the  circum¬ 
stance,  and  I  think,  as  Mr.  Kelly  said,  it  is  very  wise  and 
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helpful  to  give  any  information  to  others,  so  that  they  do 
not  have  to  pay  for  it  also.  (Applause.) 

PRESIDENT :  Have  any  other  members  here  any  ex¬ 
periences  that  would  be  of  benefit  to  the  members  at  large? 
We  will  be  glad  to  hear  them  at  this  time. 

We  have  now  come  to  the  head  of  new  business.  Has 
any  member  anything  to  propose? 

Mr.  THOMAS:  Has  not  Mr.  Kelly  a  paper  he  wishes 
to  read? 

SERETARY :  I  thought  that  this  paper  had  been  pre¬ 
sented  earlier. 

I  have  already  referred  to  the  work  Mr.  Stotlemeyer 
has  done  in  connection  with  the  tincture  of  opium,  and  I 
might  say  that  the  work  represented  by  the  papers  of  Miss 
Patterson  and  Mr.  ‘Stotlemeyer  was  work  done  entirely  at 
their  own  expense  and  in  their  own  time,  and  the  Associa¬ 
tion  is  under  obligation  to  all  of  them  for  this  work.  They 
gave  it  special  time,  and  also  all  the  expense  connected  with 
the  experiments,  simply  with  the  end  in  view  of  presenting 
the  papers  here  at  my  request.  This  paper  is  entitled : 

THE  USE  OF  WATER  AS  A  MENSTRUUM  FOR 
EXHAUSTING  OPIUM. 

There  are  few  pharmaceutical  preparations  which  are  of 
greater  interest  than  tincture  of  opium,  and  while  a  great  deal 
has  been  written  upon  the  subject,  the  following,  which  is  a  sum¬ 
mary  of  experiments  carried  out  in  the  Pharmaceutical  Lab¬ 
oratory  of  the  University  of  Maryland,  may  prove  of  interest  if 
not  of  value. 

It  is  well  known  that  the  alkaloids  of  opium  as  they  exist 
naturally  are  soluble  in  water,  and  in  the  modified  process  which 
follows  advantage  is  taken  of  this  fact. 

Four  lots  of  the  tincture  were  prepared,  300  Cc.  each,  all 
from  the  same  sample  of  granulated  opium,  which  was  obtained 
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from  a  reputable  firm  and  which  was  labeled  to  contain  12% 
of  morphine. 

In  preparing  the  first  lot  the  directions  of  the  U.  S.  P.  were 
followed  closely,  and  the  finished  tincture,  when  assayed  by  the 
Pharmacopoeal  directions,  showed  a  morphine  content  of  only 
1.125  Gm.  in  100  Cc.,  while  each  of  the  other  three  assayed  a 
trifle  higher  than  would  be  expected  from  the  morphine  strength 
of  the  opium  used. 

The  process  was  as  follows: 

The  granulated  opium  was  placed  in  an  agate  dish  and  as 
many  cubic  centimeters  of  boiling  water  poured  on  it  as  of  finished 
tincture  desired  (in  this  case  300  Cc.)  The  vessel  was  then  cov¬ 
ered  and  the  whole  allowed  to  macerate  for  24  hours.  At  the 
end  of  that  time  the  magma  was  transferred  to  a  percolator, 
and  when  the  liquid  had  drained  ofif  the  percolation  was  continued 
with  water,  the  object  of  the  preparation  of  the  three  lots  being 
to  determine  the  point  to  which  it  would  be  practicable  to  carry 
this  exhaustion.  The  mixed  percolates  were  then  eATaporated 
to  the  proper  volume  and  enough  95%  alcohol  added  to  make 
up  the  quantity. 

The  point  to  which  the  evaporation  should  be  carried  and  the 
quantity  of  alcohol  to  be  added  are  readily  calculated  if  it  is  re¬ 
membered  that  the  official  tincture  contains  47%  of  absolute 
alcohol.  Thus:  in  making  up  the  volume  of  these  three  lots  the 
mixed  percolates  were,  in  each  case,  evaporated  to  148.5  Cc.  and 
151.5  Cc.  of  95%  alcohol  added  to  bring  the  volume  up  to  300  Cc. 

The  percolation  was  allowed  to  proceed  very  slowly,  the 
rate  of  flow  in  no  case  exceeding  8  to  10  drops  per  minute:  and 
the  very  satisfactory  results  obtained  are  shown  by  the  following 
figures: 

Lot  1.  Total  water  used  to  extract  30  Gm.  of  drug;  820  Cc. 
Assayed  1.262  Gm.  Morphine  in  100  Cc. 

Lot  2.  Water  used  to  extract  30  Gm.  of  drug:  620  Cc.  Assayed 
1.250  Gm,  Morphine  in  100  Cc. 

Lot  3.  Water  used  to  extract  30  Gm.  of  drug:  420  Cc.  Assayed 
1.232  Gm.  Morphine  in  100  Cc. 

From  this  it  would  seem  that  to  obtain  the  U.  S.  P.  strength 
an  even  smaller  quantity  of  water  would  suffice,  which  would 
materially  shorten  the  process,  both  in  the  extraction  and  evap¬ 
oration. 
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The  tincture  thus  obtained  is  the  same  in  appearance,  although 
not  quite  so  dense,  as  that  made  b}'  the  official  formula,  and  does 
not  contain  as  much  resinous  matter,  which  greatly  facilitates 
the  washing  of  the  precipitate  occasioned  by  the  addition  of 
water  in  the  assay. 

When  first  made  the  peculiar  narcotic  odor  is  hardly  notice¬ 
able,  although  this  becomes  much  more  pronounced  on  standing. 

During  the  evaporation  there  is  some  separation  of  resinous 
or  extractive  matter,  but  this  is  redissolved  upon  the  addition  of 
the  alcohol,  and  while  the  tinctures  hay'e  only  been  standing  for 
about  a  month,  little  or  no  precipitation  has  subsequently'  occurred. 

The  principal  drawbacks  of  this  method  seem  to  be  the  evap¬ 
oration  of  the  weak  percolate,  and  the  risk  of  its  fermenting  pre¬ 
vious  to  evaporation.  However,  if  one  has  access  to  an  otherwise 
wasted  source  of  heat,  such  as  a  stove  or  radiator,  these  are 
both  overcome. 

In  submitting  this  paper  the  author  fully  realizes  its  incom¬ 
pleteness,  but  trusts  that  the  suggestions  given  may  prove  of 
value  in  the  construction  of  a  formula  for  the  tincture  more  satis¬ 
factory  than  the  one  now  in  use. 

CHARLES  Iv.  STOTLEMEYER. 

We  happen  to  have  with  us  today  a  gentleman  who  has 
had  a  great  deal  of  experience  in  matters  of  this  kind — Mr. 
Xeale — and  we  should  like  to  hear  from  him. 

Mr.  XEALE:  Mr.  President,  I  do  not  know  that  I 
have  had  any  experience  along  that  particular  line  that 
would  be  of  any  value  to  the  members  here,  other  than  that 
water  is  found  entirely  satisfactory  as  a  menstruum  for  the 
extraction  of  opium,  and  you  can  certainly  do  it  as  well  with 
water  as  with  any  other  menstruum.  While  we  have  never 
been  particularly  saving  in  the  water  used,  the  question  of 
time  might  be  considered :  at  least,  water  can  be  used  with 
safety  without  leaving  any  alkaloids  out.  It  might  be  some 
advantage  to  us  all  to  know  that. 

Mr.  BERIXGER:  Mr.  President,  I  have  had  occasion 
to  do  a  little  experimenting  along  this  line,  and  I  have  often 
wondered  why  in  the  Prarmacopoeia  tincture  of  opium  is 
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prepared  with  diluted  alcohol  and  in  deodorized  tincture  of 
opium  the  opium  is  extracted  entirely  with  water,  and  25 
per  cent,  of  alcohol  is  added  to  the  finished  extraction  as  a 
preservative. 

There  is  no  difficulty  whatever  in  making  a  tincture  of 
opium  along-  the  same  line,  and  the  percentage  of  alcohol 
could  be  materially  reduced  in  the  tincture  of  opium ;  25 
per  cent,  would  be  sufficient  to  preserve  it.  I  have  not 
found  any  difficulty  in  the  extraction  of  opium  with  water 
alone  as  a  solvent.  The  alkaloids  are  in  the  form  of  sul¬ 
phates  and  meconates,  so  that  they  are  fairly  soluble,  and 
there  is  no  trouble  at  all  to  extract  opium  completely  with 
water  alone  as  a  solvent,  nor  have  I  had  any  difficulty 
in  concentrating*  the  solutions.  The  alkaloids  in  opium  will 
stand  a  pretty  good  amount  of  heat  without  decomposition, 
so  you  are  perfectly  safe  in  evaporating  the  solution  on  a 
water  bath  without  any  danger  of  decomposition.  So  tinc¬ 
ture  of  opium  could  very  readily  be  made  that  way,  and  the 
alcohol  added  as  a  preservative.  The  alcohol  can  very  well 
be  reduced,  because  when  you  keep  the  alcohol  strength 
up  you  are  temporarily  holding  up  resins  and  extractive 
matter  which  are  the  cause  of  the  precipitation  in  official 
tincture  of  opium. 

Mr.  KELLY :  I  would  like  to  explain  that  Mr.  Stotle- 
meyers  idea  in  starting  this  work  wdiich  he  was  unable  to 
complete  was  to  find  the  smallest  amount  of  water  which 
extracted  the  opium  sufficiently.  In  reading  this  paper 
hastily  you  might  not  have  noticed  that  the  assay  of  that 
lot  in  which  820  c.  c.  of  water  was  used  ran  much  higher 
than  that  of  opium  itself.  Of  course,  we  appreciate  there 
is  very  likely  some  little  higher  percentage  of  morphine 
in  opium  sold  by  every  concern  than  that  given  on  the  label. 

Mr.  BERINGER:  Did  I  understand  you  to  say  it  was 
1.26? 
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SECRETARY :  1.262.  Now  where  he  used  620  c.  c.  it 
dropped  to  1.250.  and  he  then  used  420. 

Mr.  BERIXGER:  But  to  my  mind  they  are  all  within 
the  allowable  variation  for  tincture  of  opium. 

SECRETARY  :  What  struck  me  as  interesting  was 
the  fact  that  the  alkaloidal  content  of  the  finished  tincture 
came  down  in  almost  direct  proportion  to  the  amount  oi 
water  used,  whereas  the  assay  under  exactly  the  same  con¬ 
ditions  of  the  tincture  of  the  same  opium  made  by  the  offi¬ 
cial  process  entirely  gave  1.125,  lower  than  might  have  been 
expected  from  the  morphine  strength  of  the  drug  used.  Air. 
Stotlemeyer  desired  to  go  further  down  the  line,  or  up  the 
line,  to  find  the  reasonable  point  of  extraction,  bearing  in 
mind  if  you  went  to  a  certain  point  you  might  get  out  all 
the  morphine  present.  I  hope  he  will  continue  the  work 
and  try  to  arrive  at  a  conclusion. 

PRESIDENT :  Mr.  Hengst,  you  have  an  announce¬ 
ment  to  make  in  reference  to  the  afternoon. 

Air.  HEXGST :  Air.  President,  only  that  we  would 
like  to  leave  the  hotel  for  our  tour  of  inspection  as  near  2 
o'clock  as  possible.  The  public  buildings  will  be  open  from 
2  to  4. 

President :  In  other  words,  3  o'clock  will  be  too  late  to 
make  a  thorough  inspection  of  the  Xaval  Academy  build¬ 
ings,  and  it  will  be  necessary  to  leave  the  hotel  as  soon  as 
possible  after  the  conclusion  of  this  meeting. 

Those  who  desire  to  visit  the  Court  of  Appeals,  in  this 
building,  will  have  the  opportunity  now.  Mr.  De  Reeves 
has  arranged  for  us  to  make  a  little  visit  there  if  we  feel  so 
disposed. 

Mr.  THOMAS:  I  move  we  adjourn. 

(Thereupon,  at  1.55  P.  M.,  the  meeting  was  adjourned 
until  10  A.  M.  Friday,  June  26,  1914.)

PRESIDENT :  That  is  a  most  excellent  showing  that 
the  Committee  on  Membership  has  made.  You  have  heard 
the  list  of  new  members  proposed  and  recommended  by  the 
Executive  Committee.  We  would  be  glad  to  entertain  a 
motion  to  have  these  gentlemen  elected  as  members. 

(Motion  made  and  seconded.) 

PRESIDENT :  It  has  been  moved  that  the  names  as 
read  by  the  Secretary  be  elected  members  of  the  Associa^ 
tion. 


(Motion  carried.) 
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PRESIDENT :  INI r.  Thomas,  are  you  ready  to  submit 
the  report  of  the  Auditing  Committee? 

Mr.  THOMAS:  Yes,  Mr.  President,  the  Treasurer’s 
report  has  been  audited  by  the  Executive  Committee  and 
approved. 

Mr.  STOTLEMEYER:  I  move  it  be  adopted. 

(Motion  seconded,  put  to  vote  and  carried.) 

PRESIDENT :  I  understand  that  there  is  a  papei 
which  was  presented  to  the  Association  which  has  not  yet 
been  read.  We  will  have  it  at  this  time,  if  there  is  no  ob¬ 
jection. 

SECRETARY :  It  is  a  paper  presented  by  Mr.  Hoci- 
son,  who  was  unable  to  be  with  us  this  morning,  and  asked 
that  it  be  read. 

(The  Secretary  here  read  paper  referred  to.) 

Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen: 

Benjamin  Franklin,  renowned  statesman,  diplomat  and  philoso¬ 
pher,  once  said:  “He  who  is  good  at  making  excuses  is  seldom 
good  at  anything  else.” 

This  paper,  gentlemen,  is  not  presented  to  your  attention  with 
an  excuse;  but  it  is  far  more  crude  in  data,  and  less  entitled  to  a 
careful  and  critical  hearing,  than  would  have  been  the  case  if 
longer  notice  for  its  preparation  had  preceded  its  compilation. 

Personally,  the  writer  never  before  attended  any  of  these 
meetings,  but,  on  reference  to  the  proceedings  there  appear  to  have 
been  many  articles  touching  on  some  scientific  way  of  making — 
for  example — “Elixir  of  Gentian,  N.  F. — (or,  sweet  spirits  of  nitre), 
etc.,  etc. 

The  writer  of  this  paper,  Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen,  was 
invited  to  present  an  article  treating  of 

“COMMERCIAL  AND  SCIENTIFIC  PHARMACY.” 

Both  of  the  above  topics,  as  all  here  present  know,  are  preg¬ 
nant  with  possibilities;  rich  in  past  discoveries;  and  promise  even 
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greater  results  to  the  careful,  scientific  and  efficient  laborer  in 
pharmacy. 

Too  great  stress  cannot  well  be  laid  on  the  Science  of  Pro¬ 
fessional  Pharmacy;  and,  indeed,  the  time  should,  and  will  come, 
when  every  pharmacist  will  be  compelled,  by  law,  to  be,  not  only 
a  Qualitative,  but  likewise,  a  Quantitative  Chemist. 

Also,  to  be  qualified  to  scientifically  examine  every,  chemical, 
or  solution,  that  he  puts  up,  or  that  he  gives  into  the  hands  of  the 
layman. 

Having  thus  glanced,  and  briefly,  at  some  of  the  requirements 
of  Scientific  Pharmacy,  consideration  is  now  invited  to  its  twin 
sister,  or  brother,  as  one  may  elect,  or  to 

‘‘Commercial  Pharmacy.” 

Commercial  Pharmacy,  gentlemen,  is,  as  all  present  must  concede, 
an  exact  science. 

Your  store  must  be  right  in  each  and  every  particular. 

Your  purchases  must  be  right,  in  quality  and  quantity''  pur¬ 
chased:  never  buying  more  than  you  can  sell,  and  convert  into 
cash:  turning  over  the  stock  in  every  60  to  90  days. 

Your  clerks  must  be  polite,  attentive  to  business,  as  the  science 
of  salesmanship  is  an  exact  science  in  itself  :  using  tact,  suggestion, 
judgment,  and  always  bearing  in  mind  that  a  “sale  is  only  a  sale 
when  made  at  a  profit,’ — otherwise  the  transaction  is  ‘‘only  an 
exchange.” 

We  are  always  compelled  to  look  at  the  financial  end  of  any 
sale,  great  or  small.  If  our  store  becomes  thus  a  financial  success, 
we  can  certainly  make  it  a  scientific  one. 

These  two,  going  thus  hand  in  hand,  we  have  a  complete  store: 
and  this  being  a  fact,  we  are  in  a  better  position  to  furnish  doc¬ 
tors  exactly  what  they  wish. 

We  also  thus  safeguard  the  public,  at  all  times — which  has 
always  been  the  aim  of  all  druggists. 

Gentlemen,  we  have  advanced,  learned  much,  since  1841. 

Our  common  “Alama  Mater” — “The  Maryland  College  of 
Pharmacy,”  has  a  right  to  expect  advancement. 

She  equips  her  graduates  with  all  the  fundamentals  to  a  suc¬ 
cessful  career  in  pharmacy. 
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If  then  there  are,  occasionally,  laggards  along  the  roads  to 
this  success,  as  is  ever  the  case  in  all  ranks,  at  least  success  is 
obtainable. 

In  the  Proceedings  of  1912-1913,  under  the  head  of  ‘‘Profes¬ 
sional  Pharmacy,”  an  illuminating  and  concise  paper  appears.  The 
subject  of  advancement  is  so  comprehensibly  treated,  and  so  ex¬ 
haustively  analyzed  in  this  treatment,  that  one  must  pause,  before 
attempting  more  than  a  summary  of  the  topic  in  a  succeeding 
paper. 

Advancement,  nevertheless,  is  a  slogan  and  successful  Phar¬ 
macy  has  much  to  learn  from  a  perusal  and  practice  of  the  sub¬ 
ject,  as  treated  in  the  above  noted  contribution. 

“The  Mother  of  Gracci,  when  asked  for  her  jewels,  pointed 
to  her  sons.”  So,  too,  our  “Alma  Mater,”  and  the  great  public,  our 
patrons,  and  the  army  of  physicians,  all  require  accuracy  at  the 
hands  of  pharmacists.  This  accuracy  must  be  born  of  scientific 
knowledge,  plus  the  practical  enforcement  of  this  scientific  knowl¬ 
edge. 

Otherwise  the  store  can  never  be  a  complete  store,  and,  unless 
complete,  its  doom  is  foreordained. 

Whilst  the  topic,  or  subject,  of  this  paper,  was  indicated,  when 
received  by  the  writer,  as  a  dual  treaties,  viz: 

“COMMERCIAL  AND  SCIENTIFIC  PHARMACY.” 

the  space  at  command,  and  the  lack  of  time  for  thorough  treat¬ 
ment  have  before  been  touched  upon — as  palliative  of  the  brevity 
of  data  introduced. 

Before  touching  upon  this  head  of  our  subject,  more  ex¬ 
haustively,  however,  .your  speaker  desires  to  give  renewed  expres¬ 
sion  to  his  conviction  that  “Commercial  Pharmacy”  is  the  “hub,” 
“Scientific  Pharmacy,”  the  spokes  in  the  wheel  of  successful  Phar¬ 
macy. 

Minus  success,  in  the  Commercial  hub,  the  spokes  in  the  wheel 
fall  asunder,  under  a  surplusage  of  too  much  scientific  acumen. 

“Great  is  (was)  Diana  of  the  Ephesians,”  But  Diana  never 
spoke,  moved,  or  evidenced  vitality.  She  lacked  successful  at¬ 
tributes  or  attainments. 

She  was  “great,”  perhaps,  as  her  worshippers  viewed  great¬ 
ness.  But  she  lacked  fruitage,  and  “never  got  anywhere,”  to  em¬ 
ploy  the  vernacular  of  the  ball  field. 
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So  must  it  ever  be  in  spheres  other  than  those  of  all  Dianas. 

If  we,  as  Pharmacists,  then,  have  a  goal,  an  “Ultima  Thule/' 
and  end  in  view,  our  equipment,  as  I  regard  the  matter,  gentlemen, 
must  be  both  scientific  and  commercial,  and  like  charity,  phrased 
in  Scripure,  “the  greatest  of  all  these  (our  equipments)  is,  must  be, 
commercial  scientific  application  of  Pharmacy,  and  all  its  require¬ 
ments. 

Given  the  prerequisites,  and  their  rigorous  enforcement,  Mr. 
President  and  Gentlemen,  and  a  graduate,  “Maryland  College  of 
Pharmac3r?' — must  suceed,  as  I  apprehend  the  meaning  and  scope 
of  success. 

In  a  paper  of  this  length  even  a  summary  of  all  essentials  of 
such  a  successful  Pharmacist  is  certain  to  trespass  upon  and 
overtax  the  auditors. 

Besides,  the  writer  is  not  even  a  school  teacher,  much  less 
a  lecturing  professor. 

And,  my  listeners  are  not  pupils.  You  are  all  hard-headed 
business  men,  and,  all  of  3’ou,  I  hope,  are  in  thorough  agreement 
with  the  accuracy  of  the  averments  herewith  advanced. 

If  not,  however,  these  seem  to  3Tour  speaker  to  be  “frozen 
facts,”  and  “facts  are  stubborn  things.” 

In  closing,  gentlemen,  accept  all  the  cheering  words  not  here¬ 
in  expressed. 

Success,  in  an3"  line,  means  scientific  equipment  backed  b3' 
zealous,  persistent,  and  unremitting  application. 

If  all  of  us  lack  any  of  these,  at  least  the  majority  of  my 
auditors  are  not  so  lacking — -many  have  attained  great  success — 
All  of  us  ma3'  attain  it. 

EUGENE  W.  HODSOX. 

PRESIDENT :  You  have  listened  to  the  reading  of  this 
very  interesting  paper.  If  there  is  no  objection  we  will 
follow  the  usual  procedure  and  have  it  incorporated  in  the 
proceedings  of  the  Association.  I  think  the  Nominating 
Committee  has  something  to  report  at  this  time. 

Mr.  HANCOCK:  Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen:  By 
an  inadvertence  yesterday  the  Nominating  Committee 
failed  to  name  the  suggestions  for  the  Board  of  Pharmacy. 
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We  are  now  pleased  to  submit  Messrs.  D.  R.  Millard,  James 
Edward  Hengst  and  H.  C.  Spetzler  as  the  nominees  to  be 
presented  to  the  Governor  next  year,  from  whom  he  will 
select  the  member  to  be  appointed. 

There  is  another  thing*  the  Nominating  Committee 
wishes  to  call  your  attention  to,  and  that  is  there  was  a 
transposition  of  names  yesterday  that  was  unfortunate,  and 
I  am  going  to  be  entirely  frank  about  it.  The  first  person 
we  considered  for  President  yesterday  was  Mr.  Westcott. 
Mr.  Westcott  has  been  an  untiring  friend  and  officer  of  this 
Association,  and  its  treasurer  for  a  long  time,  and  he  had  re¬ 
signed  this  position  during  the  year,  but  through  the  per¬ 
suasion  of  our  President,  Mr.  Frames,  he  was  content  to 
continue  for  the  term  with  the  explicit  understanding  that 
he  would  not  take  the  treasurership  again.  Mr.  W estcott 
was  nominated  yesterday  for  President,  and  it  was  then 
thought  proper  to  telephone  and  ask  him  if  he  would  serve.

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Mr.  THOMAS:  I  move  the  report  as  amended  be  ac¬ 
cepted. 

PRESIDENT :  Is  there  a  second  to  that  motion? 

Mr.  PIERCE:  I  second  it. 

(Motion  put  to  vote  and  carried.) 

PRESIDENT :  Before  proceeding  to  the  election  of 
officers  there  is  one  le.tter  which  has  been  received  which 
the  Secretary  will  now  read. 

SECRETARY :  This  letter  is  signed  by  Mr.  Berger, 
as  Secretary  and  Manager  of  the  Tampa  Cigar  Company, 
and  reads :  (Reading  letter.)

PRESIDENT:  Gentlemen,  you  can’t  have' them  until 
after  the  meeting  (indicating  box  of  cigars  on  his  desk)  is 
over,  on  account  of  the  prohibition  on  smoking  in  this  room. 

Mr.  BOND :  Mr.  President,  may  I  have  the  privilege 
of  the  floor?  The  Executive  Committee  would  like  to  fit¬ 
tingly  acknowledge  the  great  courtesy  that  they  have  re¬ 
ceived  at  Annapolis  at  the  hands  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  and 
with  especial  reference  to  Mr.  De  Reeves,  who  has  made  it 
possible  for  us  to  have  access  to  all  of  beautiful  Annapolis.

Mr.  ALDRICH:  Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen:  It 
gives  me  very  great  pleasure  to  see  you  all  here,  and  1  sup¬ 
pose  by  all  this  applause  you  are  expecting  me  to  make  a 
speech.  It  is  not  necessary  to  say  I  cannot,  because  you 
all  know  that,  but  I  would  like  to  say  on  behalf  of  not  only 
myself,  but  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  the  city  of  An¬ 
napolis,  that  this  Association’s  meeting  has  been  one  of  the 
greatest  pleasures  that  we  have  had  here  in  a  long  time,  and 
a  thing  that  the  whole  town  has  enjoyed,  and  certainly  we 
feel  what  little  we  have  been  able  to  do  in  the  way  of  con-

The  PRESIDENT :  Gentlemen,  what  is  your  pleasure 
— ’Shall  these  nominations  be  taken  up  separately  or  as  a 
whole  ? 

Mr.  THOMAS :  As  there  is  no  opposition  to  this 
ticket,  Mr.  President,  I  would  make  a  motion  that  the  Sec¬ 
retary  cast  the  ballot  for  the  entire  ticket. 

Mr.  STOTLEMEYER:  I  second  the  motion. 

PRESIDENT :  It  has  been  regularly  moved  and  sec¬ 
onded  that  the  Secretary  cast  the  ballot  for  the  ticket  as 
presented  by  the  Nominating  Committee.  Are  you  ready 
for  the  question?  (Affirmative  response.)  All  in  favor  of 
that  motion  will  please  signify  by  saying  Aye ;  contrary,  No. 
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(Motion  carried.) 

PRESIDENT :  It  seems  to  be  unanimous.  Mr.  Sec¬ 
retary,  will  you  cast  the  ballot? 

SECRETARY :  Mr.  President,  it  gives  me  a  g*reat  deal 
of  pleasure,  as  directed  by  the  members,  to  cast  the  ballot 
of  the  Association  for  the  officers  nominated,  and  I  might 
mention,  without  any  particular  pleasure,  for  one  of  them. 

PRESIDENT :  Gentlemen,  we  are  up  against  a  very 
peculiar  proposition  at  the  present  time.  With  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  the  Secretary,  there  is  not  a  single  one  of  the  nomi¬ 
nees  present. 

Mr.  PIERCE :  Make  him  make  a  speech  for  all  of  them. 

PRESIDENT :  A  very  excellent  suggestion,  Mr. 

Pierce. 

Mr.  THOMAS :  I  move,  Mr.  President,  that  the  offi¬ 
cers  be  considered  installed.  They  are  not  here,  with  the 
exception  of  Mr.  Kelly,  and,  as  Mr.  Pierce  has  said,  he,  as  a 
reinstalment,  should  make  a  speech  for  the  entire  crowd. 

PRESIDENT :  It  has  been  regularly  moved  and  sec¬ 
onded  that  we  consider  the  officers  elected  as  having  been 
installed. 

(Motion  put  to  vote  and  carried.) 

Mr.  PIERCE:  Speech  from  Mr.  Kelly. 

Mr.  THOMAS :  I  think  it  appropriate  to  appoint  a  com¬ 
mittee  of  two  to  escort  Mr.  Kelly  to  his  seat.  I  suggest  Mr. 
Whittle  and  Mr.  Pierce  be  assigned  that  duty. 

SECRETARY :  In  looking  over  the  proceedings  of  the 
last  meeting  you  will  have  noticed  that  the  Secretary  pro 
tem.,  who  is  a  very  estimable  gentlemen,  when  installed, 
was  escorted  to  the  chair  by  ladies.  Mr.  President,  if  a 
secretary  pro  tem.  should  have  that  honor,  what  should  the 
permanent  .Secretary  have? 
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Mr.  HANCOCK:  I  move  the  committee  as  named  be 
discharged,  and  Mrs.  Kelly,  the  only  lady  who  has  the  priv¬ 
ilege  of  making  him  sit  down,  be  appointed. 

(At  this  point  Mr.  Samuel  Y.  Harris,  the  incoming 
Treasurer,  entered  the  room,  and  was  greeted  by  the  mem¬ 
bers  with  applause  and  escorted  to  the  head  of  the  room 
and  presented  to  the  President  by  Messrs.  Whittle  and 
Pierce.) 

Mr.  PIERCE:  I  move  Mr.  Harris  makes  a  speech. 

Mr.  HARRIS:  Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  As¬ 
sociation  :  This  is  certainly  an  unexpected  honor  thrust 
upon  me,  and  I  am  sure  from  such  a  little  fellow  you  would 
not  expect  very  much  of  a  speech.  But  inasmuch  as  I  am 
interested  in  the  Association,  and  feel  honored  that  I  should 
have  been  selected  among  such  a  body  of  gentlemen,  I  prom¬ 
ise  you  I  shall  try  to  fill  the  duties  of  the  office  with  credit 
to  myself  and  the  members.  Thank  you.  (Applause.) 

SECRETARY :  I  have  made  the  same  speech  for  so 
many  years,  gentlemen,  that  it  is  becoming  tiresome.  I 
can  only  add  to  what  Mr.  Harris  has  said,  I  shall  do  every¬ 
thing  I  am  able  to  do  for  the  success  of  our  Association. 

I  feel  that  in  the  absence  of  Mr.  Leary  some  reference 
should  be  made  to  his  election  as  an  old  and  honored  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Association,  and  I  am  sure  that  Mr.  Leary  would 
gladly  have  anyone  express  to  you  his  appreciation  of  the 
very  high  honor  he  has  received.  Those  who  know  with 
what  hesitation  Mr.  Leary  accepted  this  nomination  ap¬ 
preciate  that  he  has  made  a  real  sacrifice  for  the  Associa¬ 
tion,  and  that  he  is  going  to  try  his  very  best — as  he 
expressed  it  to  me — to  screw  his  courage  up  to  the  sticking 
point,  and  make  his  a  successful  administration  this  coming 
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Certainly  Mr.  Leary  is  one  member  of  the  Association 
who  deserves  the  support  of  everybody,  the  hearty  support  of 
all.  in  seeing-  that  the  membership  roll  is  enlarged  if  possible 
and  that  every  assistance  is  rendered  him  in  connection  with 
the  work  he  has  before  him.  He  will  sincerely  appreciate  it 
and  it  will  reflect  credit  on  the  Association.  I  feel  such  a  high 
regard,  which  is  practically  affection,  for  Mr.  Leary,  that  it  is 
a  great  pleasure  for  me  to  have  the  opportunity  to  say  this  for 
him. 

PRESIDENT :  We  are  very  glad  to  have  had  these  re¬ 
marks  from  the  Secretary  on  Mr.  Leary’s  behalf.  I  know  we 
all  feel  the  same  as  he  does. 

Unfinished  business  is  the  next  item.  Anything  open  be¬ 
fore  the  Association  at  this  time? 

SECRETARY :  Mr.  Beringer  asked  me  yesterday  to 
please  extend  again  to  the  Association  his  thanks  for  the  invi¬ 
tation  and  opportunity  to  appear  before  you,  and  to  add  to  the 
remarks  he  made  with  reference  to  the  American  Pharma¬ 
ceutical  Association.  Mr.  Beringer  felt  after  his  remarks 
were  completed  that  possibly  he  had  not  made  his  invitation  to 
the  members  of  this  Association  to  join  the  American  Associa¬ 
tion  as  hearty  as  he  might  have  done.  He  felt  some  hesitation, 
of  course,  in  appearing  before  this  Association  as  President 
of  the  American  Association,  and  making-  any  such  invitation 
more  pointed  than  the  proprieties  would  entitle  him  to.  He 
has  left  with  me,  though,  several  pamphlets  which  I  have  here 
and  would  like  the  members  to  take,  giving  reasons  why  every 
pharmacist,  particularly  retail  pharmacists,  should  become  a 
member  of  the  American  Association.  He  has  asked  me  to 
say  to  you  the  invitation  is  just  as  hearty  as  it  can  be  made  : 
that  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association  feels  that 
Alary  land  has  played  a  very  large  part  in  the  success  of  the 
Association  he  has  the  honor  to  represent,  and  that  they  will 
appreciate  as  many  new  members  from  this  State  as  possible. 
I  happen  to  be  a  member  of  the  Membership  Committee  for 
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the  State,  and  it  would  certainly  be  a  pleasure  to  me  to  have 
an  application  from  every  member  of  this  Association  or 
every  pharmacist  in  the  State  for  membership  in  the  American 
Association. 

In  line  with  the  paper  which  we  just  had  the  pleasure  of 
reading,  it  is  a  recognized  fact  that  commercial  pharmac)^  is 
as  important,  if  not  more  important,  to  the  present-day  phar¬ 
macist  than  the  truly  professional  side  of  pharmacy;  the  union 
of  these  two  brings  the  best  results.  We  all  know,  in  addition 
to  the  National  Association  of  Retail  Druggists,  which  con¬ 
fines  itself  more  particularly  to  the  commercial  end,  the 
American  Pharmaceutical  Association  has  done  a  great  deal 
of  work  for  pharmacy.  It  has  partly  made  possible  the  exist¬ 
ence  of  the  other  Association,  which  is  now  serving  its  pur¬ 
poses  better  than  the  older ;  at  the  same  time  I  should  feel  re¬ 
miss  as  a  member  of  the  Committee  if  I  did  not  emphasize  the 
advantage  of  membership  in  the  older  association.  If  no  di¬ 
rect  advantage  results  from  membership  in  this  Association  I 
feel  sure  that  the  support  of  Maryland  pharmacists  to  the 
American  Association,  as  an  organized  body,  will  produce  in¬ 
direct  results  of  great  advantage.  It  is  a  clearing  house  of  in¬ 
formation  with  reference  to  the  professional  side  of  phar¬ 
macy,  and  to  a  certain  extent  the  commercial  side  is  repre¬ 
sented  in  the  Section  on  Dispensing,  which  is  of  great  advant¬ 
age  to  everyone.  The  proceedings  are  printed  every  year  in 
book  form,  and  pamphlets  are  distributed  to  the  members  to¬ 
gether  with  a  resume  of  all  the  pharmaceutical  magazines, 
both  here  and  abroad,  and  reference  is  made  to  any  and  all 
data  appertaining  to  pharmacy.  Mr.  Beringer  took  the  time 
and  trouble  to  come  before  us,  and  I  feel  that  Maryland  would 
be  a  little  remiss  if  we  did  not  respond  to  such  an  effort  on  his 
part.  I  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  American  Associa¬ 
tion  appreciates  the  support  Maryland  has  already  given  to  it, 
and  wishes  that  support  continued.  Maryland  is  better  repre¬ 
sented  now  than  any  State  in  proportion  to  the  number  of 
pharmacists  in  the  State.

Know  all  men  by  these  presents,  That  we,  M.  L.  Byers,  David 
M.  R.  Culbreth,  Joseph  B.  Garrott,  E.  M.  Foreman,  John  W.  Geiger, 
Samuel  Mansfield,  J.  Charles  Smith,  Columbus  V.  Emich,  Albion  J. 
Corning,  John  J.  Thomsen,  D.  C.  Aughinbaugh,  Edwin  Eareckson,  Wil¬ 
liam  Simon  and  J.  Walter  Hodges,  being  citizens  of  the  United  States, 
and  a  majority  of  whom  are  citizens  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  do 
hereby  certify  that  we  do,  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  General  Laws  of 
this  State,  authorizing  the  formation  of  corporations,  hereby  form  a 
corporation  under  the  name  of  ‘  ‘  The  Maryland  State  Pharmaceutical 
Association  of  Baltimore  City.” 

We  do  further  certify,  that  the  said  corporation,  so  formed  is  a 
corporation  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  together  the  reputable  Phar¬ 
macists,  Chemists  and  Druggists  of  the  State,  that  the}"  may  by  thor¬ 
ough  organization  and  united  effort  advance  the  science  of  Pharmacy, 
promote  scientific  research,  and  in  the  interest  of  the  public  strive  to 
have  enacted  just,  stringent  laws,  to  prevent  the  adulteration  of  food 
and  medicines,  and  to  confine  the  compounding  and  sale  of  medicines 
to  regularly  educated  Pharmacists ;  that  the  term  of  existence  of  said 
corporation  is  limited  to  forty  years ;  and  that  the  said  corporation  is 
formed  upon  the  articles,  conditions  and  provisions  herein  expressed, 
and  subject  in  all  particulars  to  the  limitations  relating  to  corporations, 
which  are  contained  in  the  General  Laws  of  this  State. 

We  do  further  certify,  that  the  operations  of  said  corporation  are 
to  be  carried  on  in  the  State  of  Maryland,  and  that  the  principal  office 
of  the  said  corporation  will  be  located  in  Baltimore  City. 


We  do  further  certify  that  the  said  corporation  has  no  capital  stock. 
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We  do  further  certify  that  the  said  corporation  will  be  managed 
by  the  officers,  and  that  the  said  M.  D.  Byers,  David  M.  R.  Culbreth, 
Joseph  B.  Garrott,  E.  M.  Foreman,  John  W.  Geiger,  Samuel  Mansfield, 
J.  Charles  Smith  and  Columbus  V.  Emich  are  the  names  of  the  officers 
who  will  manage  the  concerns  of  the  said  corporation  for  the  first  year.

A  Code  of  Ethics 


For  the  guidance  of  members  of  this  Association  and  all  pharma¬ 
cists  of  the  State  who  may  wish  to  follow  the  higher  practice  of  their 
profession . 

Respecting  the  Pharmacist  Himself. 

First — He  should,  by  study,  experimentation,  investigation  and 
practice,  thoroughly  qualify  himself  to  full}'  meet  and  competently 
transact  the  daily  requirements  of  his  vocation. 

Second — He  should  possess  a  good  moral  character  and  should 
not  be  addicted  to  the  improper  use  of  narcotic  drugs  nor  the  excessive 
use  of  alcoholic  stimulants. 

Third — He  should  constantly  endeavor  to  enlarge  his  store  of 
knowledge  ;  he  should,  as  far  as  possible,  read  current  pharmaceutical 
literature ;  he  should  encourage  all  such  pharmaceutical  organizations 
as  seem  to  be  helpful  to  the  profession,  and  so  deport  himself  as  not  to 
detract  from  the  dignity  and  honor  of  the  calling  this  Association, 
especially  is  trying  to  elevate. 

Fourth — He  should  accept  the  standards  and  requirements  of  the 
United  States  Pharmacopoeia  and  the  National  Formulary  for  the 
articles  of  Materia  Medica  and  the  preparations  recognized  by  these 
publications,  and,  as  far  as  possible,  should  promote  the  use  of  these 
and  discourage  the  use  of  proprietaries  and  nostrums. 

Respecting  the  Pharmacist’s  Relation  with  those 
From  Whom  He  Makes  Purchases 

First — He  should  deal  fairly  with  these ;  all  goods  received  in 
error  or  excess,  and  all  undercharges,  should  be  as  promptly  reported 
as  are  shortages  and  overcharges.  Containers  not  charged  for  and  not 
included  in  the  charge  for  contents  should  be  carefully  returned,  or,  if 
used,  should  be  credited  to  the  party  to  whom  they  belong. 
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Second — He  should  earnestly  strive  to  follow  all  trade  regulations 
and  rules,  promptly  meet  obligations,  closely  follow  all  contracts  and 
agreements,  and  should  not  encourage  or  sanction  an}'  division  of 
quantity  purchases  not  contemplated  in  the  terms  of  sale. 

Respecting  the  Pharmacist’s  Relation  with  His 
Feeeow-Pharmacist. 

First — In  this  relationship  he  should,  especially,  “do  as  he  would 
be  done  by.”  He  should  not  make  any  comment  or  use  any  form  of  ad¬ 
vertisement  that  will  reflect  upon  a  member  of  the  profession,  gen¬ 
erally  or  specifically.  Nor  should  he  do  that  which  will  in  any  way 
discredit  the  standing  of  other  pharmacists  in  the  minds  of  either 
physicians  or  laymen. 

Second — He  should  not  obtain,  surreptitiously,  or  use  the  private 
formulas  of  another,  nor  should  he  imitate  or  use  another’s  prepar¬ 
ations,  labels  or  special  forms  of  advertising. 

Third — He  should  not  fill  orders  or  prescriptions  which  come  to 
him  by  mistake.  Prescription  containers  with  copies  and  labels  of  an¬ 
other  pharmacist  upon  them  may  be  filled  by  him  upon  request,  but  he 
must  invariably  replace  the  labels  with  his  own,  thereby  assuming 
proper  responsibility. 

Fourth — He  should  never  request  a  copy  of  a  prescription  from 
another  pharmacist  ;  the  owner  of  the  prescription,  being  alone  entitled 
to  a  copy,  is  the  proper  person  to  ask  for  it. 

Fifth — He  may  borrow  merchandise  from  another  pharmacist,  pro¬ 
vided  the  practice  is  reciprocal  and  equally  agreeable  to  both  parties  ; 
but  the  better  form  is  to  pay  a  sum  for  the  desired  article  equal  to  the 
cost  and  half  of  the  profit  to  be  obtained. 

Respecting  the  Pharmacist’s  Relation  with  Physicians. 

First — He  should  positively  refuse  to  prescribe  for  customers  ex¬ 
cept  in  cases  of  urgent  emergency. 

Second — He  should  not,  under  any  circumstances,  substitute  one 
article  for  another,  or  one  make  of  an  article  for  another,  in  a  physi¬ 
cian’s  prescription,  without  the  physician’s  consent. 
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Third — He  should  refuse  to  re-fill  prescriptions  or  give  copies  of 
them  when  so  instructed  by  the  physician. 

Fourth — He  should  not  place  copies  of  prescriptions  upon  contain¬ 
ers  unless  ordered  to  do  so  by  the  prescriber,  even  though  the  patient 
should  request  it.  Nor  should  he  use  any  word  or  label,  like  “For 
External  Use,”  “  Poison,”  “  Caution  ”  etc.,  without  due  regard  for  the 
wishes  of  the  prescriber,  provided  the  safety  of  the  patient  and  family 
is  not  jeopardized. 

Fifth — Whenever  there  is  a  doubt  as  to  the  correctness  of  the 
physician’s  prescription  or  directions,  he  should  invariably  confer  with 
the  physician  in  order  to  avoid  possible  mistakes  or  unpleasantness; 
changes  in  prescriptions  should  not  be  made  without  such  conference. 

Sixth — He  should  never  discuss  physician’s  prescriptions  with  cus¬ 
tomers  nor  disclose  to  them  their  composition. 

Respecting  the  Pharmacist’s  Relation  with  his  Patrons 

First — He  should  seek  to  merit  the  confidence  of  his  customers, 
which,  when  won,  should  be  jealously  guarded  and  never  abused  by 
extortion  or  misrepresentation. 

Second — He  should  supply  products  of  standard  quality  only  to 
patrons,  excepting  when  something  inferior  is  specified  and  paid  for  by 
them. 

Third — He  should  charge  no  more  than  fair,  equitable  prices  for 
merchandise  and  prescriptions ;  the  time  required  for  the  proper 
preparation  of  prescriptions  should  be  duly  considered  and  paid  for. 

Fourth — He  should  hold  the  safety  and  health  of  his  patrons  to  be 
of  first  consideration  ;  he  should  make  no  attempt  to  treat  diseases  nor 
strive  to  sell  nostrums  or  specifics  simply  for  the  sake  of  profit. 

Fifth — He  should  consider  the  reckless  or  continued  sale  of  drugs 
to  habitues  and  the  illicit  sale  of  abortive  medicines  or  poisons  to  be 
practices  unbecoming  a  gentleman,  a  pharmacist  and  a  member  of  this 
Association. 


Constitution  and  By-Laws 


Preamble. 


Whereas,  To  promote  progress  and  to  guard  the  well-being  of 
our  profession  within  the  State,  Pharmacists  should  be  thoroughly 
organized,  and 

Whereas,  The  business  relations  existing  between  Pharmacists, 
Chemists,  Wholesale  and  Manufacturing  Druggists  are,  and  ought  to 
be,  of  the  most  intimate  and  confidential  character,  and 

Whereas,  There  exists  great  necessity  for  the  enactment  of 
j  ust,  yet  stringent  laws,  in  the  interest  of  the  public,  to  guard  against 
the  adulteration  of  food  and  medicine  and  to  confine  the  compounding 
and  dispensing  of  drugs  and  medicines  to  those  who  are  thoroughly 
competent.  Therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  we,  the  Pharmacists,  Chemists,  Wholesale  and 
Manufacturing  Druggists  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  in  convention 
assembled,  do  hereby  organize  ourselves  into  a  permanent  association 
and  adopt  the  following  Constitution  and  By-Daws  : 

Constitution 


ARTICLE  I. 

This  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  Maryland  Pharmaceu¬ 
tical  Association. 

ARTICLE  II. 

The  object  of  this  Association  is  to  bring  together  the  reputable 
Pharmacists,  Chemists  and  Druggists  of  the  State,  that  they  may,  by 
thorough  organization  and  united  effort,  advance  the  science  of  Phar¬ 
macy,  promote  scientific  research,  and,  in  the  interest  of  the  public, 
strive  to  have  enacted  just,  yet  stringent  laws  to  prevent  the  adultera¬ 
tion  of  food  and  medicines  and  to  confine  the  compounding  and  sale  of 
medicines  to  regularly  educated  pharmacists. 
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ARTICLE  III. 

This  Association  shall  consist  of  active,  life  and  honorary 
members. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  consist  of  a  President,  three 
Yice-Fresidents,  a  Secretary,  a  Local  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  and  an 
Executive  Committee  of  three  members. 

All  officers  of  this  Association  except  the  Local  Secretary,  shall 
be  elected  annually  by  ballot,  and  hold  office  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  qualified.  The  Local  Secretary  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
President  after  the  place  of  meeting  shall  have  been  selected. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Every  proposition  to  alter  or  amend  this  Constitution  must  be 
submitted  in  -writing,  and  after  being  read  shall  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Laws,  and  lie  over  until  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the 
Association,  when,  upon  receiving  an  affirmative  vote  of  three-fourths 
of  the  members  present,  shall  become  part  of  this  Constitution. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Fifteen  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business. 


By-Laws 


ARTICLE  I. 

The  President  shall  preside  over  all  meetings  of  this  Association  ; 
he  shall  announce  all  business,  receive  and  submit  all  proper  motions 
to  the  consideration  of  the  Association.  Upon  calling  the  yeas  and 
nays,  and  in  cases  of  equal  division,  he  shall  vote;  upon  all  other 
occasions  he  shall  not  vote.  He  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order, 
subject,  however,  to  an  appeal.  He  shall  appoint  all  committees,  unless 
their  appointment  is  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Association,  and  shall  be 
ex-officio  a  member  of  the  Executive  and  each  Standing  Committee. 
He  shall  present  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  an  address 
upon  any  subject  he  may  elect,  and  shall  make  such  suggestions  as  may 
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seem  to  him  suitable  to  promote  the  interests  and  better  carry  out  the 
objects  for  which  this  association  has  been  organized.  He  shall  sign 
all  certificates  of  membership,  countersign  all  orders  upon  the  Treas¬ 
urer,  and  authenticate  the  proceedings  by  his  signature. 

ARTICLE  II. 

In  the  absence  of  the  President,  or  his  inability  to  act,  his  duties 
shall  devolve  upon  the  Vice-Presidents  in  their  order  of  rank. 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  Secretary  shall  make  and  keep  correct  minutes  of  the  proceed¬ 
ings  and  conduct  all  the  correspondence  of  the  Association.  He  shall 
be,  ex-officio,  a  member  and  Secretary  of  the  Executive  and  each  Stand¬ 
ing  Committee.  He  shall  carefully  preserve  on  file  all  reports,  essays 
and  papers  of  every  description,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty,  under  direction 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  edit,  publish  and  distribute  the  Proceed¬ 
ings  of  the  Association,  and  shall  be  paid  an  annual  salary  of  seventy- 
five  dollars.  The  Local  Secretary  shall  reside  at  or  near  the  place  of 
annual  meeting  and  have  charge  of  arrangements  for  the  same. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  Treasurer  shall  collect  and  safely  holdall  dues  and  other  funds 
belonging  to  the  Association,  to  the  order  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
He  shall  report  to  the  Executive  Committee  before  each  annual  meet¬ 
ing  the  names  of  all  members  who  have  failed  to  pay  their  dues.  He 
shall  at  each  annual  meeting  render  a  statement  of  his  accounts  to  the 
Executive  Committee  for  audit,  and  report  a  copy  of  same  to  the 
Association . 


ARTICLE  V. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  the  roll ;  shall 
investigate  the  claims  of  all  candidates  for  membership,  and  have  charge 
of  all  business  not  otherwise  assigned. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

This  Association  shall  hold  its  meetings  annually  at  such  time  and 
place  as  the  Executive  Committee  may  name.  Special  meetings  shall  be 
called  upon  the  written  application  of  ten  members,  directed  to  the 
President ;  said  written  applications  before  being  acted  on  must  be 
submitted  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  receive  the  approval  of  a 
majority  of  said  Board  of  Trustees,  and  at  least  twenty-five  days’  notice 
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be  given  of  the  time,  place  and  object  of  meeting  in  special  session. 
A  semi-annual  meeting  may  be  held  at  such  place  as  the  President  may 
designate,  which  the  officers  and  chairmen  of  committees,  especially, 
shall  attend. 


ARTICLE  VII. 

The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  constitute  a  Board  of 
Trustees  for  the  transaction  of  any  business  that  may7  be  intrusted  to  it. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Eligibility — Active  Members.  Pharmacists,  Chemists,  Wholesale 
or  Manufacturing  Druggists  of  good  moral  and  professional  standing 
and  their  representatives,  Teachers  of  Botany,  Materia  Medica  or  any 
other  science  pertaining  to  Pharmacy,  are  eligible  to  active  membership 
and  shall  pay  the  annual  dues. 


ARTICLE  IX. 

The  fiscal  year  of  this  Association  shall  begin  June  1  and  end 
Mav  31.  Annual  dues  of  each  active  member  shall  be  two  dollars, 
except  clerks  in  retail  drug  stores,  whose  dues  shall  be  one  dollar,  and 
shall  be  payable  in  advance  for  the  current  fiscal  year. 

All  applications  for  membership  must  be  handed  to  the  Executive 
Committee  for  investigation,  and  by  them  reported  to  the  Association. 
Election  of  members  shall  be  by  ballot.  Five  black  balls  shall  defeat 
an  election. 

Application  for  membership  ad  interim  may’  be  acted  upon  by’  the 
Executive  Committee,  and  if  they  receive  an  unanimous  vote,  shall  be 
declared  members  of  the  Association. 

Members  elected  within  three  months  of  the  close  of  the  fiscal 
year  will  not  pay  dues  until  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  following. 

Any  member  three  years  in  arrears  for  his  annual  dues  shall,  after 
due  notification  from  the  Treasurer,  lose  his  rights  as  a  member. 

Any7  person  who  has  once  been  a  member  of  the  Association 
desiring  to  renew  his  membership  may  do  so  by7  paying  the  current 
dues. 
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ARTICLE  X. 

Any  person  may  be  expelled  for  cause  by  a  three-fourths  vote  of 
all  the  members  present  at  any  meeting  of  the  Association ;  provided, 
however  that  due  notice  has  been  served  upon  the  offending  member 
and  he  has  had  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  in  his  own  defense. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

Any  member  who  shall  pay  to  the  Treasurer  at  one  time  tw  enty 
dollars  shall  be  declared  a  life  member,  and  be  forever  after  exempt 
from  the  payment  of  annual  dues,  and  be  entitled  to  a  certificate  of 
membership  as  a  life  member. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

A  certificate  of  membership  wall  be  issued  to  any  member  upon  the 
payment  of  one  dollar. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

All  certificates  of  membership  and  life  membership  shall  be  signed 
by  the  President  and  Secretary. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

Pharmacists,  physicians,  chemists  and  other  scientific  men  of  merit 
may  be  elected  honorary  members  of  this  Association,  and  be  entitled 
to  all  privileges  of  the  Association,  excepting  the  right  to  vote  and  to 
hold  office.  They  shall  not  be  required  to  pay  the  annual  dues. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  arrange  the  order  of  business  for 
each  annual  meeting  and  shall  furnish  the  Secretary  a  draft  of 
program  at  least  thirty  days  before  the  date  of  such  meeting. 

ARTICLE  XVI. 

Three  members  of  the  Association  in  good  standing  shall  be 
elected  by  ballot  at  each  annual  meeting,  from  which  three  members 
so  elected,  the  Governor  of  the  State  shall  be  requested  to  appoint  one 
as  a  member  of  the  Maryland  Board  of  Pharmacy  to  succeed  the 
member  of  the  said  board  whose  term  of  office  shall  expire  on  the 
1st  day  of  May  next  following. 

ARTICE  XVII. 

The  following  Standing  Committees  shall  be  appointed  annually  : 

A  Committee  on  Adulterations,  consisting  of  three  members,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  report  annually  upon  adulterations  in  drugs, 
chemicals  and  other  preparations  handled  by  pharmacists. 
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A  Committee  on  Trade  Interests,  composed  of  five  members 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  carefully  consider  and  report  upon  such 
matters  of  trade  interest  to  pharmacists  as  may  to  them  appear  of 
interest  and  value. 

A  Committee  on  Legislation  composed  of  five  members,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be,  with  approval  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  submit 
to  the  next  Legislature  of  this  state  the  draft  of  such  laws  as  may 
seem  necessary  to  protect  the  public  from  danger  and  loss  resulting 
from  the  adulteration  of  foods  and  medicines,  and  from  the  danger 
resulting  from  permitting  incompetent  persons  to  compound  and 
dispense  medicines.  They  shall  also  be  empowered  to  bring  before  both 
State  and  National  bodies  all  needed  legislation  pertaining  to  Pharmacy. 

A  Committee  on  Pharmacy,  composed  of  five  members,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  consider  and  report  at  each  annual  meeting  upon  all 
kindred  scientific  progress,  and  to  propound  such  scientific  and  practical 
questions  for  investigation  and  reply  and  such  prescription  difficulties 
for  discussion  as  may  seem  to  them  proper. 

A  Committee  on  Laws,  composed  of  three  members,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  consider  and  report  upon  ["proposed  amendments  and 
alterations  of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

A  Committee  on  Membership,  composed  of  five  members,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  induce  eligible  persons  residing  in  the  State  of 
Maryland  to  become  members  of  the  Association,  and  to  suggest  means 
whereby  the  membership  may  be  increased. 

A  Committee  on  Deceased  Members,  composed  of  three  members, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  discover  and  report  upon  the  death  of  mem¬ 
bers  that  may  occur  during  the  year,  and  to  present  fitting  memorials 
for  publication! 

A  Committee  on  Medical  Societies,  composed  of  five  members, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  confer  with  Medical  Societies  on  behalf  of 
this  Association,  and  present  such  papers  as  may  be  deemed  desirable 
for  the  advancement  of  more  cordial  relations  between  physicians  and 
pharmacists. 

A  Committee  on  Ethics,  composed  of  three  members,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  consider  and  formulate  such  matters  bearing  on  the  ethics 
of  the  profession  as  may  be  by  them  deemed  desirable. 

A  Committee  on  Entertainment,  composed  of  five  members,  who 
shall  have  charge  of  the  entertainment  features  for  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Association. 
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A  Committee  on  Publicity,  composed  of  three  members,  -who 
shall  co-operate  with  the  pharmaceutical  and  lay  press,  keep  the  public  > 
informed  as  to  the  activities  of  this  Association  and  advised  on  matters 
of  general  interest. 

A  Committee  on  New  Remedies,  composed  of  three  members,  ] 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  print  and  distribute  to  the  members  a  list  of 
the  principal  new  chemicals  that  have  come  into  general  use  during  the 
year. 

ARTICLE  XVIII. 

All  propositions  to  alter  or  amend  these  By-Laws  must  be 
submitted  in  writing  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Laws  at  one 
session,  and  may  be  acted  on  at  the  next  or  at  any  succeeding  session 
and  the  proposition  determined  by  a  majority  vote. 


Maryland  Pharmacy  Law

Article  43 ;  Public  General  Laws,  Title  “  Health” 
Sub-Title  “  Commissioners  of  Pharmacy.” 


Section  141.  (1902  Chapter  197,  Sec.  2.  1906  Chapter 

585.  Sec.  2.)  No  person  shall  open,  conduct  or  keep  a  phar¬ 
macy  in  this  State,  either  as  a  principal  or  agent,  unless  such 
person  shall  have  obtained  a  pharmacist's  certificate,  as  here¬ 
inafter  provided,  and  no  pharmacy  shall  be  at  any  time  left  in 
charge  of  any  person  who  is  not  a  certified  pharmacist,  a  cer¬ 
tified  acting  pharmacist,  or  a  certified  assistant  pharmacist, 
to  compound  prescriptions  or  sell  or  dispense  poisonous  drugs, 
and  providing,  that  in  the  case  of  a  certified  assistant  phrama- 
cist,  he  shall  not  be  left  in  charge  of  any  pharmacy  in  this 
State  for  a  period  of  more  than  twenty- four  hours,  and  then 
acting  only  in  the  temporary  absence  of  a  certified  acting 
pharmacist,  regularly  and  continuously  employed  in  that 
pharmacy ;  it  shall,  however,  be  lawful  for  physicians  and 
dentists  to  compound  and  dispense  their  own  prescriptions ; 
but  unlawful  for  any  person,  dealer  or  firm,  not  a  certified 
pharmacist,  a  certified  acting  pharmacist  or  certified  assistant 
pharmacist,  to  compound  a  physician’s  prescriptions.  Any 
person  violating  this  section  shall,  upon  conviction,  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  fined  not  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars  for  each  offense. 

Section  142.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sec.  3.)  Every  store 

or  shop  where  drugs,  medicines  or  chemicals  are  sold  at  retail, 
displayed  for  sale  at  retail,  where  physician’s  prescriptions  are 
compounded,  which  has  upon  it  or  in  it  as  a  sign  the  words, 
“Pharmacist,”  “Pharmacy,”  “Apothecary,”  “Drug  Store,” 
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“Druggist/’  or  any  of  these  words  or  exhibits  the  character¬ 
istics  show  bottles  or  globes  filled  with  colored  liquids,  shall 
be  considered  a  pharmacy  within  the  meaning  of  this  sub¬ 
title. 

Section  143.  (1902  Chapter  179.  1906  Chapter  585,  Sec. 

4.)  The  Governor  shall  appoint  five  persons  who  are  skilled 
and  competent  pharmacists,  who  have  had  ten  years’  active 
pharmaceutical  experience,  are  actively  engaged  in  the  retail 
drug  business  and  not  connected  with  any  school  of  phar¬ 
macy  or  medicine,  either  as  teachers,  instructors  or  members 
of  the  board  of  trustees,  to  be  Commissioners  of  Pharmacy, 
two  of  whom  shall  be  residents  of  the  city  of  Baltimore  and 
three  residents  of  the  counties  of  the  State.  Said  commis¬ 
sioners  shall  constitute  the  Maryland  Board  of  Pharmacy,  and 
shall  hold  office  as  follows :  One  to  serve  five  years,  one  four 
years,  one  three  years,  one  two  years  and  one  one  year  from 
the  first  of  May,  1902;  in  the  first  instance  the  Governor  to 
designate  in  the  appointment  who  to  serve  one,  two,  three, 
four  or  five  years,  and  thereafter  annually  the  Governor 
shall  appoint  one  person  to  serve  as  a  member  of  said  board 
for  term  of  five  years.  The  said  Commissioners  shall  within 
ten  days  after  notification  of  their  appointment  each  sub¬ 
scribe  to  an  oath  before  the  clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  of 
Baltimore  City,  or  the  clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court  for  any 
county,  to  impartially  and  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  pre¬ 
scribed  herein.  The  position  of  any  commissioner  so  ap¬ 
pointed  who  shall  fail  to  qualify  within  the  time  and  in  the 
manner  hereinbefore  named  shall  be  deemed  vacant.  The 
Governor  shall  fill  all  occurring  vacancies  from  such  sections 
of  the  State  as  will  cause  the  board  to  be  constituted  as  here¬ 
inbefore  provided. 

Section  144.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sec.  5.  1910  Chapter 

494,  Sec.  2.)  Said  board  shall  organize  by  the  election  of  a 
president,  secretary  and  treasurer,  who  shall  serve  for  the 
term  of  one  year,  and  who  shall  perform  the  duties  prescribed 
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by  the  board.  Meetings  for  the  examination  of  applicants  for 
registration  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Thursday  in  April  and 
October  in  each  year,  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  or  at  such 
times  and  places  as  may  be  fixed  upon  by  the  board ;  provided, 
that  ten  days’  public  notice  of  the  hour  and  place  of  each 
meeting  at  which  there  is  an  examination  of  candidates  for 
registration  shall  be  given.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board 
to  receive  all  applicants  for  examination  and  registration  sub¬ 
mitted  in  proper  form ;  to  grant  certificates  to  such  persons 
as  may  be  entitled  to  the  same  hereunder;  to  report  annually 
to  the  Governor  and  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Associa¬ 
tion,  upon  the  condition  of  pharmacy  in  the  State,  which  re¬ 
port  shall  also  furnish  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
board,  as  well  as  the  names  of  all  persons  registered  under 
these  provisions ;  to  keep  a  book  in  which  shall  be  registered 
the  names  and  places  of  business  of  all  persons  so  registered 
and  all  facts  pertaining  to  the  granting  of  certificates.  The 
said  board  shall  have  the  power  to  adopt  any  rules  and  by¬ 
laws  not  inconsistent  herewith,  necessary  to  the  transaction  of 
the  business  of  the  board;  to  demand  and  receive  from  appli¬ 
cants  the  fees  herein  provided,  which  shall  by  the  treasurer  of 
the  board  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  State. 

Section  145.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sec.  6.)  The  salaries  of 

said  board  shall  be  fifty  dollars  per  annum  to  each  member, 
and  all  legitimate  expenses  incurred  in  the  discharge  of  official 
duties.  The  secretary  of  said  board  shall  receive  an  additional 
salary  to  be  fixed  by  the  board,  and  not  to  exceed  two  hun¬ 
dred  dollars  per  annum ;  he  shall  pay  to  the  treasurer  at  each 
meeting,  or  whenever  the  board  may  direct,  such  funds  of 
the  board  as  may  be  in  his  possession,  and  take  the  treasurer’s 
receipt  therefor.  In  its  annual  report  to  the  Governor,  the 
board  shall  render  an  account  of  all  moneys  received 
and  expenses  incurred  pursuant  herewith,  and  the  sec¬ 
retary  and  treasurer  shall  give  such  bond  as  the  board  shall 
from  time  to  time  direct. 
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Section  146.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sec.  7.)  Any  person  who 

on  April  8th,  1902,  is  registered  or  entitled  to  registration  in 
Baltimore  City  as  managing  owner,  managing  assistant  or 
relief  clerk,  and  who  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July, 
1902,  pay  to  the  Maryland  Board  of  Pharmacy  a  fee  of  one 
dollar,  shall  be  entitled  to  registration  as  pharmacist  and  re¬ 
ceive  a  certificate  of  such  registration. 

Section  147.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sections  8,  9,  10  and  11. 

1910  Chapter  494,  Sec.  3.)  .  An  person  who  has  had  four 
years'  active  experience  in  a  pharmacy  where  physicians’  pre¬ 
scriptions  are  daily  compounded  and  has  reached  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years,  who  after  examination  by  the  Maryland 
Board  of  Pharmacy  shall  be  by  it  deemed  competent,  shall  be 
registered  as  pharmacist  and  given  a  certificate  of  such  regis¬ 
tration.  Such  person  shall  make  application  to  the  secretary 
ten  days  before  any  of  the  meetings  of  the  tioard  and  shall 
pay  to  the  board  a  fee  of  fifteen  dollars. 

Any  person  who  has  had  two  years’  active  experience  in  a 
pharmacy  where  physicians’  prescriptions  are  daily  com¬ 
pounded  and  has  attained  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  who, 
after  examination  by  the  Maryland  Board  of  Pharmacy,  shall 
by  it  be  deemed  competent,  shall  be  registered  as  assistant 
pharmacist  and  be  given  a  certificate  of  such  registration. 
Such  person  shall  make  application  to  the  secretary  of  the 
board  ten  days  before  any  of  its  stated  meetings,  and  pay  to 
the  board  a  fee  of  ten  dollars. 

Section  148.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sec.  12.)  Every  appli¬ 

cant  for  examination  shall,  with  his  application  to  the  secre¬ 
tary  of  the  board,  file  a  written  declaration,  duly  sworn  to 
before  a  justice  of  the  peace  or  notary  public,  stating  the 
pharmacy  or  pharmacies  in  which  he  has  had  the  experience 
demanded  in  Section  147.  Anyone  swearing  falsely  in  the 
affidavit  so  filed  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  perjury. 
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Section  149.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sec.  13.  1906  Chapter 

585,  Sec.  3.)  Every  person  receiving*  a  pharmacist’s  or  as¬ 
sistant  pharmacist's  certificate  shall  keep  the  same  conspicu¬ 
ously  posted  in  his  place  of  business.  Violations  of  this  sec¬ 
tion  hall  be  punishable  by  a  fine  of  $25.00  in  each  instance. 

Section  150.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sec.  14.)  Any  certificate 

obtained  by  false  representation  shall  be  void,  and  the  offender 
shall  be  fined  not  more  than  fifty  dollars,  or  imprisonment  for 
thirty  days,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Court. 

Section  15 1.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sec.  14A.  1906  Chapter 

585,  Sec.  14A.)  It  shall  be  within  the  power  of  the  Maryland 
Board  of  Pharmacy  to  enter  into  reciprocal  relations  with  the 
Boards  of  Pharmacy  of  such  other  States  as  do  likewise,  and 
whose  requirements  are  satisfactory  as  regards  the  awards 
and  interchanging  of  certificates  for  registration  of  registered 
pharmacists,  applicants  for  registration  under  this  clause  to 
produce  satisfactory  documents  bearing  upon  their  previous 
examination  from  the  secretary  of  that  board  and  paying  the 
secretary  of  the  Maryland  Board  of  Pharmacy  the  accus¬ 
tomed  fee;  applicants  in  addition  will  be  required  to  furnish 
satisfactory  record  as  to  their  morality,  sobriety  and  close  ob¬ 
servance  of  the  more  important  laws  touching  the  life  of  a 
pharmacist. 

^Section  152.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sections  15  and  15 y2. 

1906  Chapter  585,  Sections  15  and  153/2.)  The  provisions  of 
this  sub-title  shall  not  apply  to  Talbot  County. 

Section  153.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sec.  16.  1906  Chapter 

585,  Sec.  16.)  Provided,  however,  that  nothing  in  Sections 
141,  149,  15 1  and  152  shall  be  construed  as  preventing  general 
merchants  of  the  counties  of  the  State  or  of  Baltimore  City 
from  selling  such  drugs  and  medicines  as  have  heretofore 
been  handled  by  the  general  merchants  of  the  State  of  Mary¬ 
land.

Maryland  Anti-Narcotic  Law 

Chapter  No.  473 — Law  Relating  to 
the  Traffic  in  Cocaine,  Etc. 


An  Act  to  repeal  Chapter  607  of  the  Acts  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Assembly  of  Maryland  of  1904;  the  same  having 
been  codified  in  the  Code  of  1904,  as  Section  237  of  Arti¬ 
cle  27,  and  to  re-enact  the  same  with  amendments,  so  as 
to  form  four  sections  of  said  Article  27  of  said  Code,  to 
be  headed  “Health-Narcotic  Drugs,”  and  to  be  numbered 
237,  237A,  237B  and  237C,  and  to  read  as  follows: 

SECTION  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly 
of  Maryland,  that  Chapter  607  of  the  Acts  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Assembly  of  Maryland  of  1904,  the  same  having 
been  codified  in  the  Code  of  1904,  as  section  237  of  Arti¬ 
cle  27,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed  and  re-enacted 
with  amendments,  so  as  to  form  four  Sections  of  said 
Article  27,  to  be  headed  “Health-Narcotic  Drugs,”  and 
to  be  numbered  237,  237A;  237B,  237C,  so  as  to  read  as 
follows : 

HEALTH-NARCOTIC  DRUGS. 

SECTION  237.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for-  any  person, 
firm  or  corporation  to  furnish,  sell,  give  away  or  other¬ 
wise  dispense  any  cocaine,  eucaine,  opium,  morphine, 
heroin,  chloral  hydrate,  or  any  salts  or  compounds  of 
any  of  the  foregoing  substances  or  any  preparation  or 
compound  containing  any  of  the  foregoing  substances  or 
their  salts  or  their  compounds,  except  upon  the  original 
written  order  or  prescription  of  a  lawfully  authorized  prac¬ 
titioner  of  medicine,  dentistry  or  veterinary  medicine  of 
good  standing  in  his  profession.,  not  of  intemperate  habits 
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or  addicted  to  the  use  of  any  drugs,  and  any  person  vio¬ 
lating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be 
fined  not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars  or  be  imprisoned 
in  the  penitentiary  of  this  State  for  not  less  than  one  year 
nor  more  than  five  years  or  both  in  the  discretion  of  the 
Court  for  each  offense.  Provided,  that  the  above  provisions 
shall  not  apply  to  paregoric,  laudanum  or  to  bona  fide 
proprietary  medicines  containing  codeine  or  not  more  than 
two  grains  of  opium  or  not  more  than  iwo-fifths  grain  of 
morphine,  or  not  more  than  one-fourth  grain  of  heroin,  or 
not  more  than  ten  grains  of  chloral  hydrate  in  one  fluid 
ounce,  or,  if  a  solid  preparation,  in  one  avoirdupois  ounce ; 
provided,  also  that  the  above  provisions  shall  not  apply 
to  preparations  containing  opium  and  recommended  and 
sold  in  good  faith  for  diarrhoea  and  cholera,  each  bottle  or 
package  of  which  is  accompanied  by  specific  directions ; 
\nd  provided,  further,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
be  construed  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  any  said  drugs  by  any 
licensed  manufacturing  pharmacists  or  chemists,  or  whole¬ 
sale  or  retail  pharmacists  or  druggists  to  other  licensed 
manufacturing  pharmacists  or  chemists,  or  wholesale  or 
retail  pharmacists  or  druggists,  or  to  hospitals,  colleges, 
scientific  or  public  institutions,  or  to  licensed  physicians, 
dentists  or  practitioners  of  veterinary  medicine  and  surgery  ; 
nor  to  the  use  of  any  of  the  said  drugs  by  any  licensed 
physician,  dentist  or  practitioner  of  veterinary  medicine  or 
surgery  in  the  regular  course  of  his  practice. 

SEC.  237A.  If  any  person  except  a  licensed  physician, 
dentist  or  practitioner  of  veterinary  medicine  or  surgery, 
manufacturing  pharmacist  or  chemist  or  wholesale  or  retail 
pharmacist  or  druggist  have  in  his  possession  cocaine,  eu- 
caine,  opium,  morphine,  heroin,  chloral  hydrate  or  any 
salts  or  compounds  of  any  of  the  foregoing  substance  or 
their  salts  or  compounds  other  than  paregoric  and  lauda- 
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num  or  bona  fide  proprietary  medicine  containing  codeine 
or  not  more  than  two  grains  of  opium  nor  not  more  than 
two-fifths  grain  of  morphine  or  not  more  than  one-fourth 
grain  of  heroin  or  not  more  than  ten  grains  of  chloral 
hydrate  in  one  fluid  ounce,  or  if  a  solid  preparation  in  one 
avoirdupois  ounce,  or  any  of  them  with  intent  to  sell,  give 
away  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  same  he  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  punished  by  a  fine  of  not 
more  than  one  thousand  dollars  or  by  confinement  in  the 
penitentiary  of  this  State  for  not  less  than  one  year  nor  more 
than  five  years  or  both  in  the  discretion  of  the  Court,  and 
possession  of  any  of  the  above  enumerated  drugs  or  mix¬ 
tures  thereof,  except  by  a  licensed  physician,  dentist,  prac¬ 
titioner  of  veterinary  medicine  or  surgery,  manufacturing 
chemist  or  pharmacist,  wholesale  or  retail  pharmacist  or 
druggist  or  on  the  prescription  of  a  licensed  physician, 
dentist  or  veterinarian  in  good  standing  in  his  profession 
not  of  intemperate  habits  and  not  addicted  to  the  use  of  any 
drug,  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  an  intent  to  sell,  give 
away  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  same.  Provided,  that 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  apply  to  any 
hospital,  college  or  scientific  or  public  institution. 

SEC.  237B.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  practitioner 
of  medicine  or  dentistry  to  furnish  or  prescribe  for  the  use 
of  any  person  any  cocaine,  heroin,  alpha  or  beta  eucaine, 
opium,  morphine,  chloral  hydrate  or  any  salts  or  compounds 
of  any  of  the  foregoing  substances  cr  anv  preparation  con¬ 
taining  any  of  the  foregoing  substances  or  their  salts  or 
compounds  except  to  such  persons  who  are  under 
his  care  and  for  whom  he,  in  good  faith,  prescribed  as  neces¬ 
sary  for  their  professional  treatment ;  and  no  practitioner 
of  veterinary  medicine  or  surgery  shall  prescribe  the  same 
for  the  use  of  any  human  being.  Any  written  order  or  pre¬ 
scription  given  or  made  by  any  practitioner  of  medicine, 
dentistry  or  veterinary  medicine  or  surgery  in  the  course  of 
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his  professional  treatment  shall  be  dated  and  shall  contain 
the  name  of  the  person  for  whom  prescribed,  or  if  ordered 
by  a  practitioner  of  veterinary  medicine  or  surgery  shall 
state  the  kind  of  animal  for  which  ordered  and  said  pre¬ 
scription  shall  be  signed  by  the  person  giving  the  prescrip¬ 
tion  or  order.  Such  written  order  or  prescription  shall 
be  permanently  retained  on  file  by  the  person,  firm  or  cor¬ 
poration  who  shall  compound  or  dispense  the  article  or¬ 
dered  or  prescribed,  and  it  shall  not  be  again  compounded  or 
dispensed  except  upon  the  written  order  of  the  original 
prescriber  for  each  and  every  subsequent  compounding  or 
dispensing.  No  copy  or  duplicate  of  such  written  order 
or  prescription  shall  be  made  or  delivered  tO'  any  person 
but  the  original  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  inspection  by 
the  prescriber,  the  State’s  Attorney  for  the  county  or'  Bal¬ 
timore  City  or  committee  of  the  Grand  Jury  of  the  county 
or  of  Baltimore  City  in  which  said  prescription  was  filled. 
Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction 
thereof  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars  nor 
more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  and  may,  in  the  discretion 
of  the  Court,  be  confined  in  the  county  or  city  jail  in  ad¬ 
dition  to  the  said  fine  for  a  period  of  not  exceeding  one 
year. 

SEC.  237C.  It  shall  be  the  duty  under  this  act  of  all 
judges  of  Courts  having  criminal  jurisdiction  in  this  State 
at  every  regular  term  thereof  to  charge  all  regularly  im¬ 
panelled  juries  to  diligently  inquire  into  and  investigate 
all  cases  of  the  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and 
to  make  a  true  presentment  of  all  persons  guilty  of  such 
violations.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Maryland  Board  of 
Pharmacists,  as  well  as  all  prosecuting  officers,  to  cause  the 
prosecution  of  all  persons  violating  the  provisions  of  this 
act.  In  any  proceedings  under  the  provisions  of  sections 
*237,  237A,  237B  and  this  section  the  charge  may  be  brought 
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against  any  and  all  of  the  members  of  a  partnership,  or 
against  the  directors  or  executive  officials  of  a  corporation 
or  against  the  agent  of  any  person,  partnership  or  corpora¬ 
tion. 

SEC.  2.  And  it  is  further  enacted,  That  all  criminal 
proceedings  pending  or  which  may  be  hereafter  instituted 
for  offenses  already  committed  shall  be  instituted,  pro¬ 
ceeded  with  and  prosecuted  to  final  determination  and 
judgment  as  if  this  act  had  not  been  passed. 

SEC.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  laws  and 
parts  of  laws  conflicting  with  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

SEC.  4.  And  be  it  enacted,;  That  this  act  shall  take 
effect  from  the  date  of  its  passage.

Maryland  Poison  Law 

Chapter  586,  Legislature  1906. 

An  Act  Regulating  the  Sale  of  Poisonous  Drugs 
in  the  State  of  Maryland. 


SECTION  1,  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly 
of  Maryland,  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person 
from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  Act,  to  retail  any  of  the 
following  poisons :  Arsenic  and  its  preparations,  corrosive 
sublimate,  white  precipitate,  red  precipitate,  bichromide  of 
mercury,  cyanide  of  potassium,  hydrocyanic  acid,  strych¬ 
nine  and  all  other  poisonous  vegetable  alkaloids  and  their 
salts,  essential  oil  of  bitter  almonds,  opium  and  its  prepara¬ 
tions,  aconite,  belladonna,  colchicum,  conium,  nux  vomica, 
henbane,  sabine,  ergot,  croton  oil,  cantharides,  creosote, 
digitalis  and  their  pharmaceutical  preparations,  cotton  root, 
chloroform,  chloral  hydrate,  sulphate  of  zinc,  mineral  acids, 
carbolic  acid  and  oxalic  acid,  without  distinctly  labeling 
the  box,  vessel  or  paper  in  which  the  said  poison  is  con¬ 
tained,  with  the  name  of  the  article,  the  word  “Poison” 
and  the  name  and  place  of  business  of  the  seller. 

SEC.  2.  Nor  shall  it  be  lawful  for  any  registered  phar¬ 
macist  or  other  person  to  sell  any  of  the  poisons  above 
enumerated  without  causing  an  entry  to  be  made  in  a  book 
kept  for  that  purpose,  stating  the  date  ol  sale,  the  name 
and  address  of  the  purchaser,  the  name  of  the  poison  sold, 
the  purpose  for  which  it  is  represented  by  the  purchaser 
to  be  required  and  the  name  of  the  dispenser,  such  a  book 
to  be  always  open  for  inspection  by  the  proper  authorities 
and  to  be  preserved  for  at  least  five  years,  The  provisions 
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of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  the  dispensing  of  poisons 
in  not  unusual  quantities  or  doses  upon  the  prescription  of 
practitioners  of  medicine.  Any  violation  of  the  provisions 
of  these  sections  shall  make  the  offender  liable  to  a  fine 
of  not  less  than  five  dollars  and  not  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars. 

SEC.  3.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  this  Act  shall  take 
effect  from  the  date  of  its  passage.

Bichloride  of  Mercury  Law 
of  Maryland 

Chapter  794,  Approved  April  13,  1914' 


A  BILL  ENTITLED 


AN  ACT  to  regulate  the  sale  and  dispensing  of  bichloride 
of  mercury  in  tablet  form  for  antiseptic  purposes. 

SECTION  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of 
May  land,  That  all  tablets  made  of  bichloride  of  mercury  in 
sufficient  quantity’  to  render  said  tablets  strong  enough  for 
antiseptic  purposes,  each  tablet  shall  be  triangular,  diamond, 
square,  oblong,  or  other  irregular  shape,  and  the  color  of  each 
and  every  one  of  said  tablets  shall  be  blue,  geen  or  purple 
with  the  word  “Poison”  impressed  or  embossed  upon  it. 

SEC.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  un¬ 
lawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  sell,  dispense  or  give  away 
bichloride  of  mercury  in  tablet  form,  if  said  tablets  contain 
more  than  one-tenth  of  a  grain  of  the  said  bichloride  of  mer¬ 
cury,  unless  tablets  are  of  the  color  and  shape,  and  marked  as 
described  in  Section  1  of  this  Bill. 

SEC.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  bottle  in 
which  said  tablets  for  antiseptic  purposes  of  bichloride  of 
mercury  are  sold,  dispensed,  or  given  away,  shall  have  the  word 
“Poison”  blown  in  one  side  of  said  bottle,  and  a  label  on  the 
opposite  side  bearing  the  word  “Poison”  in  conspicuous 
letters. 
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SEC.  4  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  any  person  or 
persons  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  shall  be  fined  not  less  than 
twenty-five  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  and 
every  offense,  or  be  imprisoned  it  the  County  or  City  Jail  not 
less  than  thirty  days  nor  more  than  three  months,  or  both  in 

the  discretion  of  the  Court.

SEC.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted  That  this  Act  shall 
take  effect  from  the  date  of  its  passage.
